The  Springdale  Collection 

We  are  delighted  to  be  able  to  offer  the  Springdale  Collection  of 
Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles,  which  comes  to  us  from  a long  time 
collector,  an  active  and  frequent  participant  in  our  auction  sales,  and 
a connoisseur  of  high  order.  As  most  consignors,  he  has  selected  to 
remain  anonymous,  but  he  has  provided  us  with  a brief  biographical 
sketch  to  lend  a human  interest  side  to  our  presentation. 

Like  many  other  collectors,  I began  collecting  coins  in  the  late  195()s, 
saving  circulated  examples  of  older  cents  through  half  dollars  from  the 
tips  I would  receive  from  delivering  groceries  for  a small  neighborhood 
store.  Soon  realizing  that  there  were  dates  I was  unlikely  to  find,  1 began 
to  investigate  avenues  for  acquiring  these  scarcer  issues  and  bought  iny 
first  coin  from  a neighborhood  coin  store  when  I was  about  15.  My 
father  thought  I was  craz\'  (a  hkely  shared  experience  of  many  young 
collectors),  but  I wasn’t  deterred!  Later  in  life,  as  financial  circumstances 
allowed,  I continued  to  pursue  more  challenging  scarcities  and  after  we 
married,  my  wife  and  I were  regular  visitors  to  Larry  Whitlow’s  retail 
coin  establishment  on  the  southwest  side  of  Chicago,  through  which  I 
eventually  assembled  complete  sets  of  uncirculated  Washington  quarters, 
and  Lincoln  cents.  Larry  has  long  been  recognized  as  a dealer  in  quality, 
and  this  is  something  1 grew  to  appreciate  as  well. 

As  we  raised  our  family,  collecting  had  to  go  on  the  “back  burner” 
until  the  combination  of  time  and  resources  finally  allowed  me  to  return 
to  my  passion  in  earnest.  Beginning  in  the  mid-1990s  I set  a goal  of  as- 
sembling a complete  set  of  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles.  1 had  always 
been  fascinated  by  the  big  coins,  as  much  by  their  impressive  heft  as  their 
beautiful  design,  and  with  patience  I was  able  to  acquire  all  of  the  legally 
issued  business  strikes  with  the  exception  of  the  1927-D.  Some  issues 
were  easy  to  find,  others  great  challenges,  but  1 have  thoroughly  enjoyed 
the  journey  and  I have  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  collection.  I hope  the 
successful  bidders  of  the  Springdale  Collection  lots  will  enjoy  acting  as 
caretakers  for  these  wonderful  coins  as  much  as  I have. 

Back  to  our  own  words,  we  would  like  to  add  simply  that  we 
do  not  feel  a single  apology  is  in  order  for  the  lack  of  the  1927-D, 
a date  so  precious  that  even  most  advanced  collectors  simply  can 
not  secure  it.  Quite  the  contrary,  having  just  completed  hours  of 
careful  study  and  research  of  these  coins,  we  are  deeply  impressed 
with  many  of  the  coins  included.  Some  of  these  dates  are  so  rare  that 
most  collectors  will  never  have  the  opportunity  to  handle  them,  let 
alone  have  the  perseverance  to  seek  out  beautiful  quality  specimens 
and  see  this  challenging  series  through  to  completion.

Though  the 
collector  has  decided  to  remain  anonymous,  we  like  to  give  credit 
where  it  is  due  and  thus  we  would  like  to  publicly  congratulate  him 
here  for  his  acquisition  of  many  wonderful  coins  that  we  have  the 
pleasure  to  showcase  in  the  pages  to  follow. 
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The  Pete  Tremblay  Collection 
ill  his  own  words 

My  collecting  interests  began  upon  acquiring  a selection  of  com- 
memorative pins  at  the  1976  Olympic  Games  in  Montreal.  I found 
myselt  driven  to  add  to  this  little  collection  at  the  Olympic  Games 
of  1980  (Lake  Placid),  1984  (Los  Angeles),  and  1988  (Calgary).  I 
was  tasemated  in  1976  by  the  many  different  types,  which  translated 
nicely  into  coin  collecting  when  I embarked  on  my  numismatic 
journey. 

My  first  numismatic  purchases  were  by  mail  order,  but  a for- 
tunate business  trip  to  Cincinnati  which  coincided  with  the  1980 
summer  convention  of  the  ANA  m that  city,  allowed  me  my  first 
major  coin  show  experience.  There  is  perhaps  no  better  beginning 
than  a summer  ANA  Convention,  and  I thoroughly  enjoyed  my 
trip,  purchasing  coins  on  the  bourse  and  at  the  auction  including  a 
trade  dollar  consigned  to  the  present  sale. 

My  interest  m coins  lagged  for  the  next  18  years  due  to  business 
career  changes.  Buying  was  limited  to  Mint  issued  Proof  sets,  and 
modern  commemoratives.  Collecting  coins  became  very  boring  and 
unrewarding.  That  experience  was  expressed  to  Ray  Hinkelman, 
a dealer  present  at  a local  show  in  Hudson,  Ohio,  who  suggested 
that  I assemble  a complete  U.S.  type  com  set.  This  is  where  the 
collection  consigned  to  this  sale  began,  with  the  purchase  of  a 1793 
Chain  cent. 

As  a metallurgical  engineer  by  profession,  I had  a natural  affinity 
toward  coins.  After  my  schooling  at  Lehigh  University,  I joined  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation  where  the  next  22  years  were  devoted 
to  the  metallurgical  application  and  technical  sales  of  tool  and  die 
steels.  Bethlehem  Steel  is  the  nation’s  largest  producer  of  tool  steels, 
and  was  called  upon  by  the  U.S.  Mint  to  work  on  a project  that  I 
later  found  out  to  be  the  GM-Mint  Roller  Press  project.  As  part 
of  this  project,  I made  visits  to  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  as  a 
representative  ot  Bethlehem  Steel,  and  met  Mint  personnel  such  as 
ChiefEngraver  Frank  Gasparro,  and  Mint  Director  Mary  Brooks. 

Back  to  the  present  collection,  and  my  challenge  assembling  a 
complete  U.S.  type  set  in  copper,  silver,  and  nickel,  which  has  been 
an  exciting  and  very  educational  endeavor.  In  particular,  it  provided 
me  the  opportunity  to  examine  the  Mint’s  evolving  coin  Hunting 
process.  Tremendous  strides  have  been  made  over  the  years  involv- 
ing die  steels  selection,  hubbing,  heat-treating  practices,  etc.  It  is 
my  belief  the  Mint’s  emphasis  has  always  been  to  have  a dependable 
process  that  would  produce  a quality  product. 


A Few  Words  about  Abe  Kosoff 

Abraham  Kosoff,  born  in  New  York  City  in  1912,  gave  his  name 
m print  as  A.  Kosotf,  and  was  known  to  his  friends  as  Abe  Kosoff 
In  September  1929  he  was  hired  as  a clerk  by  A.  Celender  to  trade 
in  antique  jewelry  and  old  coins.  Although  he  had  planned  to  be- 
come  an  accountant,  old  coins  proved  to  be  remunerative,  and  m 
1937  he  went  full  time  into  profes.sional  numismatics,  trading  as  the 
Numismatic  Gallery.  In  1940  his  business  was  conducted  in  the  rear 
of  Alfred  lUch  & Sons  Antique  Shop,  122  East  57th  Street,  New 
York  City.  During  this  time  he  was  a very  active  buyer  of  double 
eagles  and  other  important  coins  rescued  from  the  melting  pot  by 
enlightened  Treasury  Department  employees  (see  notes  with  the 
Springdale  Collection  in  this  catalogue). 

On  June  8, 1940,  Abe  had  his  first  auction  sale,  held  at  the  Hotel 
New  Yorker  at  34th  Street  and  8th  Avenue,  New  York  City.  O. 
Rundle  Gilbert  called  the  sale.  The  realization  was  slightly  over 
$2,500,  with  one  man  in  the  audience  buying  about  half  of  this 
total.  Some  old-time  readers  of  this  catalogue  may  remember 
Gilbert,  who  said  “All  done!”  after  selling  a lot,  this  term  being  his 
trademark  used  in  advertising. 

The  Numismatic  Gallery  went  from  one  success  to  another. 
Abner  Kreisberg joined  as  a partner  in  1944,  remaining  until  the  pair 
split  in  1954.  In  another  context,  in  1944  Bob  Fnedberg,  Kosoff, 
and  Kreisberg  formed  Coin  Associates,  whose  mam  purpose  waJ 
to  sell  coins  to  reckless  spender  King  Farouk. 

By  1971  Abe  Kosoff  had  catalogued  71  sales,  including  the  col- 
lections of  F.C.C.  Boyd,  Chatles  Williams  (who  remained  anony- 
mous), Jake  Bell,  Adolph  Menjou,  Edwin  Hydeman,  and  many 
others.  Fixed  price  offerings  included  the  Oscar  Pearl  Collection 
of  large  copper  cents  and  the  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd  collection  of  type 
coins  and  patterns.  In  the  meantime,  in  1948  he  and  his  family 
picked  up  stakes  in  New  York  and  headed  to  California,  where  he 
spent  the  rest  of  his  life. 

In  1954  he  was  named  as  the  first  president  of  the  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild,  which  he  and  his  long-time  friend  Sol  Kaplan 
had  begun  organizing  in  1953.  The  PNG  was  officially  launched  in 
1955  at  the  ANA  convention  held  that  year  in  Omaha.  In  the  1960s 
he  was  the  key  figure  in  convincing  coin  dealers  to  donate  money  so 
the  ANA  could  have  its  own  headquarters  building  (which  was  done, 
and  the  building  was  opened  m Colorado  Springs  in  1964).  In  the 
1970s  he  was  central  in  developing  the  ANA  grading  standards. 

Abe  Kosoff  died  on  March  19,  1983,  leaving  many  in  the  hobby 
to  mourn  the  loss.  In  1984  his  heirs  consigned  the  bulk  of  his 
numismatic  estate  to  the  company  run  by  the  writer  (QDB)  to  be 
presented  at  auction.  The  sale  held  that  year  was  highlighted  by  an 
Ultra  High  Relief  MCMVII  $20  pattern.  Since  that  time,  Abe’s 
family  has  kept  in  touch.  Recently,  additional  items  were  consigned, 
as  included  m this  catalogue. 
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A Few  Words  about  Art  Kagin 

In  1933,  Arthur  M.  Kagin,  then  precocious  at  the  age  of  13, 
obtained  a part-time  job  with  R.O.  Hollmbeck,  who  conducted  a 
coin  and  stamp  store  in  Minneapolis.  He  had  been  a collector  for 
some  time,  his  interest  having  been  piqued  when,  as  a magazine 
sales  boy,  a woman  gave  him  in  payment  a very  curious  1883  Liberty 
Head  nickel  without  the  word  CENTS  on  the  back. 

Within  two  years  he  was  a full  time  coin  dealer,  and  in  1936  he 
opened  a branch  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  where  he  would  live  for 
the  rest  ot  his  long  life.  In  the  same  year  he  attended  his  first  ANA 
convention.  In  1940  his  brother  Paul  joined  him  in  operating  their 
own  company,  by  now  called  the  Hollinbeck  Coin  Co.,  a trade  style 
continued  until  the  1970s,  when  Paul  left  to  pursue  other  interests, 
and  Art’s  son  Don  became  important  m the  business. 

From  1940  through  the  early  1970s,  Hollinbeck  conducted  nearly 
300  auctions  of  the  mail-bid  type.  In  the  1950s  Art  Kagin  was  the 
main  buyer  and  most  visible  partner,  while  Paul  tended  to  finances 
and  office  details.  Well  financed,  the  duo  bought  many  rarities, 
creating  a lot  ot  attention  by  paying  well  over  current  catalogue 
values  for  choice  pieces.  During  the  decade.  Art  Kagin  was  the  most 
important  buyer  at  com  shows. 


In  1962  and  1963  he  served  as  president  of  the  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild,  and  from  1983  to  1986  he  served  on  the  ANA 
Board  of  Governors.  In  2000  he  was  presented  the  Farran  Zerbe 
Award  by  the  ANA. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  1883  nickel  that  started  the  trend,  but  from 
day  one  in  the  hobby.  Art  loved  stories  about  coins.  In  fact,  among 
the  major  dealers  at  coin  shows  in  the  1950s  and  1960s,  before  in- 
formation became  readily  available,  he  was  a walking  market  index 
for  other  dealers  to  consult  on  matters  of  rarity  and  value.  He  also 
appreciated  the  unusual,  and  in  an  era  in  which  most  dealers  were 
involved  with  Federal  coins  from  1792  to  date,  he  was  interested  in 
paper  money  (a  particularly  intense  specialty),  patterns,  territorial 
gold,  and  other  fields  off  the  beaten  numismatic  path. 

In  the  1990s  and  early  2000s  he  was  slightly  less  active  in  the  busi- 
ness, but  enjoyed  attending  coin  shows,  where  he  met  old  friends  and 
often  reminisced  about  the  days  gone  by.  He  was  always  a fine  friend 
ot  the  writer  (QDB),  and  many  were  the  interesting  conversations 
we  had  over  a long  period  ofyears.  Art  Kagin  died  on  July  18,  2005, 
leaving  three  children  and  several  grandchildren.

Showcasing  the  Lake  Michigan  Collection  and  the  Springdale 
Collection,  our  auction  also  includes  superb  consignments  from 
others.  From  the  past,  the  estates  of  Abe  Kosoff  and  Art  Kagm 
yield  treasures  that  have  been  off  the  market  for  a generation  or 
more.  As  many  readers  will  know,  Abe  Kosoff,  who  began  in  the 
numismatic  trade  m 1929,  was  the  founder  of  the  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild  in  1954  (launched  in  1955)  and  in  the  1970s 
was  the  key  person  m compiling  the  official  American  Numismatic 
Association  grading  standards  for  United  States  coins.  Art  Kagin 
became  a professional  numismatist  in  1933,  when  as  a teenager  he 
was  employed  in  the  coin  shop  of  R.O.  HoUinbeck  in  Minneapolis. 
By  the  time  of  his  passing  m 2005  at  age  85,  he  had  devoted  his 
entire  life  to  numismatics. 

Wayne  K.  Homren,  one  of  America’s  best  known  researchers 
and  writers  and  host  of  the  E-Sylum  website,  has  favored  us  with  a 
marvelous  selection  of  treasures.  Pete  Tremblay  has  done  likewise. 
Other  consignments  have  yielded  other  coins,  tokens,  medals,  and 
paper  money  that  are  sure  to  entice  you. 

The  Diversity  of  the  First  Session 

I have  always  liked  interesting  and  exotic  coins — coins  with  a fas- 
cinating history.  Session  One  is  laden  with  such  things — absolutely 
fascinating.  Our  presentation  of  Conder  tokens,  the  English  copper 
farthing,  halfpenny,  and  penny  tokens  widely  collected  in  America 
and  m Europe,  includes  many  important  pieces.  Counterstamped 
American  coins  from  the  Homren  Collection,  a specialty  brought 
to  the  fore  m recent  years  by  the  books  compiled  by  Dr.  Gregory 
Brunk  (who  once  spent  a week  m our  offices  doing  research), 
include  many  worthwhile  pieces,  the  collector  having  focused  on 
acquiring  unusual  undertypes. 

Washingtoniana  (or  is  the  specialty  simply  Washingtonia?),  a long- 
time favorite  of  many  numismatists,  comes  to  the  fore  with  pieces 


ranging  from  plentiful  and  popular,  to  seldom  seen, 
to  exceedingly  rare.  American  colonial  and  state  coins 
await  your  contemplation.  Encased  postage  stamps 
from  the  Wayne  K.  Homren  Collection  beckon  and 
include  examples  of  most  popular  issues,  punctuated 
with  scarcities  and  rarities. 

Colonial  paper  money  is  fascinating  to  contemplate 
and  even  more  fascinating  to  own.  There  is  a lot  to 
like  in  the  nice  collection  we  offer. 

Half  cents  include  scarce  varieties  (there  are  not 
many  Proof  \85\s  in  existence)  to  popular  types.  Large  cents  are  like- 
wise varied,  beginning  with  the  1793  Chain,  continuing  to  including 
a high-grade  1793  Wreath,  and  more.  The  late  Abe  Kosoff  once  said 
that  It  was  good  luck  to  begin  a sale  with  an  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent 
as  Lot  No.  1.  It  worked  well  for  him.  We  like  this  American  classic, 
and  m Session  One  we  have  included  a few.  Indian  and  Lincoln  cents 
have  their  delights,  as  do  two-cent  and  three-cent  pieces. 

World  coins,  another  favorite  specialty  with  the  American  Nu- 
mismatic Rarities  team  (the  Eliasberg  Collection  still  echoes  around 
the  globe!)  includes  a smorgasbord  of  delights.  A Mint  State  1678 
Austrian  thaler  from  Graz  will  attract  bids  from  all  over,  a scarce 
1839  Bank  of  Montreal  halfpenny  variety  will  do  likewise,  as  will 
such  pieces  as  a Proof  1932  100  piastres  ofEgypt,  a superb  gem  1866 
Wurttemberg  thaler,  a host  of  choice  British  regal  coins,  a 1797 
Russian  louble,  the  ever  popular  1935  Waitangi  crown  (someday  I 
will  write  a reminiscence  about  a group  of  these  and  an  adventure 
in  London),  and  numerous  other  items  as  well. 

American  Favorites  in  Session  Two 

Pattern  coins,  which  tell  the  story  of  what  might  have  been, 
but  wasn  t,  have  long  been  an  ANR  specialty.  If  you  are  already  a 
specialist,  you  will  have  a chance  to  acquire  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
transitional  pieces  from  the  early  1860s,  or  the  remarkable  Bouvet 
$10  coin  made  m France,  or  perhaps  an  1858  pattern  cent  to  add  to 
the  re-creation  of  an  original  set  of  12  pieces  of  this  year,  or  an  Indian 
Princess  dollar  by  Longacre.  There  are  so  many  interesting  things! 

In  the  regular  coinage  series,  nickel  five-cent  pieces  include 
Shield  and  Liberty  Head  pieces  in  high  grade,  a highlight-laden 
offering  of  Indian  Head  / Buffalo  nickels,  and  more.  What  bet- 
ter way  to  start  a collection  of  silver  half  dimes  than  by  offering 
a gem  1794!  As  you  probably  suspect,  this  is  simply  the  doorway 
to  an  offering  of  other  great  half  dimes,  including  a gem  1795 
and  ultra-rare  Proofs  of  1853  (with  arrows)  and  1855.  Dimes  are 
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temperature  in  the  auction  room  by  a few  degrees!  The  Springdale 


likewise  choice,  with  a choice  Mint  State  1798  and  other  enticing 
early  issues,  a Proof  1855,  choice  and  rare  Barber  coins,  and  some 
great  Mercury  dimes. 

Twenty-cent  pieces  are  short  and  sweet,  and  include  superb 
gem  Proofs.  Quarter  dollars  begin  with  the  1796  rarity  and  go  on  to 
include  many  delicacies,  including  an  eyebrow-raising  superb  gem 
MS-67  1927-S!  Our  presentation  of  half  dollars  is  extensive  and 
includes  many  highlights,  including  the  classic  1796  rarity,  quite  a 
few  Mint  State  Capped  Bust  coins.  Liberty  Seated  halves  that  are 
sure  to  delight,  beautiful  Barber  coins,  and  quite  a few  notable 
Liberty  Walking  and  Franklin  issues. 

Our  presentation  of  commemorative  coins  includes  multiple 
examples  of  really  nice  1900  Lafayette  dollars,  condition  rarities 
throughout  the  half  dollar  series,  a showpiece  1915-S  Panama- 
Pacific  set  m Its  original  copper  frame,  and,  for  good  measure, 
additional  $50  octagonal  and  round  coins  from  the  Panama  Pacific 
International  Exposition. 

I simply  must  mention  a remarkable  double  reuerse  Washington 
quarter  mint  error.  As  to  what  else  is  in  Session  Two,  the  catalogue 
IS  in  your  hands. 

Session  Three  With  Its  Silver  and  Gold 

Rounding  out  our  numismatic  trifecta  is  Session  Three,  which 
begins  with  a very  nice  selection  of  early  silver  dollars — including 
some  that  trace  their  pedigrees  to  the  M.H.  Bolender  Collection. 
The  offering  begins  with — what  else? — a rare  1794.  Multiple  Go- 
brecht  dollars  will  have  a magnetic  attraction,  as  will  a nice  selection 
ot  Liberty  Seated  coins. 

Morgan  silver  dollars  are  a wonderful,  dynamic  part  of  our 
hobby.  How  fortunate  we  all  are  that  on  one  November  day  in 
1962,  a Philadelphia  Mint  employee  opened  a long-sealed  (since 
1929)  vault  and  found  a numismatic  treasure  equivalent  to  Ali 
Baba’s  cave!  Now,  Morgan  dollars  from  a century  ago  exist  in 
SLitficient  numbers  as  to  be  easily  collectible,  even  in  choice  and 
gem  grades.  Rarities  are  sprinkled  among  the  common  issues, 
furnishing  a challenge.  Session  Three  offers  opportunities  for 
you  to  start  in  this  field  or  to  add  to  your  collection.  Ditto  for 
Peace  silver  dollars. 

Trade  dollars  include  “type”  coins  as  well  as  superb  gem  Proofs. 
A superb  gem  Proof  set  of  the  year  1891  also  beckons. 

Gold!  You’ve  come  to  the  right  place  if  gold  is  a specialty.  Gold 
dollars  include  the  three  major  types  (including  some  notable  quality 
pieces  of  the  elusive  Type  II)  as  well  as  rare  dates.  Quarter  eagles 
comprise  classic  early  issues  before  1834  as  well  as  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  coins,  continuing  to  include  Indian  Head  issues,  among 
which  will  be  found  several  really  nice  Mint  State  1911  -Ds. 

Three-dollar  gold  coins  range  from  the  first  year  of  issue,  1 854, 
onward  and  include  some  choice  and  gem  Proof  and  Mint  State 
coins  ideal  for  a specialized  collection  or  a type  set.  Half  eagles  in- 
clude M/nfSfafe  specimens  of  1795,  1798,  1807,  1808,  1813,  1820, 
1826,  and  other  early  issues.  Then  come  some  nice  Liberty  Head 
and  Indian  Head  coins.  Eagles  range  from  early  to  late  (1932)  and 
offer  many  choice  pieces. 

All  eyes  will  be  on  the  double  eagles  in  Session  Three.  Pulling 
back  the  curtain,  I see  two  Uncirculated  1921s!  Even  a single  ex- 
ample of  this  extraordinarily  rare  date  would  be  enough  to  raise  the 


Collection  of Saint-Gaudens  twenties  from  1907  to  1933  lacksjust 
two  coins:  the  1927-D  and  the  1933.  Other  double  eagles  compli- 
ment that  collection  and  will  attract  a lot  of  attention. 

Pioneer  and  territorial  gold  coins  will  attract  and  delight  you, 
and  some  natural  gold  specimens  (not  coins,  but  from  nature)  will 
be  of  interest  as  well. 

Plan  to  Participate! 

Come  early  to  Rosemont,  view  the  coins  in  the  sale,  and  in 
ensuing  days  enjoy  the  MidAmerica  Coin  Expo  during  the  day 
and  our  sale  in  three  evenings.  I’ll  be  there  with  the  American 
Numismatic  Rarities  staff,  and  we  all  look  forward  to  seeing  you. 
Participating  in  an  ANR  sale  is  always  an  enjoyable  experience,  and 
I know  you’ll  have  a good  time. 

Bidding  can  also  be  via  the  Internet  (read  the  instructions  in  the 
present  catalogue),  by  telephone  (with  advance  arrangements),  and 
by  mail.  Whichever  your  preferred  method,  plan  to  be  a part  of  this 
event.  As  ANR  catalogues  are  very  collectible,  we  often  hear  from 
people  who  look  through  the  presentation  of  a sale  we  held  a few 
months  ago,  or  a year  or  two  past,  and  who  dearly  wish  that  they 
could  own  the  coins  now.  ILight  now,  each  and  every  item  in  the 
present  is  available  to  you.

Rather  than  delegate  the  cataloguing  to  clerks,  what  I like  to  call 
the  ANR  “Dream  Team”  takes  it  from  there.  In  recent  months 
John  Kraljevich,  John  Pack,  Frank  Van  Valen  and  long-time  friend 
and  expert  consultant  Andrew  Pollock  have  immersed  themselves 
in  what  I believe  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  catalogues  we  have 
ever  issued.  I’ve  done  my  part,  too — as  always.  And,  it  has  been 
very  enjoyable.

If  you  are  not  a buyer  at  present,  then  perhaps  you  are  think- 
ing of  selling.  If  so,  let  American  Numismatic  Rarities  do  for  you 
what  we  have  done  for  so  many  others  over  the  years.

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  testimonial  as  to  the  expertise  of  the 
ANR  staff  and  the  results  delivered  than  to  note  that  it  is  the  rule, 
not  the  exception,  when  a part  of  an  important  collection  is  sold 
through  us,  the  consignors  come  back  with  the  remaining  parts.

No  doubt  any  auction  house  would  have  given  an  eyetooth 
to  land  a consignment  from  the  estate  of  the  highly  admired  Art 
Kagin.  Again,  ANR  was  the  choice.  When  l^chard  A.  Eliasberg, 
custodian  of  the  unsurpassed  Eliasberg  Collection,  decided  to  auc- 
tion the  final  remaining  section,  the  clear  choice  was  American 
Numismatic  Rarities.

Every  colonial  cabinet 
should  include  an  example  of  the  coin  type — counterfeit  British 
halfpence — that  dominated  18th-century  American  small  change 
more  than  any  other. 

Your  cataloguer  (]K)  wrote  the  descriptions  for  the  first  large  collection 
of  contemporary  counterfeit  British  halfpence  to  be  sold  in  connection  with 
an  American  colonial  collection,  included  in  McCawley-Grellman’s  1995 
sale  of  the  John  Griffee  Collection.  A specimen  from  these  dies  was  sold,  far 
less  attractive  than  this  one,  and  included  with  it  was  the  consignor’s  ticket 
naming  this  the  “Puffy  Head”  variety.  After  including  the  name  in  the  de- 
scription, the  moniker  has  stuck.  This  variety  has  only  grown  in  popularity  as 
the  desirability  of  interesting  contemporary  counterfeit  halfpence  has  grown 
concomitantly.  In  1995,  the  uglier  specimen  from  these  dies  brought  S95.

Once  folded  several  times,  a bit  limp  but 
fully  intact,  five  pieces  of  archival  repair  tape  on  verso,  some  splits 
at  folds  at  border.  The  “Sword  in  Hand”  vignette,  surrounded  by 
the  worm  Ourobouros  signifying  eternity,  is  bold,  and  all  signatures 
and  text  is  legible.  This  note  and  its  interest  were  apparently  paid 
off  in  1782.  This  variety,  with  Treasurer  printed  instead  of  writ- 
ten in  manuscript,  was  limited  to  those  number  501  to  800  and 
today  is  quite  rare,  with  Anderson  estimating  only  7-12  known.

Payable  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  6%  interest,  payablejanuary 
1,  1801.  #2910,  $18,472.  Hole  cancelled  through  signature.  Anti- 
alteration indent  at  left  margin,  cleverly  noting  the  precise  denomi- 
nation to  the  dollar.  A very  attractive  and  historically  important 
early  Federal  document,  used  to  retire  $1.8  nullion  in  Continental 
Currency  and  devalued  securities  owned  by  the  Commonwealth 
ot  Massachusetts.  The  right  border  is  a bit  ragged,  leaving  the 
usually  trimmed  paper  end  intact  to  allow  for  additional  writing. 
A small  row  of  pinholes  is  noted  in  the  blank  area,  some  short 
areas  of  raggedness  at  top  margin,  some  vertical  folds.  The  paper 
quality  remains  very  good,  with  traces  of  the  U.S.D.  watermark 
intact.  The  printing  is  bold  and  even,  including  the  Great  Seal  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  writing  is  full  and  legible. 

The  act  for  the  assumption  of  the  public  debt,  also  known  as  the  Act  of 
August  4, 1790,  was  one  ot  Hamilton's  great  victories  (some  would  say  his  only 


victory),  giving  the  economy  a much  needed  infusion  of  money  and  allowing 
the  Federal  government  to  develop  its  own  credit  at  home.  It  also  managed  to 
make  many  ofhis  friends  rich.  The  act  agreed  to  make  the  formerly  speculative 
devalued  Continental  Currency  good  at  the  rate  of  $100  to  every  $1  in  new 
Federal  securities,  such  as  seen  here.  Estimates  place  the  total  amount  of  debt 
held  by  the  states  at  $26  million,  which  means  this  one  document  represents  a 
rather  sizable  percentage.  It  is  the  largest  denomination  we  have  ever  seen  on 
this  bond  type,  and  is  likewise  far  larger  than  anything  illustrated  by  Anderson 
or  Hessler  for  this  period. 

The  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  founded  the  year  this  certificate  was 
emitted,  was  build  upon  the  back  of  just  this  sort  of  security.  It  was  this  type 
that  gave  the  formerly  worthless  Continental  paper  some  value,  and  made 
many  of  those  who  had  bought  up  tons  of  it  at  pennies  on  the  dollar  into  the 
nation’s  first  millionaires.  It  was  this  type  of  security,  also,  that  helped  each 
of  the  state  governments  get  off  the  ground  and  find  some  value  in  aU  of  the 
Federal  paper  they  had  been  issued  during  the  war.  While  specimens  do  turn 
up,  the  very  size  and  the  payee  of  this  particular  example  make  it  one  of  the 
most  desirable  ones  we’ve  seen  or  handled.

10  Kopeck  “seal 
skin”  note.  Very  Good  or  so.  58  x 47  mm.  Holed  in  each  top 
corner,  as  issued  and  as  always  seen  for  this  denomination.  Serial 
number  only  suggestively  legible.  A well-wrinkled  and  worn,  but 
identifiable  and  genuine,  piece  of  the  famous  Alaskan  “seal  skin” 
currency.  Issued  between  1816  and  1852  for  use  among  the  fur 
traders  and  pioneers  of  Russian  Alaska  and  the  Aleutian  Islands, 
this  currency  is  very  rare  and  avidly  sought  — perhaps  100  pieces 
are  known,  many  or  most  of  which  are  in  museums.  The  face  of  this 
note  shows  the  denomination  and  the  Russian/Cyrillic  rendering 
of  “note  in  America”  plainly,  though  the  inked  signature  and  serial 
numbers  are  now  weak  or  missing.

This  coin  appar- 
ently began  life  as  a 1793  Sheldon-5  Wreath  cent,  presumably  one 
whose  low  grade  made  its  value  minimal  during  the  cradle  days 
ot  American  cent  collecting.  It  was  carefully  and  distinctively  re- 
engraved  to  produce  “a  more  artistic  and  beautiflil  coin  than  was 
ever  issued  by  the  U.S.  Mint,”  as  W.  Elliot  Woodward  wTote  in 
1866  when  describing  a 1793  “of  Mr.  Smith’s  make.”  The  fields 
were  smoothed  and  made  slightly  prooflike,  though  a bit  of  the  pre- 
existing light  corrosion  may  still  be  seen,  and  the  obverse  device  was 
completely  reworked  to  turn  a Wreath  cent  into  a nearly  passable 
Chain  cent.  The  reverse  was  subjected  to  an  even  more  expansive 
rebirth,  with  only  ONE  CENT  remaining  somewhat  undisturbed 
while  the  chain  and  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  were 
completely  created  from  the  artist’s  graver.  The  size  of  the  date  and 
LIBERTY  on  the  obverse,  as  well  as  the  position  of  the  re-engraved 
beads,  allow  for  the  attribution  ot  the  original  cent  trom  which  this 
artwork  springs;  the  edge  also  shows  the  Vine  and  Bars  type  of  the 
1793  cents. 

Even  and  attractive  steel  brown,  and  only  a little  low  spot  behind 
Liberty’s  head  is  noted  as  a flaw.  The  engraving  is  excellent,  and 
the  overall  aesthetic  appeal  in-hand  is  marvelous.

(ANACS),  “Damaged.”  Even  dark,  steel  brown  with  significant 
detail.  The  date  and  LIBERTY  are  nice  and  bold,  the  chain  is  clear 
as  usual  at  this  grade  level,  and  most  of  the  outside  reverse  legend 
is  also  plain  to  see.  Many  small  nicks  cover  both  sides  in  an  even 
array,  though  a concentration  is  noted  at  central  reverse.  There 
arc  a few  little  rim  bumps,  including  a serious  bruise  over  AME 
ol  AMERICA.  The  “damage”  noted  by  ANACS  is,  we  presume, 
some  very  light  traces  of  old  gilding  or  gold  flakes  inside  the  obverse 
rim  at  9:00  and  downward  toward  the  lower  hair  curls.  The  overall 
impact  of  this  is  minor,  though  the  reason  is  unknown — ^we  seem 
to  recall  a century-old  story  of  a collector  who  had  a gilt  set  of  large 
cents  but  would  be  hard  pressed  to  identify  the  source  of  the  story. 
In  any  case,  this  piece  has  good  detail  and  a pleasing  overall  look.

(like  a low-grade  and  granular  Wreath  cent,  worth  just  pennies  in 
the  1860s)  into  something  admirable  and  perhaps  suitable  as  a hole- 
tiller  111  the  place  of  the  elusive  high-grade  cents  of  1793.  Richard 
Kenney  described  the  Smith  counterfeits  as  “rather  tastefully  tooled 
and  improved  upon.”  Hanging  proposition  notwithstanding,  we 
agree  completely,  and  generations  ot  large  cent  enthusiasts  have 
sought  to  add  one  ot  these  rare  and  interesting  creations  to  their 
cabinet  of  early  copper  curiosities.

The  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent 

By  the  nnd-  1850s  American  children  and  adults  had  grown  up  with  the  old 
copper  large  cents  that  had  been  in  circulation  ever  since  their  introduction 
in  1793.  The  change  to  the  lightweight,  small-diameter,  lightly-hued  copper- 
nickel  cent  would  require  some  education  Mint  officials  figured. 

Accordingly,  beginning  in  late  November  1856,  approximately  1,000  or 
more  1856-dated  pattern  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  struck  for  distribution  to 
newspaper  editors,  congressmen,  and  others  of  influence,  with  some  coins 
held  in  reserve  for  distribution  to  numismatists.  Included  in  the  dispersal 
were  one  to  each  senator  and  representative,  four  to  President  Franklin  Pierce, 
about  200  to  the  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures,  and  other 
pieces  to  Treasury  Department  officials.  However,  it  seems  apparent  that  any 
congressman  who  wanted  a few  extra  pieces  had  no  trouble  getting  them. 
Exactly  how  many  promotional  pieces  of  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  were 
struck  in  1856  and  early  1857  is  not  known,  and  it  could  have  been  far  in 
excess  of  1,000  coins. 

These  initial  specimens  of  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  were  of  the  “Uncir- 
culated or  business-strike  format,  not  Proof,  and  were  intended  to  be  similar 
in  finish  to  what  the  average  citizen  would  see  when  mass  production  of  the 
new  format  began.  The  ‘advertising  campaign”  was  a success,  and  the  Act 
of  February  21,  1857,  was  signed  into  law,  making  the  copper-nickel  Flying 
Eagle  cent  a reality. 

Woid  of  the  curious,  interesting,  new,  little  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  spread, 
and  these  coins  began  to  have  a premium  value  among  the  small  but  rapidly 
growing  community  of  coin  collectors.  Specimens  soon  traded  for  50c  to  SI 
each  when  they  could  be  found,  which  was  not  often.  By  1859,  Edward  D. 
Cogan  sold  a copper-nickel  specimen  for  $2.  As  S2  was  more  than  a day’s  pay 
for  many  people  in  the  late  1850s,  this  was  indeed  a significant  premium. 

Around  the  same  time  the  Mint  was  busily  engaged  in  restriking  rarities 
for  collectors.  In  1859,  Directorjames  Ross  Snowden  announced  that  he  could 
supply  scarce  coins  to  numismatists  who  had  Washington  tokens  and  medals 
to  trade  for  them.  Snowden  had  been  director  since  June  4,  1853  (and  would 
continue  until  a replacement  was  named  by  the  new  president,  Abrah.im 
Lincoln,  in  spring  1861).  Under  his  administration  facilities  for  what  became 
known  the  Mint  Medal  Department  were  set  up  on  March  7,  1855,  to  proGde 
a dedicated  area  for  the  production  of  Proof  coins,  medals,  and,  as  it  came  to 
pass,  restrikes.  Beginning  in  1859,  Snowden,  William  E.  DuBois,  and  otlier 
Mint  officials  kept  btrsy  augmenting  the  Washington  Cabinet  section  of  the 
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1856  N-14.  Rarity-l.  Slanted  5.  MS-64  RD  (PCGS).  Full  cart- 
wheel lustre  remains  on  frosty  surfaces  rich  with  mint  color.  Some 
spotting  is  present,  as  always  seen,  but  certainly  not  offensive.  None 
ot  the  color  has  mellowed  appreciably,  and  the  overall  appearance 
is  superb  for  this  grade  level.  Only  the  most  minor  abrasions  are 
noted  atop  the  obverse,  otherwise  this  piece  is  of  fully  gem  quality. 
This  example  will  satisfy  those  who  have  sought  a single  cent  of  this 
type  in  the  RD  designation;  PCGS  has  seen  only  one  “Slanted  5” 
1856  cent  they  liked  better  in  this  color  designation.

The  coin  appears  to  have 
surfaces  more  like  a Mint  State  coin  than  a Proof  but  we  understand 
that  as  there  is  controversy  regarding  how  to  differentiate  these  two 
classes  of  coins,  it  is  current  grading  practice  for  some  to  simply  call 
all  of  them  Proofs.  In  the  instance  of  an  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent, 
to  be  Mint  State  would  give  a price  and  rarity  advantage  in  higher 
grades. 

This  variety  has  been  a classic  for  many  years.  Some  notes  re- 
garding this  are  appended  from  Dave  Bowers’  text  on  the  series. 
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Mint  Collection  (this  display  wonld  be  dedicated  on  February  22,  1860). 

Snowden  olTered  such  numismatic  delicacies  as  recognized  rarities,  Proofs, 
patterns,  and  low-mintage  coins  in  exchange  for  Washington  medals  and  other 
desired  items.  Such  trades  were  plea.smg  to  Mint  ofFicials  and  collectors  alike. 
By  this  process  and  by  selected  purchases,  the  Washington  display  was  increased 
from  a nucleus  of  “four  or  five  specimens”  to  138  pieces  by  February  1860. 

In  addition  to  whatever  rarities  Snowden  and  his  close  associates  may  have 
made,  it  is  likely  that  others  also  had  access  to  dies  and  coining  equipment  at 
the  Mint  and  sought  to  feather  their  own  nests  (quite  literally  when  it  came  to 
Flying  Eagle  cents)  by  producing  rarities  for  their  own  accounts. 

Whatever  the  unrecorded  circumstances  may  have  been,  during  the  late 
1850s  and  early  1860s  probably  from  about  1858  and  continuing  through 
the  early  years  of  the  Civil  War— additional  1856-dated  Flying  Eagle  cents 
were  struck,  but  apparently  from  original  obverse  dies  (there  is  no  evidence 
that  new  dies  were  made  after  early  1857).  The  year  a particular  reverse  die 
was  made  1856,  1857,  or  1858 — made  no  difference  as  reverses  bore  no 
dates  and  superficially  looked  alike.  3Vhile  three  of  the  reverse  dies  used  to 
coin  1856-dated  cents  seem  to  be  contemporary  with  1856,  a fourth  is  of  a 
style  first  used  in  1858. 

At  the  time,  it  was  felt  by  collectors  that  Proof  was  a better  finish  than 
Uncirculated  (Mint  State).  Thus,  all  of  the  restruck  1856  cents  were  made  with 
prooflike  or  even  full  Proof  surfaces  by  resurfacing  existing  dies.  However, 
the  surface  of  these  Proofs  was  not  quite  as  deeply  mirrored  as  would  be  the 
Proofs  of  the  later  dates  1857  and  1858. 

Exactly  how  many  Proof  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  restruck  is  not 
known.  I believe  that  the  truth  may  be  around  1,500  to  2,500  coins.  Today, 
Proof  1856  Flying Eagle  cents  are  much  more  plentifiil  than  are  frosty-surface 
Mint  State  coins,  the  latter  being  originals  from  the  distribution  in  1856  and 
early  1857  to  congressmen  and  others.  Clouding  the  situation  is  the  fact  that 
many  Proof  coins  have  been  certified  as  Mint  State  and  that  in  any  event  for 
many  specimens  there  is  no  sharp  delineation  as  to  what  constitutes  a Mint 
State  coin  and  what  defines  a Proof.  Thus,  population  reports  are  oflittle  help 
to  the  speciahst  seeking  information. 

As  time  went  on,  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  became  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  all  United  States  coins.  Although  it  is  a pattern — as  the  design 
was  not  adopted  until  February  21,  1857 — the  1856  has  been  “adopted”  into 
the  regular  series,  as  have  a number  of  other  patterns  (1838  Gobrecht  silver 
dollars.  1859-1860  transitional  half  dimes  and  dimes,  1879-1880  $4  gold 
Stellas,  and  a few  more).

The  Treasurs'  Department,  ever  wilhng  to  help  coin  collectors  in  the  early 
1930s,  mimeographed  lists  regularly,  stating  pieces  that  could  be  obtained  for 
lace  value  upon  appheation  to  the  Department  in  Washington.  One-cent 
pieces  ot  1931-S  were  on  that  list.  Most  likely,  a significant  percentage  of 
these  coins  were  picked  up  by  collectors  and  dealers  at  the  time,  for  although 
money  was  scarce  due  to  economic  conditions,  just  about  anyone  could  afford 
to  buy  a tew  one-cent  pieces. 

Soon,  the  Treasury  ran  out,  and  comments  pervaded  the  hobby  as  to  the 
value  ot  these  coins.  Investment  interest  picked  up  as  did  collecting  interest, 
due  to  many  factors,  among  which  can  be  mentioned  the  subsequent  launch- 
ing ot  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coins  by  Wayte  Raymond,  the 
popularization  by  Raymond  of  convenient  cardboard  album  pages  permitting 
each  side  of  a coin  to  be  .seen,  “penny  boards”  and  other  products  marketed 
by  J.K.  Post  ot  Neenah,  Wisconsin  (setting  the  foundation  for  the  present 
Whitman  Publishing  LLC),  and  in  autumn  1935,  the  great  commemorative 
boom.  In  all  of  this  scenario,  the  1931-S  cent  was  a very  early  entry.  The  net 
result  was  that  during  the  Depression  the  rare  coin  hobby  actually  strength- 
ened greatly,  the  number  of  collectors  increased,  coin  clubs  were  formed,  and 
good  times  were  enjoyed.  In  a related  and  parallel  conte.xt,  the  disappearance 
of  gold  coins  from  circulation  in  1933  prompted  many  to  enter  this  aspect  of 
numismatics,  creating  still  more  interest.  Along  the  way,  Joseph  and  Morton 
Stack  set  up  in  New  York  City  the  firm  bearing  their  name,  vital  today,  the 
longest  continuing  rare  com  dealership.

Pitt’s  is  one  of  the  series,  also  includ- 
ing members  ot  the  royal  family  and  actor/pop  culture  star  David 
Garrick.

Plain  edge.  Mint  State.  564.1  grains.  43.3  mm.  Magnificent  dark 
chocolate  brown  framed  with  mahogany  peripheries,  the  typical 
but  gorgeous  patina  for  this  medal.  Smooth  and  lustrous,  some 
tiny  contact  marks  in  left  obverse  field,  little  spot  under  Cook’s 
chin.  Struck  to  commemorate  Cook’s  entry  into  the  Royal  Society 
before  his  unfortunate  demise  while  exploring  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
in  1779.  500  were  struck  in  this  composition  from  dies  by  Lewis 
Pmgo.  Its  expressive  portrait  and  high  aesthetic  appeal  makes  it 
continuously  popular  to  both  Betts  medal  enthusiasts  and  Hawaiian 
specialists.

The  backing  is  probably  the  best  hint  on  dating,  showing  a 
portion  of  newspaper  upon  which  the  splasher  was  initially  poured. 
It  shows  a portion  of  text,  apparently  in  hand-set  type,  advertis- 
ing a patent  solution  for  “female  disease”  marketed  by  a Dr.  O.P. 
Ha(missing).  Determining  the  identity  of  this  would-be  gynecolo- 
gist will  help  date  the  splasher  more  precisely. 

The  desirability  of  this  piece  does  not  hinge  upon  its  dating. 
This  obverse,  made  by  the  man  who  engraved  the  1793  Liberty 
Cap  cent,  is  the  only  American-produced  inclusion  in  the  Comitia 
Americana  series.  No  true  original  exists,  though  an  unattractive 
and  crudely  struck  lead  soft-metal  strike  in  the  Ford  Collection  is 
close.  This  is  a crisp  and  historic  impression,  a bit  enigmatic  but 
extremely  rare — Ford  did  not  own  a splasher  of  this  die  despite  his 
other  Comitia  Americana  splashers,  and  we  have  heard  of  no  others. 
It  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  section  of  the  sale.

White  metal  backed  with  paper.  AU.  149.1  grains.  45.1  mm. 
An  important  impression  of  Joseph  Wright’s  1793  obverse.  This 
broken  die,  apparently  strong  enough  to  withstand  high  powered 
presses,  was  muled  with  a copy  reverse  ca.  1874,  and  this  impression 
was  perhaps  made  earlier  as  part  of  the  testing  procedures  to  see 
what  kind  of  condition  the  die  was  in  and  if  it  would  survive  more 
strikes.  The  texture  seems  early  to  us,  though  dating  this  piece  is 
problematical.  It  could  reasonably  date  from  the  era  when  the  die 
was  produced  or  the  decade  following,  or  it  could  date  from  the 
1850s  or  1860s.  The  struck  side  is  lustrous  light  silver  gray,  toned 
area  in  front  of  Lee’s  face,  some  light  marks  and  hairlines.  The  die 
state  is  congruent  to  the  1870s-era  struck  Mint  medals,  but  the  die 
broke  in  production  so  this  die  state  probably  existed  since  1793.

The  slightest 
signs  of  friction  appear  on  the  highest  points,  most  notably  on  the 
hair  curl  above  Washington’s  ear  and  on  his  epaulet.  A small  obverse 
rim  nick  is  seen  directly  downward  from  the  buttoned  lapel  with 
a few  other  light  marks  in  the  fields,  none  of  which  are  worthy  of 
specific  mention.  At  the  O of  WASHINGTON,  there  is  a small 
depression  which  is  matched  by  a similar  mark  on  the  reverse  at 
the  same  point.

346.5  grains.  38.4  mm.  A choice  specimen  of  this  very  rare  medal, 
identified  immediately  from  memory  by  the  present  cataloguer  as 
the  example  once  in  the  impressive  cabinet  of  Lucien  LaRiviere. 
The  fields  are  lustrous  silver  gray  with  considerable  reflectivity  m 
the  most  protected  recesses.  Other  areas  show  somewhat  deeper 
gray  patina  including  but  not  limited  to  the  rims  and  the  higher 
points  of  the  reliefwhich  are  the  most  heavily  toned,  both  of  which 
contrast  beautifully  against  the  fields.  Some  light  scattered  flecks 
of  deep  charcoal  gray  arc  seen  on  both  sides  and  actually  add  to  the 
visual  appeal  in  this  cataloguer’s  opinion.

Fine  details  of  Washington’s  hair  are  seen,  and  Fame, 
soaring  on  high  with  her  trumpet,  is  fully  defined.  A rarity  in  this 
composition,  missing  from  most  major  collections.  Though  Ford 
owned  six  different  specimens  of  the  Fame  medal,  only  one  was 
white  metal,  that  specific  piece  being  described  as  the  finest  example 


reflectivity  in  the  fields.  Deeper  toning  outlines  the  central  devices, 
while  pale  green,  violet,  rose  and  soft  blue  iridescence  appears 
around  the  rims  and  into  the  fields.  A series  of  small  scratches  are 
seen  around  DEC  under  magnification,  minor  and  noted  for  ac- 
curacy. The  fields  display  light  hairlines,  commensurate  with  the 
grade,  and  a pair  of  gently  raised  bulges  in  the  obverse  right  field 
indicate  a minor  planchet  imperfection  which  makes  this  example 
easy  to  identify  as  the  LaRiviere  specimen.  Nicely  struck,  with  only 
faint  softness  on  the  highest  point  of  Washington’s  hair,  despite 
having  been  struck  Uvice,  as  clearly  seen  in  the  close  overlap  of  the 
first  and  second  strikes  in  the  obverse  legends.  Only  six  or  seven 
different  specimens  were  identified  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Ford 
Collection,  two  of  which  were  included  in  that  esteemed  cabinet.

The  fields  are  mostly  light  silver  gray  and  reflective,  though 
the  environment  has  taken  its  toll  on  the  relatively  fragile  composi- 
tion with  high  tin  content,  and  there  is  some  oxidation  across  the 
surfaces  to  varying  degrees.  That  said,  these  surface  characteristics 
are  more  often  the  rule  than  the  exception  on  early  white  metal 
pieces.  The  medal  is  usually  seen  pierced,  though  the  Baker  plate 
piece  is  not.

A small  flaw 
is  seen  at  the  S ofBUSHNELL,  extending  into  the  field,  a strike 
through,  as  made,  that  will  serve  to  easily  identify  this  piece  in  the 
future.  A few  light  scattered  hairlines  are  seen  in  the  obverse  fields, 
but  the  reverse  is  well  protected  and  considerably  cleaner.  One  of 
the  most  striking  designs  ofWashington  pieces  of  the  era,  featuring 
Charles  Cushing  Wright  s masterful  rendition  ofWashington  from 
the  Houdon  bust,  in  very  high  relief,  paired  with  the  links  of  the 
13  colonies  around  a sunburst  on  the  reverse.  Large,  impressive 
and  very  rare.  Five  were  enumerated  by  Michael  Hodder  when 
cataloguing  the  Ford  example,  including  that  specimen,  two  in  the 
Gilbert  Steinberg  Collection,  one  in  the  Dr.  Schuster  Collection, 
and  the  Oechsner-Collins  specimen.  The  present  piece  does  not 
seem  to  be  any  of  these,  which  would  suggest  that  all  are  not  ac- 
counted for,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  many  more  will  come  to  light. 
The  most  recent  appearance  was  in  our  November  2005  sale,  where 
the  Schuster  Collection  specimen  described  as  Choice  Mint  State 
brought  an  impressive  $4,140.  A very  desirable  medal. 


Scarce  Stuart  Portrait  Medal

but  pierced  at  12:00.  357.1  grains.  48  mm.  Surfaces  somewhat 
rough  from  environmental  reaction,  as  often  seen  on  early  pieces 
with  a high  content  of  tin.  Some  areas  are  bright  silver  and  reflec- 
tive, while  others  range  from  deep  charcoal  grey  to  olive  to  black. 
A slight  waviness  in  the  flan  is  noted  near  the  puncture,  but  these 
extremely  rare  medals  simply  do  not  appear  in  pristine  form,  in  fact 
they  rarely  appear.  Careful  inspection  reveals  that  the  sharpness  of 
detail  is  generous,  with  nice  detail  to  Washington’s  hair,  and  face. 
The  eagle’s  wing  feathers  are  sharp  as  are  the  legends  on  both  sides. 
Of  the  four  known  examples,  the  present  piece  is  easily  the  second 
finest  in  private  hands.  One  specimen  is  in  the  collection  of  the 
ANS,  while  the  recently  offered  Ford  specimen  was  not  punctured, 
a little  sharper,  and  better  cared  for  this  the  present  example.  The 
other  known  example,  Dreyfuss:5619,  is  also  punctured,  and  cut 
down  to  a smaller  diameter  in  addition.  Last  handled  by  the  present 
cataloguer  as  part  of  the  Lucien  LaRiviere  Collection  in  1999,  it 
has  been  held  in  the  cabinet  of  another  specialist  since  that  time.  A 
medal  about  which  precious  little  is  known  beyond  the  facts  that 
it  is  extremely  rare  and  that  the  three  specimens  that  have  traded 
hands  in  the  last  20  years  have  a record  ol  being  tightly  held  by  those 
who  are  fortunate  enough  to  secure  ownership  of  one.

Consistent  with  this 
theory  is  the  fact  that  the  obverse  is  more  patina  ted  than  the  reverse 
which  is  cleaner,  more  lustrous,  and  generally  fresher.  Assuming 
this  analysis  is  correct,  then  also  correct  is  the  Rulau’s  assertion 
that  this  in  fact  is  not  technically  a token  issue.  An  interesting  and 
apparently  rather  rare  Washington  piece,  probably  made  in  the  Civil 
War  period.

White  metal.  EF.  502.2  grains.  44.1  min.  Actually  struck  by  C. 
Wyllys  Uotts  in  the  188()s,  this  piece  is  struck  in  very  shallow  relief. 
This  feature  combined  with  the  fragile  nature  of  the  composition 
and  resulting  o.xidation  make  the  design  features  a bit  less  sharp 
than  the  grade  might  suggest.  As  for  handling  and  marks,  they  are 
few  and  consist  mainly  of  small  nicks  in  the  high,  soft  rim.  The 
surfices  are  oxidized,  and  mainly  dark  pewter  gray  with  flecks  of 
lighter  silver  color  concentrated  m some  areas.  Rtilau  notes  m the 
Baker  revision  that  in  40  years  of  studying  Washington  medals,  he 
recalls  having  seen  only  six  pieces.

The  anepigraphic  designs  feature  Lincoln’s  bust  to  right  on 
one  side,  GaiTield  to  left  on  the  other.  This  piece  shows  some  wear 
and  the  usual  scattered  marks  of  a piece  used  in  jewelry.  A mount 
was  removed  deftly  at  12:00,  with  no  solder  still  apparent.  A tiny 
rim  nick  at  3:00  on  the  Lincoln  side  is  noted.  According  to  Julian, 
“many  of  these  medals  were  made  into  charms  for  ladies,”  apparently 
including  this  piece.  This  is  the  first  of  these  medals  we  have  seen, 
making  it  considerably  rarer  than  the  small  19  mm  medal  with  similar 
designs.  We  can  only  imagine  that  most  of  these  met  their  demise 
in  melt  pots  during  the  various  panics  and  depressions  leading  up  to 
the  present  day.

Lightly  reflective  in  the  fields,  very  attractive, 
minor  discoloration  behind  Bdpley’s  head,  a few  microscopic  field 
specks.  Very  pretty  overall.  This  variety  was  not  included  in  Julian 
and  may  have  been  struck  in  error,  as  the  two  Julian  numbers 
combined  to  make  this  both  commemorate  the  same  actions  in 
the  War  of  1812.

This  medal  was  probably  struck  after  the  1872  discovery 
of  the  original  dies — then  being  used  as  paperweights  m the  Navy 
Department  - but  before  the  1884  production  of  copy  dies.  Rich 
dark  chocolate  brown  patina,  smooth  and  glossy.  Some  lines  in 
the  left  obverse  field  appear  to  be  in  the  die,  likely  evidence  of  a 
filing  to  remove  some  of  the  accumulated  die  rust  from  decades  of 
mishandling  of  the  original  dies  by  Reich.  Scattered  rust  appears 
on  the  obverse,  a significant  cloud  of  rust  tops  the  reverse,  and  a 
heavy  rim  break  atop  the  reverse  also  shows  file  marks  from  the 
time  of  minting,  pre-patination.  Very  few  medals  appear  to  be 
struck  from  this  state,  and  none  from  this  late  state  were  present 
in  the  Ford  sale  (though  he  did  own  an  extremely  rare  silver  shells 
piece,  struck  very  early  in  the  life  of  the  dies).  According  to  Mint 
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records,  4 were  struck  in  bronze  in  1873 — the  first  appearance  of 
the  Preble  medal  on  Mint  rolls  in  decades — and  a total  of  only 
29  medals  were  coined  in  the  period  when  these  dies  were 
rusted  yet  still  in  use,  all  of  them  bronze.  A specialist  will  realize 
the  rarity  and  importance  of  this  offering.

The  R in  FURST  is  partially  broken  at 
the  top,  similar  to  the  example  referenced  in  Julian  as  being  in  the 
collection  at  West  Point.

Full 
silvering  remains  on  the  highly  attractive  reverse, 
showing  moderate  reflectivity  and  exceptional 
detail  m the  Lake  Champlain  battle  scene.  The 
obverse  is  only  partially  silvered,  mostly  near  the 
central  and  lower  portion,  with  the  remaining 
surfaces  now  toned  a salmon  shade  from  an  old 
cleaning.  This  sort  of  format,  also  seen  on  the 
Robert  Henley  medal  in  this  sale,  may  indicate 
that  these  pieces  were  displayed  reverse-up  in  a 
private  or  museum  collection.  Many  museums 
have  maintained  collections  of  naval  medals  in 
the  past,  and  certain  private  collectors  (Jefferson, 
for  example)  enjoyed  framing  medals  for  wall 
display  in  the  early  19th  century.

Just  a 
tiny  area  between  10:00  and  12:00  at  the  extreme  periphery  shows 
a break  in  the  silvering.  The  reverse  of  this  medal  is  the  identical 
die  as  used  on  the  Cassin  medal,  offered  above,  that  showed  similar 
silvering.  The  obverse  of  this  medal  was  once  completely  silvered, 
but  now  the  left  side  is  beautifully  silvered  in  lustrous  light  gray 
while  the  right  side  shows  an  even  salmon  appearance  from  cleaning 
or  dipping.  Both  the  Cassin  medal  and  this  medal,  along  with  the 
MacDonough  medal  offered  below,  have  an  extremely  tiny  nick 
centered  at  the  middle  of  the  edge  at  12:00,  perhaps  an  indication 
that  they  were  all  framed  and  displayed  in  identical  ways — this 
mark  is  not  visible  from  obverse  or  reverse.  They  have  clearly  been 
together  for  quite  some  time,  and  perhaps  after  this  sale  they  will 
be  kept  in  the  same  collection. 

Silvered  War  of  1812  naval  medals  are  elusive.  The  Ford  Collection  con- 
tained only  one  silvered  1812  naval  medal,  a McCall  Qulian  NA-16)  that  the 
cataloguer  called  “the  only  one  ever  seen.”  That  piece,  also  uneven  in  appear- 
ance, brought  $1,265.  It  is  remarkable  that  we  have  three  to  offer  here! 


Exceptional  Jacob  Jones  Medal 


794  1812  Captain  Jacob  Jones  medal.  Julian  NA-13.  Bronze. 

Choice  Mint  State.  2190  grains.  65  mm.  Rich  and  beautiful 
mahogany  bronze.  A couple  of  minuscule  spots  are  seen,  and  a thin 
light  scratch  is  seenjust  back  ofjones’  head,  but  the  obverse  is  superb 
otherwise.  The  devices  have  an  exquisite  satin  finish  and  are  very 
lustrous.  The  reverse  is  almost  completely  free  of  marks.  A second 
reverse  die  was  cut  early  on,  after  the  first  one  broke  in  1821.  The 
dies  were  then  in  use  as  late  as  1885.  An  exceptional  specimen.

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795  1814  Master  Commmandant  Thomas  Macdonough.  Julian 

NA-15.  Silvered  bronze.  EF  or  better.  2280  grains.  65  nini.  A 
final  silvered  1812  Naval  medal.  The  reverse,  as  with  the  Cassin  and 
Henley  above,  is  ideally  and  fully  silvered,  with  reflective  lustre  and 
a beautiful  appearance.  The  obverse  on  this  medal  shows  perhaps 
2/3  of  its  original  silvering,  missing  in  a crescent  shape  atop  that 
side.  The  detail  is  excellent  on  both  sides,  and  the  unsilvered  area  is 
the  same  salmon  color  as  with  the  other  medals  mentioned  above.  It 
strikes  us  that  the  silvering  could  have  been  removed  chemically  by  a 
curator  who  believed  these  medals  to  be  silver  rather  than  a more 
fragile  silver-washed  bronze.  The  same  mark  noted  on  the  edge  of 
the  Cassin  and  Henley  is  present  here.  A fascinating  specimen,  very 
rare  in  this  composition,  and  unseen  in  any  other  collection. 


796  Muling  of  reverses  ofjulian  NA-18  and  Julian  NA-20.  Julian- 

unlisted.  Bronze.  AU.  1790  grains.  59  mm.  An  extremely  unusual 
muling,  struck  ca.  1870s  before  the  NA-20  reverse  was  permanently 
replaced  in  1880.  Lovely  mahogany  and  chestnut  patina,  smooth 
and  glossy,  with  some  pleasing  woodgrained  unevenness.  No  sig- 
nificant signs  of  handling,  just  a little  nick  under  AL  of  NAVAL  on 
the  NA-18  side.  Both  of  these  reverses  were  executed  by  Moritz 
Furst  to  mark  the  September  1813  victory  ol  Oliver  Hazard  Perry  on 
Lake  Erie.  The  NA-18  die  is  in  nice  condition  and  remained  in  use 


through  the  1870s  and  after.  The  NA-20  die,  with  its  exceptional 
depiction  ot  the  battle  scene  topped  by  an  eagle  proclaiming  “vic- 
tory is  bowed  and  swollen  at  center,  clearly  approaching  the  end 
of  Its  useful  life.  These  piece  was  probably  struck  as  a special  favor 
to  contemporary  collectors.  It  was  not  represented  in  the  Ford  sales 
and  is  clearly  very  elusive. 


797  An  important  late  state  Oliver  H.  Perry  medal,  Julian  NA-21, 
together  with  two  20th-century  Julian  MI  War  of  1812  medals:  ☆ 
Ohver  H.  Perry.  Julian  NA-21.  Bronze.  59  mm.  AU.  Attractive 
antiqued  orange-mahogany  patina.  A magnificent  late  state  usage 
of  the  original  reverse  die,  muled  with  a post- 1870  copy  obverse. 
The  fact  that  the  reverse  was  replaced  in  1880,  according  to  Julian, 
likely  places  the  date  of  the  minting  of  this  piece  very  close  to  1880. 
The  entire  die  surface  is  sunken  and  a huge  cud  is  present  at  3:00.  A 
marvelous  piece!  No  later  state  could  possibly  exist  ☆ W.H.  Harrison. 
Julian  Ml- 14.  Yellow  bronze.  65  mm.  AU,  some  scuffs,  likely  early 
20th  century  ☆ A.  Jackson.  Julian  Ml-15.  Yellow  bronze.  65  mm. 
Mint  State  and  pleasing,  likely  early  20th  century  (Total:  3 pieces) 
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800  (ca.  1845)  James  Fenimore  Cooper  / Jesse  D.  Elliott  medal. 
By  Robert  Lovett,  New  York.  Bronze.  Plain  edge.  AU.  1119.7 
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1814  Treaty  of  Ghent  medal.  BHM-84,  Eimer-1059.  White 
metal.  Plain  edge.  Fine  or  better.  431.0  grains.  45.9  mm.  A rare 
composition  for  a scarce  medal,  struck  to  commemorate  the  treaty 
that  ended  the  War  of  1812.  Glossy  deep  pewter  gray.  Scattered  tiny 
contact  marks  are  seen  on  both  sides,  typical  of  this  soft  metal,  but 
free  of  corrosion  but  for  a speck  outside  the  right  side  of  the  reverse 
wreath.  The  Treaty  ot  Ghent  was  signed  to  end  the  war  but  the  news 
had  not  reached  the  American  continent  before  the  1815  Battle  of 
New  Orleans.  The  Ford  sale  included  this  elusive  medal  in  bronze  (a 
single  specimen)  but  not  in  white  metal,  an  indication  of  its  rarity.

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grains.  51.0  mm.  A fascinating  medal  to  an  American  author  from 
a naval  hero  who  received  a Congressional  gold  medal  for  his  1 81 3 
victory  on  Lake  Erie.  Dark  chestnut  brown  with  lighter  brown 
relief  Smooth  and  a bit  glossy,  very  attractive  overall,  just  a bit  of 
surface  roughness  around  some  devices  and  a few  very  fine  scratches 
in  the  left  obverse  field.  A full  history  of  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding this  fascinating  and  rare  medal  are  given  below,  to  which 
we  might  only  add  a note  about  the  rarity  of  this  piece  in  bronze. 
This  is  the  first  we  have  seen. 

A full  history  ot  this  medal  is  given  in  Mary  E.  Phillips’  biography  ofjames 
Fenimore  Cooper,  written  in  1912  and  now,  serendipitously,  available  in  its 
entirety  online  via  the  Project  Gutenberg  digital  publishing  project: 

“Out  of  England’s  long  naval  records  Cooper  made  The  Two  Admirals, 
an  old-time,  attractive  story  of  the  evolution  offleets,  and  the  warm  friendship 
between  two  strong-hearted  men  in  a navy  full  of  such,  and  at  a time  before 
the  days  of  steam.  ‘Cooper’s  ships  live,’  so  says  Captain  Mahan;  and  continues: 
‘They  are  handled  as  ships  then  were,  and  act  as  ships  still  would  act  under 
the  circumstances.’  This  naval  historian  thought  ‘the  water  a noble  field  for 
the  story-teller.’  The  Two  Admirals  first  appeared  in  Graham’s  Magazine,  for 
which  Cooper  was  regularly  engaged  to  write  in  1842.  Onjune  Ibofthisyear 
a decision  was  rendered  in  the  “Naval  History”  dispute.  One  of  the  questions 
was  whether  Cooper  s account  ot  the  battle  of  Lake  Erie  was  accurate  and 
fair  and  did  justice  to  the  officers  in  command,  and  whether  he  was  right  in 
asserting  that  EUiott,  second  in  command,  whom  Perry  at  first  warmly  com- 
mended and  later  preferred  charges  against,  did  his  duty  in  that  action.  Cooper 
maintained  that  while  Perry  s victory  in  1813  had  won  for  himself,  ‘as  all  the 
world  knows,  deathless  glory,’  injustice  had  been  done  to  EUiott.  Three  arbitra- 
tors chosen  by  the  parties  to  the  dispute  decided  that  Cooper  had  fulfilled  his 
duty  as  an  historian;  that  the  narrative  of  his  battle  of  Lake  Erie  was  true;  that 
it  was  impartial;  and  that  his  critics’  ‘review  was  untrue,  not  impartial;’  and 
that  they  should  publish  this  decision  in  New  York,  Washington,  and  Albany 
papers.’  Later  Commodore  Elliott  presented  Cooper  with  a bronze  medal  for 
this  able  and  disinterested  ‘defense  of  his  brother-sailor.’”

Some  very  faint  corrosion  is  seen 
near  the  rims,  but  otherwise  this  corrosion-prone  composition  is 
free  of  such  flaws.  The  history  of  this  medal  is  given  above,  and 
white  metal  specimens  are  nearly  as  rare.

Obverse  with  federal  eagle  in  glory,  reverse  with  unfinished 
pyramid  design,  mottos  around.  A scarce  issue  that  commemorates 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
United  States.

Copper  1905  Denver  Mint  So-Called  Dollar 


(ca.  1870)  Dr.  Joseph  Pancoast  medal.  Julian  PE-25.  Bronze. 
Mint  State.  3240  grains.  78  mm.  Rich  chestnut  toned  bronze  with 
highly  reflective  fields  and  satiny,  lustrous  devices.  Only  the  most 
minor  surtace  marks  are  present,  and  while  these  are  somewhat 
accentuated  by  the  unforgiving  prooflike  fields,  they  are  very  few 
in  number  and  minor  in  character.  Traces  of  pleasing  violet  and 
rose  in  the  fields  add  significantly  to  the  visual  appeal.  According 
to  Julian,  this  medal  was  born  simply  out  of  an  affection  held  for 
the  doctor  by  James  Pollock,  then  Director  of  the  Mint.  Pancoast 
later  served  on  the  1875  assay  commission. 
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1933  Satirical  Huey  “Kingfish”  Long  “Washroom  War- 
rior” medal.  Medallic  Art  Company.  Golden  bronze.  New, 
essentially  as  issued.  251.2  grains.  Shaped  like  a toilet  seat  for 
good  reason,  see  below.  Obverse  with  fist  and  jaw  caricature,  MC- 
MXXXIII  and  PUBLICO  CONSILIO  PRO  RE  IN  CAMERA 
GESTA  around,  BY  / PUBLIC  ACCLAIM  / FOR  A DEED  / 
DONE  IN  PRIVATE  / SANDS  POINT  / AUGUST  26  / 1933 
on  seven  lines  on  reverse  with  Medallic  Art’s  logo  below. 

This  greatly  prized  satirical  medal  commemorates  an  “accident”  that  befell 
Senator  Huey  “Kingfish”  Long,  easily  one  of  the  most  corrupt  politicians  ever 
spawned.  It  seems  that  on  August  26,  1933  in  Sands  Point,  Louisiana,  Long 
stumbled  out  of  the  men's  room  in  a local  establishment,  liis  nose  bloodied  and 
his  head  dripping  wet;  he  said  he  was  attacked  by  a group  of  men,  yet  he  was 
the  only  one  in  the  w-ashroom  by  the  time  his  supporters  entered  and  looked 
around.  Local  legend  has  it  that  he  was  simply  punched  square  in  the  face  by 
an  irate  citizen  ot  Louisiana,  then  forcibly  dragged  across  the  floor  to  have  his 
head  ceremoniously  dunked  in  a porcelain  plumbing  receptacle. 

Commissioned  by  an  unknown  New  York  lawyer  and  designed  by  George 
De  Zayas,  the  original  gold  medal  was  presented  to  the  ANS  in  New  York 
City.  Red  bronze  and  golden  bronze  pieces  w'ere  also  struck.  Curiously,  the 
U.S.  Senate  actually  took  up  a collection  to  try  to  suppress  this  broadside  at 
one  of  their  own  fine  compatriots.  More  on  this  amusing  incident  in  American 
pohtical  history  can  be  read  in  The  Numismatist,  November  1933,  pp.  704- 
705,  and  in  Coins  Magazine,  November  1963,  pg.  31.

!08  Civil  War  tokens.  Large  and  diverse  collection  of  Civil  War  tokens 
, and  other  pieces.  In  general,  a brief  study  of  the  group  reveals  fairly 
common  types  in  a range  of  grades  from  VG  to  far  nicer  pieces  with 
traces  of  original  red  color.  As  expected,  a few  have  surface  problems 
including  a couple  of  holed  pieces,  but  the  vast  majority  are  nice 
collectable  pieces  which  would  serve  well  as  a beginning  collection, 
or  a nice  opportunity  for  a more  advanced  collector  to  fiU  in  some 
types  and  merchants.  Patriotics  are  represented,  as  are  store  cards  from 
Connecticut,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Newjersey, 
New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rdiode  Island,  and  Wisconsin.  A 
single  silver  piece  is  included,  a Great  Central  Fair  token  of  Philadel- 
phia, otherwise  all  pieces  are  copper  or  brass.  Two  merchant  tokens 
are  also  included,  and  perhaps  the  best  single  item  is  a William  W. 
Drennan  Sutler  token  for  the  64th  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteers.  A 
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neat  offering,  as  is,  certain  to  provide  the  next  owner  hours  of  study 
and  enjoyment.  (Total:  187  pieces) 


809  1864  Lincoln/Johnson  ferrotype.  Dewitt  AL  1864-94.  A 

splendid  specimen,  one  of  the  finest  we’ve  ever  seen,  of  the  politi- 
cal campaign  ferrotype  issued  under  the  Gault  patent,  depicting  on 
the  face  Abraham  Lincoln  for  President  and  on  the  reverse  Andrew 
Johnson  for  Vice  President.  The  brass  frame  is  bright  yellow,  the 
portraits  are  mostly  excellent,  but  with  some  spotring  on  the  Lincoln 
side,  and  the  overall  aspect  is  excellent. 

Lincoln  was  nominated  to  run  for  the  Republican  Party  in  the  summer 
ot  1860,  along  with  a field  of  three  other  candidates  (each  memorialized  on 
the  popular  Wealth  of  the  South  token  series).  Campaigning  on  a platform 
that  included  a strong  stance  against  slavery,  he  was  anathema  to  the  South. 
After  he  was  elected,  on  November  4,  Southern  states  realized  the  futility  of 
their  position.  Many  government  officials  decamped  to  the  South,  including 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Howell  Cobb.  On  December  20, 1860,  South  Caro- 
lina seceded  from  the  Union,  and  soon  afterward  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  became  a reality.  Matters  went  from  bad  to  worse  through  the  coming 
late  winter  and  spring.  Lincoln  was  inaugurated  on  March  4th,  but  scarcely 
more  than  a week  later  the  Confederate  forces  bombarded  Fort  Sumter  in  the 
Charleston  Harbor,  resulting  in  declaration  ofWar  on  April  15th.

810  1864  Lincoln/Johnson  ferrotype.  Dewitt  AL  1864-94.  Another 
example  of  this  Lincoln,  Johnson  ferrotype,  but  this  one  with  the 
portrait  of  Lincoln  appearing  a discolored  deep  gray,  without  facial 
features  being  evident,  creating  a filler  at  best.  Thejohnson  portrait 
IS  basically  intact  but  with  some  black  areas.  The  brass  case  is  bright 
and  nearly  in  the  condition  in  which  it  was  issued.  The  ferrotype 
portraits  must  have  suffered  some  sort  of  a chemical  problem,  rather 
than  by  handling  of  the  unit.

(ca.  1865)  Lincoln  medal  by  J.A.  Bolen.  Musante-20.  Brass. 
Mint  State.  114.8  grains.  25.4  mm.  Overstruck  on  Lovett’s  Ste- 
phen A.  Douglas  political  token,  Dewitt  SD  1860-8,  an  ironic  and 
purposeful  choice  of  undertype!  Rdch  lustrous  golden  surfaces, 
reflective  in  the  fields,  with  pleasing  and  subtle  undertones.  Only 
a couple  of  tiny  specks  and  a few  light  hairlines.  Reverse  die  bro- 
ken, which  made  Joe  Levine  posit  in  an  earlier  catalogue  that  this 
must  have  been  struck  after  the  1872  purchase  of  the  die  byJ.W. 
Kline.  Our  consignor  disagrees.  Either  way,  the  piece  is  unique  as 
an  overstrike  to  our  knowledge.  We  have  seen  other  overstrikes  in 
the  Bolen  series — he  probably  produced  such  items  specially  for 
contemporary  collectors — but  the  use  of  this  particular  undertype 
makes  this  piece  especially  fascinating.  The  inscription  of  the 
Douglas  piece  remains  plain  under  careful  examination;  “Support 
the  Little  Giant  Who  Has  Proved  Himself  the  Greatest  Statesman 
ot  His  Age.”  An  important  piece  for  Bolen  enthusiasts. 
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With  pleasure  we  present  the  Wayne  K.  Hoinren  Collection  of  Encased 
Postage  stamps,  with  Gvo  additions.  This  is  a collector’s  collection.  Most  of 
the  issuers  of  Encased  Post,ige  are  represented,  often  in  choice  condition,  but 
at  other  times  representing  boldly  embossed  and  choice  encasements,  but 
with  some  problems  with  the  mica.,  these  being  eminently  affordable.  As  the 
most  important  feature,  the  embossing  on  the  back,  is  choice,  these  need  but 
be  exhibited  back-side  up,  as  most  specialists  do  anyway.  After  each  issuer, 
descriptions  of  the  business  are  given,  modified  from  Michael  Hodder’s  and 
Q.  D,ivid  Bowers’  Standard  Catalogue  of  Encased  Postage  Stamps,  1989.  Cross 
reference  numbers  are  given  to  Hodder-Bowers  (HB)  numbers,  Friedberg 
numbers  (EP),  and  Fred  Reed  numbers  (R). 

Encased  postage  stamps,  the  brainchild  ofjohn  Gault,  were  first  used  in 
the  summer  of  1862,  when  hoarding  coins  was  endemic.  The  outcome  of 
the  Civil  War  was  uncertain,  and  the  public  rushed  to  keep  “hard  money.” 
This  trend  had  begun  in  the  twilight  days  of  December  1861,  when  banks 
stopped  paying  out  gold  coins  at  par.  With  the  advent  of  Legal  Tender  Notes 
m March  1862 — Federal  currency  issued  without  the  backing  of  gold  or  silver 
coins — silver  began  to  be  hoarded.  Then  by  the  second  week  ofjuly  1862, 
even  copper-nickel  cents  were  not  to  be  found  in  circulation. 

Filling  the  need  for  small  change,  regular  postage  stamps  were  allowed  to 
be  used  as  money  in  commerce,  per  government  authorization.  Sometimes 
stamps  were  housed  in  small  paper  envelopes  or,  less  often,  pasted  on  cards. 
In  time.  Postage  Currency  was  issued  by  the  government,  evolving  into  Frac- 
tional Currency.  In  that  coinless  summer,  entrepreneur  John  Gault  launched 
his  encased  postage  stamps.  Made  to  his  order  by  the  ScoviU  Manufacturin^j 
Co.,  the  encasements  consisted  of  an  embossed  brass  frame  bearing  an  adver- 
tisement on  the  back.  At  the  front  of  the  frame  a regular  postage  stamp,  of  a 
value  from  1 0 to  900,  was  visible  behind  a pane  of  mica,  secured  by  two  brass 
tabs.  Several  dozen  merchants  took  advertising  space  on  these,  creating  the 
series  we  all  appreciate  today. 

Wayne  K.  Homren  has  been  well  known  in  numismatics  for  many  years.  He 
has  emphasized  history  and  scholarship  in  addition  to  his  collecting  activities. 
Information  about  his  numismatic  library  is  given  in  Q.  David  Bowers’  recent 
book.  The  Expert’s  Guide  to  Collecting  and  Investing  in  Rare  Coins.  Each  week 
he  hosts  the  E-Sylum  on  the  web,  a newsletter  sponsored  by  the  Numismatic 
Bibliomania  Society.  He  prefaces  his  issues  with  “Wayne’s  Words,”  always 
interesting  to  bring  up  on  screen  and  read.

812  Encased  postage.  Aerated  Bread  Co.  One  cent.  HB-1,  EP-1. 
Rarity- 7.  The  brass  case  is  well  embossed  with  bold  inscriptions. 
Grading  EE  or  so,  it  displays  a few  contact  marks,  nothing  really 
worth  noting.  The  mica  is  rough,  with  breaks  at  the  upper  left  and 
lower  right  e.xposing  part  of  the  light  blue  stamp.  The  stamp  itself 
seems  to  have  retained  decent  color,  only  somewhat  aged.  Only  two 
denominations  were  issued,  with  this  one  being  the  only  collectable 

one.  The  five  cent  issue  which  appeared  in  the  Ford  Collection  is 
unique. 
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The  Aerated  Bread  Company,  which  on  the  encasement  has  an  umlaut 
over  the  e.  located  on  the  corner  of  Lafayette  Place  and  Fourth  Street  in  New 
York  City,  a part  of  the  metropolis  crowded  with  ajumble  of  light  manufac- 
turing concerns  and  poor  tenements.  Not  far  away  was  the  Astor  Gardens 
a fashionable  apartment  complex,  a century  later  the  home  of  a theatre  and 
boutiques.  Just  north  lay  Cooper  Union,  founded  by  the  industrialist  Peter 
Cooper  in  1857-1859,  which  offered  free  courses  in  science,  chemistry,  en- 
gineering, and  art  to  all  interested  in  bettering  themselves. 

Aerated  bread  was  the  “invention”  of  Stephen  F.  Ambler  of  Brooklyn 
N.Y.  Ambler  was  a baker  who  patented  a process  involved  in  bread  making 
that  did  away  with  the  need  for  yeast  to  make  his  dough  rise.  By  injecting 
the  dough  with  carbonated  gas  Ambler’s  bread  was  given  a hght  texture  and 
consistency  that  was  very  different  from  the  usual  loaves  sold  in  New  York 
Ambler  claimed  that  his  bread  was  cleaner  and  more  wholesome  than  other 
bakery’s  products.  Horace  Greeley,  the  well-known  newspaper  owner  of  “Go 
West  young  man!”  fame,  offered  a testimonial  to  the  new  process,  writing  that 
Ambler’s  bread  “was  more  palatable  than  bread  made  the  old  way.” 

Ambler  received  his  patent  on  August  12, 1862,  the  same  dayjohn  Gault’s 
patent  for  encasements  was  allowed.  Ambler’s  process  was  at  first  successful  as 
a novelty  item.  However,  by  1864  the  business  failed  for  lack  of  customers.

Rarity-3.  The  brass  case  is  EF  or  better  in  grade,  retaining  perhaps 
10%  to  15%  of  the  silvering  on  the  back.  The  mica  is  broken  above 
Franklin’s  head,  and  otherwise  shows  some  friction.  The  stamp 
color  is  attractive  light  blue  and  appears  quite  fresh.

32A.  Rarity-1 . The  brass  case  is  EF  or  so,  with  a few  light  marks  and 
traces  of  verdigris  visible  upon  close  inspection.  The  embossing  is 
bold.  The  mica  is  crazed  and  split  in  several  small  places,  but  when 
viewed  face-on  the  rest  of  the  mica  seems  fine,  although  with  light 
friction.  The  stamp  is  a bright  rose  color.

Rarity- 1.  The  brass  case  is  EF  or  better,  retaining  some  traces  of 
silvering  on  the  back.  Bold  embossing.  The  mica  is  slightly  lami- 
nated, with  some  breaks  at  the  lower  right,  but  no  pieces  obviously 
missing.  The  color  of  the  stamp  is  light  pink,  and  it  is  nicely  centered 
in  the  frame.  A nice  encasement. 

The  firm  of  James  C.  Ayer  and  Company  was  Gault’s  biggest  single 
customer,  advertising  three  different  patent  medicine  products  on  the  encase- 
ments. Had  Gault  been  able  to  obtain  a steady  and  large  supply  of  stamps  for 
his  enterprise  Ayer  s business  alone  might  have  made  Gault’s  venture  a great 
business  success. 

James  Cook  Ayer  was  born  in  Connecticut  in  1818.  On  his  fither’s  death 
in  1825  youngjames  was  sent  to  LoweU,  Massachusetts  to  live  with  his  uncle, 
who  had  been  mayor  of  the  town  and  was  a successful  businessman  there.  After 
finishing  Lowell  High  School  Ayer  wanted  to  enter  college,  but  his  family 
decided  that  he  was  more  suited  for  a career  in  business.  Accordingly,  Ayer  was 
apprenticed  to  Jacob  Robbins,  who  owned  an  apothecary  shop  in  LoweU.  At 
the  same  time  Ayer  was  working  for  Robins  he  was  studying  medicine  witli  a 
local  doctor,  eventuaUy,  Ayer  gained  an  M.D.  degree  from  the  Universirv  ot 
Pennsylvania,  styling  himself  as  Dr.  J.C.  Ayer  thereafter. 

Ayer  was  a hard  worker  and  a quick  learner,  and  by  1 84 1 he  bought  Rob- 
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bins  drugstore  tor  $2,486.61  with  a loan  from  his  uncle,  which  he  was  able 
to  repay  three  years  later.  Between  1855  and  1870  Ayer  became  the  king  of 
the  patent  medicine  industry.  His  first  success  was  with  his  Cherry  Pectoral, 
an  opium-based  cough  syrup  flavored  with  cherry  e.xtract  which  claimed  to 
be  beneficial  for  lung  problems.  This  medical  wonder  was  not  advertised  on 
encased  postage  stamps.  This  was  toUowed  by  his  Cathartic  Pills,  a digestive 
remedy  said  to  have  had  no  harmful  side  effects,  wliich  were  later  packaged  in  an 
ornate  paper  wrapper  complete  with  a list  of  “ingredients”  wliose  names  would 
confuse  even  a chemist;  Ayer  s Sarsaparilla,  by  tar  his  best  known  product,  a 
restorative  beverage  little  different  trom  any  other  sarsaparilla  drink;  Ayer’s 
Ague  Cure  ( Warranted  a speedy  and  certain  cure  for  fever  and  ague  and  all 
malarial  disorders  );  and  Ayer’s  H.iir  Vigor,  which  was  supposed  to  bring 
back  the  original  color  to  grey  hair,  the  last  tw'o  remedies  not  memorialized 
by  encased  postage. 

Ayer  s nostrums  were  little  different  from  many  others  available  at  the 
time.  What  made  Ayer’s  venture  successful  was  his  understanding  of  the 
power  of  advertising.  Together  with  his  brother  Frederick,  who  joined  the 
enterprise  in  1855,  Ayer  advertised  his  medicines  in  newspapers,  by  free  gifts 
to  purchasers,  and  through  freely  distributed  flyers  and  pamphlets.  By  1871 
Ayer  advertised  his  products  in  nearly  2,000  newspapers;  a little  later  he  gave 
away  25  million  almanacs  in  a single  year.  The  purchase  of  a complete  print- 
ing plant  enabled  the  firm  to  publish  advertising  cards  on  its  own,  and  to 
hold  down  the  costs  of  doing  so.  When  the  Boston  & Lowell  Railroad  raised 
its  rates  Ayer  built  his  own  Lowell  & Andover  line,  connecting  to  Boston, 
which  opened  in  1874. 

James  C.  Ayer  and  Company  expanded  their  interests  to  include  timber 
lands  in  Florida;  a part  ownership  in  the  Lake  Superior  Iron  Company;  and 
ownership  of  te.xtile  mills  in  Lowell.  The  company  owned  a share  of  the  New 
York  ‘Tribune,  an  investment  that  encouraged  favorable  editorial  opinion. 
In  Ayer’s  honor,  the  town  of  Groton  Junction,  Massachusetts  was  renamed 
Ayer  in  1871;  the  family  donated  the  town  hall.  In  his  later  years  James  Ayer 
went  insane,  contemporaries  believing  his  insanity  to  be  caused  by  overwork. 
Afterward,  business  affairs  were  conducted  by  his  brother  Frederick.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1878,  Ayer  was  involved  in  an  undertaking  to  build  a 
canal  connecting  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  oceans.  When  a local  government 
in  Central  America  proved  unwilling  to  cooperate,  Ayer  became  involved  in 
a coup  attempt  against  it. 

Ayers  PiUs,  as  advertised  here,  were  widely  sold  including  in  elliptical  and 
rectangular  cardboard  boxes  and  in  small  bottles.

Rarity-8.  The  brass  case  is  EF  or  so,  with  bold  embossing,  with  a 
few  hidden  pin  scratches  on  the  back.  The  mica  shows  lamination, 
with  a small  break  at  the  lower  right,  but  it  is  clear  and  reveals  the 
rich  brown  color  of  the  stamp  clearly.  The  stamp  is  nicely  centered 
in  the  frame.

HB-30, 
EP-34A.  Rarity-1.  The  brass  case  is  perhaps  AU,  with  bright 
brassy  color,  and  some  lustre.  The  embossing  is  bold.  The  mica 
shows  some  slight  lamination,  but  is  significantly  finer  than  typically 
seen.  The  stamp  seems  to  have  been  well  protected  and  retains  its 
bright  rose  color.

Rarity-8.  The  brass  case  grades  VF,  and  is  a deep  chestnut  brown 
with  somewhat  darker  recesses  due  shallow  surface  roughness.  It  is 
boldly  embossed.  The  mica  has  some  friction  but  is  basically  intact, 
some  tiny  traces  of  lamination.  The  slightly  aged  pink  stamp  is  easily 
visible  through  it. 

Bailey  & Company,  located  at  819  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  often 
used  the  “Chesnut”  misspelling,  as  did  dozens  of  other  Philadelphia  busi- 
nesses, including  those  that  advertised  on  tokens.  Why  this  misspelling  was  so 
endemic  in  Philadelphia  we  have  no  clue,  but  the  error  occurs  so  frequently 
that  specialists  notice  it. 

The  firm  was  founded  in  1832  under  the  name  of  Bailey  and  Kitchen, 
located  at  136  Chestnut  Street  in  Philadelphia.  In  1846  the  partnership  was 
dissolved  and  the  company  was  renamed  Bailey  & Co.  In  1859  the  business 
moved  to  the  address  found  on  its  encasements.  Years  later  the  company 
moved  again,  to  Chestnut  and  12th  Streets,  at  which  location  they  remained 
until  1951.  The  company  is  in  business  today  under  the  name  of  Bailey, 
Banks  & Biddle. 

At  the  time  they  commissioned  their  encasements,  J.  Bailey  & Company 
could  claim  to  be  the  largest  jewelry  firm  in  the  United  States,  contesting 
Tiffany  & Company  for  that  honor.  Their  relations  with  the  United  States 
Mint  were  close,  at  times  sharing  the  services  of  the  same  engravers.  In  the 
1850s  they  struck  their  own  store  card  (Adams  PA  28-33).  In  1860,  to  com- 
memorate the  visit  of  the  first  Japanese  ambassador  and  his  staff  to  Philadel- 
phia, J.  Bailey  & Co.  struck  a medal  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronzed  copper  for 
presentation  to  the  visitors. 

The  company  was  important  in  another  numismatic  context  as  the  go- 
between  connecting  engraver  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.  with  an  agent  of  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America.  As  is  well  known,  Lovett  created  one-cent  pieces 
for  the  eSA,  depicting  on  the  obverse  the  French  Liberty  Head  that  he  had 
used  on  trade  cards  in  1860,  but  now  with  the  1861  date  and  CONFEDER- 
ATE STATES  OF  AMERICA  inscription.  The  reverse  was  also  distinctive, 
displaying  southern  products.  The  number  of  pieces  struck  in  copper-nickel 
by  Lovett  is  not  known,  and  has  been  variously  estimated  at  12  or  a few  more. 
In-depth  research  by  Messrs.  Corell  and  Levi  may  result  in  a large,  fact-filled, 
extensively  illustrated  book  on  this  particular  com.  The  finest  known  CSA 
cent  was  sold  as  part  of  the  John  Jay  Ford,  Jr.  Collection  by  Stack’s  in  the 
summer  of  2005.

Encased  postage.  Joseph  L.  Bates.  One  cent.  HB-49,  EP-6A. 
Rarity-6.  The  brass  case  is  extremely  choice,  shall  we  say  EF  or 
AU,  with  light  chestnut  color,  nice  surface  gloss,  and  hold  emhoss- 
ing.  The  mica  is  very  choice,  some  tiny  laminations  to  be  sure,  but 
clear  and  showcasing  the  brilliant  blue  stamp.  A splendid  example 
of  this  variety. 

This  piece  is  plated  in  the  Fred  Reed  reference  on  encased  postage 
stamps. 

Joseph  L.  Bates  started  in  bu.siness  in  1828,  as  a maker  of  musical  instru- 
ments at  44  Market  Street,  Boston.  In  1829  he  relocated  to  6 Court  St.,  where 
his  business  stayed  for  the  next  18  years.  He  took  a partner  into  the  business  in 
1837,  George  S.  Tolman,  but  dissolved  the  association  four  years  later. 

The  general  business  climate  was  very  good  in  the  mid  1840s,  especially 
for  companies  that  catered  to  tlie  public’s  rising  demand  for  consumer  goods. 
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In  the  two  i.lci.  ai.lcs  trt>in  184l)  to  1S6( I people  turned  more  and  more  to  buying 
household  goods  instead  of  making  them  themselves.  By  1861)  the  average 
.Amenean  hsrught  from  stores  twice  as  many  household  items  as  he  had  20 
sears  earlier.  The  young  joseph  Bates  would  capitalize  on  this  trend  towards 
increased  consumption. 

In  1845  Bates  bought  a house  at  57  Allen  Street,  where  he  would  live  for 
the  next  28  years.  In  1846  he  expanded  his  product  line  to  include  umbrellas. 
The  next  year  he  took  a new  partner  into  the  business,  A. S.  Jordan,  dropped 
the  musical  instruments  hne  in  favor  of  “fancy  goods;’  and  moved  to  larger 
premises  in  a more  fashionable  part  ofBoston.  His  new  location,  129  Washing- 
ton Street,  was  near  Faneuil  Hall  and  adjoined  Tichnor’s  bookstore,  a meeting 
place  for  New  England’s  avant-garde  literary  artists.  This  new  address  was  the 
one  that  later  appeared  on  his  encasements. 

Like  his  earher  partnership  with  Tolman,  the  association  with  Jordan 
lasted  only  four  years.  Specialty  combs  were  added  to  the  company’s  line  of 
products  in  1850  but  dropped  five  years  later.  By  the  end  of  the  Civil  War 
Bates  advertised  his  business  as  sellers  of  fancy  goods  in  general,  without 
making  specific  references  to  his  large  stock  of  different  luxury  items,  which 
eventually  included  parlor  objets  d'art,  stereograph  cards  and  viewers,  ornate 
frames,  and  similar  goods. 

The  Panic  of  1873  appears  to  have  hit  Bates  hard.  He  sold  his  house  on 
Allen  Street  and  moved  into  lodgings  at  135  W Concord  Street  and  gave  up 
the  Washington  Street  business  location  for  smaller  quarters  at  7 Beacon  Street. 
In  1874  Bates  e.xpanded  his  line  to  include  the  fashionable  stereoscopic  viewers 
and  cards.  However,  between  1874  and  1880  the  business  changed  locations  two 
more  times,  finally  ending  up  at  13  '/a  Bromfield  St.  Bates  never  fiiUy  recovered 
from  the  blows  his  business  suffered  in  1873.  When  he  died  in  1886,  at  the  age 
of  79,  his  debts  amounted  to  S3,000  but  his  assets  were  only  S400.

The  brass  case  is  nice  EF,  but  shows 
some  light  surface  roughness  under  magnification.  Still,  the  color 
IS  a light  chestnut  brown  and  show  few  marks  of  note.  Sharply 
embossed.  The  mica  is  about  as  nice  as  we  have  seen  anywhere, 
with  a couple  tiny  hints  of  lamination  appearing  near  the  top,  but 
otherwise  crystal  clear.  The  bright  pink  stamp  is  showcased  to  good 
advantage.  It  appears  that  the  corner  of  the  stamp  is  between  the 
frames  of  the  encasement,  and  peeks  out  on  the  merchant  side. 
More  than  one  of  the  examples  from  this  merchant  in  the  Ford 
Collection  shows  a similar  characteristic. 

John  1.  Brown,  the  eldest  of  four  brothers,  came  to  Boston  from  Little 
Compton,  Connecticut  in  1807.  With  the  help  of  family  friends,  Brown 
was  accepted  as  an  apprentice  apothecary  by  Dr.  Stephen  Thayer,  who  had 
a small  druggist’s  store  on  Newbury  Street.  Four  years  later,  m 1812,  Brown 
bought  Thayer’s  business  and  for  the  following  58  years  operated  the  apoth- 
ecary store  at  the  same  location.  Interestingly,  each  of  his  three  brothers  also 
became  apothecaries.  Brown’s  drug  store  was  a small  wooden  building  of 
nvo  stones  with  an  attic,  which  rented  for  S 150  per  year.  The  ground  floor 
was  the  storefront.  Brown  rented  out  the  second  floor  as  an  apartment,  or 
tenement  as  it  was  called  then,  and  kept  for  himself  only  a smaU  bedroom 
m the  attic.  In  later  years,  Brown  bought  a house  on  Shawmut  Avenue,  near 
Waltham  Street,  in  Boston. 

As  the  only  drugstore  serving  its  immediate  area  in  the  southern  district 
ol  Boston,  Brown  s business  success  was  almost  guaranteed.  Like  his  contem- 
porary, Janies  C.  Ayer,  Brown  expanded  his  business  through  a canny  sense  of 
the  value  ofadvertising.  Walk-.n  trade  paid  the  bills,  but  revenues  from  the  sale 
ofhis  Bronchial  Troches  and  Mrs.  Winslow’s  Soothing  Syrup  aUowed  Brown 
to  retire  comfortably  well-otf 

The  Bronchial  Troches  were  billed  as  effective  for  sore,  diseased,  and 
isaffected  throats.  They  were  immensely  popular  with  those  who  made 
their  livings  from  their  voices,  and  endorsements  from  singers,  actors,  and 
public  speakers  were  made  part  ofBrown’s  advertising.  During  the  Civil  War 
a New  York  druggist  copied  Brown’s  product  and  began  selling  the  remedy 
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to  prison.  Brown’s  advertising  thereafter  carried  the  warning  “Guard  Agaitm 
Worthless  Imitations:’  Like  Ayer,  Brown  issued  a yearly  almanac  to  proniot 
his  products.  ^ 

Mrs.  Winslow’s  Soothing  Syrup  was  not  as  benign  in  its  effects  as  Brown’ 
troches  were.  The  syrup  was  advertised  as  a remedy  for  colicky  infants  but 
each  bottle  contained  a large  dose  of  laudanum,  an  opium  solution.  Duri 
the  debate  overpassage  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act  (1906),  it  was  reported 
that  hundreds  of  clfrldren  had  died  after  being  given  the  syrup,  undoubtedl 
the  result  of  inadvertent  overdoses.  The  testimony  about  Mrs.  Winslow’^ 
Soothing  Syrup  helped  gain  passage  for  the  legislation. 

Brown  was  an  old  man  when  he  advertised  his  troches  on  the  backs  of 
Gault’s  encasements  and  retiredjust  nine  years  later,  in  1870.  Hediedin  1882 
at  the  ripe  old  age  of  92.  His  business  was  carried  on  by  others  in  later  vears'

EP-67.  Rarity-4.  The  brass  frame  is  intact  with  bold  embossing 
but  shows  some  verdigris,  perhaps  removable.  The  mica  shows 
laminations  over  perhaps  a third  of  its  area  but  the  stamp  shows, 
clearly  its  attractive  medium  brown  color.

Encased  postage.  Brown’s  Bronchial  Troches.  Ten  cents. 
HB-65,  EP-103.  Rarity-6.  The  brass  case  isEF,  boldly  embossed, 
and  a nice  light  chestnut  color  with  some  deeper  toning  outlining 
the  legends.  The  tabs  on  the  front  of  the  encasement  are  somewhat 
wavy  and  bent,  but  do  not  show  signs  of  trauma  otherwise.  The 
mica  has  slight  lamination,  but  is  generally  very  clear,  permitting 
the  bright  green  stamp  to  be  nicely  viewed.  A beautiflil  encasement 
by  any  standards,  and  particularly  noteworthy  as  a scarce  issue  to 
find  this  nice.  Comparable  to  Ford:417.

Elusive  Buhl  & Co. 


Encased  postage.  F.  Buhl  & Co.  One  cent.  HB-67,  EP-8.  Rar- 
ity-8. The  case  is  well  preserved,  EF  or  so.  A very  nice  condition 
for  a very  rare  encasement.  Some  areas  of  lustrous  brass  color  are 
seen  around  the  letters,  while  the  remaining  surface  is  a medium 
chestnut  brown,  uniform  and  glossy.  A small  area  of  roughness  is 
seen  at  the  L of  BUFJL,  but  the  is  a minor  distraction  only.  The 
embossing  is  bold.  The  mica  shows  some  lamination  and  friction, 
but  is  intact  and  relatively  clear.  The  light  blue  stamp  is  attractive, 
but  rippled  slightly.  Very  rare  and  very  desirable  so  fine. 

Frederick  Buhl  and  Company  were  dealers  in  hats  and  furs  and  were  the 


only  Detroit  based  company  that  commissioned  encasements  from  Gault. 
The  company  made  hats  ot  all  kinds,  for  both  men  and  women,  primarily 
from  felt,  beaver  skins,  and  other  furs.  Located  across  the  strait  from  Wind- 
sor. Ontario,  Buhl  was  well  placed  to  buy  his  furs  from  the  Hudson’s  Bay 
Company  depot  there. 

Frederick  Buhl  was  a second  generation  German  immigrant  whose  fa- 
ther before  him  had  been  a hatter.  At  first  Buhl  did  not  want  to  follow  in  his 
father’s  footsteps,  deciding  instead  to  take  up  the  craft  of  the  jeweler,  but  he 
1 soon  found  that  the  sedentary  life  did  not  suit  him.  Accordingly,  young  Buhl 
. lett  home  and  worked  as  a steamboat  engineer  along  the  Mississippi  River, 
much  as  Mark  Twain  would  do,  as  a pilot,  later  on. 

In  1833  Buhl  and  Ihs  brother  formed  a partnership  and  bought  the  business 
: of  a deceased  hatter  in  Detroit.  The  association  proved  successful,  and  both 

: brothers  prospered  until  they  dissolved  the  arrangement  in  1855.  By  that  time 

) Frederick  Buhl  had  served  as  mayor  of  the  city,  and  was  said  to  have  earned 

: twice  as  much  as  any  other  Detroit  businessman.  Buhl  kept  the  business  after  his 

; brother  lett  it,  and  Frederick  Buhl  and  Company  was  still  operating  in  Detroit 
I as  late  as  1900.  By  1913,  when  the  ANA  convention  was  held  in  Detroit,  the 
company  was  run  by  Buhl’s  sons  as  Buhl  and  Sons  Company. 

Frederick  Buhl  and  Company  is  the  first  company  to  be  listed  here  that 
t was  located  west  of  the  Ohio  ILiver.  Most  of  Gault’s  customers,  and  later  of 
,1  Kirkpatrick  and  Gault’s,  were  located  on  the  Eastern  seaboard,  in  Boston, 

' New  York  City,  and  Philadelphia.  The  Western  tirms,  for  example.  Buhl  in 

Detroit,  Gage  Brothers  & Drake  in  Chicago,  or  B.F.  Miles  in  Peoria,  were  in 
the  minority  of  Gault’s  clients.

HB-73, 
I EP-9.  Rarity-6.  The  brass  encasement  is  somewhat  oxidized,  but 
i boldly  stamped  and  defect-free.  The  mica  is  cracked  (but  without 
5 any  piece  separated)  in  two  small  areas  below  Franklin’s  ear,  other- 
t wise  with  some  slight  lamination.  The  color  of  the  stamp  is  bright 
I blue. 

Tliis  encasement  advertised  three  personal  care  products  made  by  Burnett’s 
i company,  Cocoaine,  KaUiston,  and  “toilet  sets.”  Cocoaine  was  a coconut  oil 

I based  hair  tonic  which  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  nearly  eponymous  drug 

I cocaine.  It  was  advertised  as  capable  of  restoring  hair  to  a bald  man’s  head, 

! and  was  favored  both  by  men  and  women  as  a hair  care  product.  Cocoaine’s 

j chief  competition  came  from  the  many  alcohol  and  animal  fat  preparations 

I of  the  day,  and  because  its  ingredients  were  less  damaging  it  enjoyed  wide 

I popularity  over  its  rivals.  Burnett  was  forced  to  sue  a competitor  over  the 

J latter’s  counterfeit  product  called  Cocoine,  and  after  an  eight  year  fight  in 
1 the  courts  successfully  drove  the  mimic  from  the  shelves. 

KaUiston  was  a diluted  skin  cream  said  to  remove  dandruff  as  Well  as 
( improve  the  appearance  of  the  skin.  Its  name  derived  from  the  Greek  word 
I kaUi.  meaning  beauty.  Curiously,  the  “KaUiston”  name  was  later  used  in  the 
J 1890s,  by  the  Euphonika  Musikwerke  (of  Leipzig,  Germany)  for  a hand- 
' cranked  parlor  reed  organ  device.  Toilet  sets  were  simply  brushes,  combs, 
and  manicure  items. 

Joseph  Burnett,  based  in  Boston,  was  a large  enterprise  turning  out  prepa- 
rations  of  many  kinds,  perhaps  most  importantly  food  coloring  and  aromatic 
'■  substances.  These  were  generally  put  up  in  smaU  clear  bottles  of  rectangular 

i shape,  aqua  color,  with  paper  labels,  also  embossed  with  the  firm  name  and, 

occasionaUy,  the  name  of  the  product  itself

The  mica  shows  some  lamination  and  friction,  but  is  significantly 
finer  than  usually  found,  permitting  the  light  pink  stamp  to  be  seen 
easily.

HB-83, 
EP-7().  Rarity-4.  The  frame  is  EF  grade,  with  bold  embossing. 
There  is  some  oxidation  on  the  back,  and  some  tiny  scratches  can 
be  seen  at  the  lower  left,  however,  on  the  positive  side  a little  of 
the  original  silvering  remains.  The  mica  shows  friction  and  some 
pin  scratches,  with  a hint  of  lamination,  but  is  intact.  The  stamp  is 
ol  its  original  brown  color. 

Burnett’s  company  manufactured  a line  of  12  different  flavorings  for  use 
in  cooking.  These  included  such  familiar  additives  as  vaniUa  extract,  almond, 
peach,  orange,  and  apple  flavorings,  and  attar  of  roses.  The  extracts  were  sold 
to  distributors  and  the  public  in  rectangular  blue  bottles  with  cork  stoppers. 
At  one  point  five  different  sizes  were  available.  The  vanilla  extract  was  said 
to  have  been  inspired  by  a society  dame’s  desire  to  duplicate  the  taste  of  the 
confectioneries  she  had  enjoyed  during  a stay  in  Paris.  Extracts  were  marketed 
under  the  Burnett  name  into  the  20th  century. 

Joseph  Burnett  (1820-1894)  was  born  in  Southboro,  Massachusetts,  the 
scion  of  an  old,  established  family.  While  he  studied  medicine  and  styled 
himself  “doctor;”  he  never  practiced.  At  an  early  age  he  left  home  and  moved 
to  Boston.  Shortly  afterwards,  at  the  age  of  17,  he  founded  a perfumery  and 
extracts  business  that  would  make  his  fortune.  In  1854  he  sold  this  business, 
and  with  the  proceeds  founded  Joseph  Burnett  & Co.  He  married  in  1847 
and  had  11  children,  one  of  whom  later  became  a congressman  and  another 
the  assistant  postmaster  for  Boston.  A brother  was  later  a federal  judge  in 
Seattle,  Washington. 

Burnett  was  remembered  as  a far-seeing  and  hkeable  person,  who  is  said 
never  to  have  made  a personal  or  business  enemy  during  his  whole  career. 
He  was  a philanthropist,  helping  in  the  foundation  of  a school  and  in  1862 
donating  a stone  church  building  to  a newly-founded  parish.  The  governor  of 
Massachusetts  appointed  liim  commissioner  of  prisons,  and  Burnett  was  instru- 
mental in  pressing  for  a new  women’s  state  penitentiary,  which  was  eventually 
built.  He  served  two  terms  as  president  of  the  Boston  Druggists  Association 
(1878-1879).  While  in  Boston  he  lived  in  a grand  home  at  133  Beacon  Street, 
the  city’s  most  established  and  fashionable  residential  district. 

Among  his  other  business  interests,  Burnett  founded  Deerfoot  Farm, 
south  of  Boston.  This  large  agricultural  operation  was  established  to  turn  a 
profit  by  improving  the  quahty  of  the  produce  and  stock  then  being  shipped  to 
Boston’s  restaurants  and  homes.  He  had  breeding  cattle  shipped  in  from  New 
Jersey  to  improve  the  local  strain.  The  farm  business  was  stiU  in  operation  in 
1900,  run  by  one  of  his  sons. 

Burnett  died  in  1894  when  the  horse  drawing  his  carriage  shied  at  one 
of  the  new  electric  trolley  cars  on  Boston’s  downtown  streets,  throwing 
him  to  the  ground  and  causing  a fatal  concussion.  By  a twist  of  fate,  he  died 
on  the  same  day  as  Matthew  A,  Stickney,  the  noted  numismatist,  and  their 
obituaries  were  printed  in  the  same  column  of  the  August  13  issue  of  the 
Boston  Transcript.

Rarity-7.  The  case  is  EF  or  so,  deep  olive-brown  with  some 
deeper  toning  and  a generally  waxy  appearance.  Bold  embossing. 
The  mica  is  better  than  average,  with  some  hints  oflamination,  but 
basically  just  line.  The  stamp  is  bright  green  and  very  nice.  CTnly 
two  denominations  were  issued  by  Cook,  this  and  the  considerably 
rarer  five  cent  piece.  Though  this  is  the  more  common  of  the  two, 
the  appearance  of  any  Cook  encasement  is  cause  for  celebration, 
particularly  when  found  this  nice.  A beautiful  e.xample,  not  quite 
as  nice  as  the  Ford  example  but  not  far  away. 

H.A.  Cook  emigrated  with  his  tamily  from  New  York  City  to  Evansville, 
Indiana  shortly  before  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  His  father  opened  a 
grocery  business  there,  called  the  “Eureka  Bazaar.”  The  elder  Cook  is  said 
to  have  carved  a business  niche  for  himself  by  offering  free  home  delivery 
ot  orders.  Following  his  father’s  death  a few  years  later  Cook  expanded  the 
business,  making  it  more  of  a general  store  than  it  had  been  before.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  fruit,  vegetables,  and  minor  household  goods  already  carried,  the 
younger  Cook  stocked  Uve  poultry,  axle  grease,  brooms,  and  brushes.  A line 
oflu.xury  consumer  goods  was  also  added,  and  customers  could  choose  from 
a selection  which  included  such  exotic  items  as  bottled  English  ales,  Brazilian 
coffee,  and  French  figs. 

After  1865  Cook  returned  to  New  York  City  and  married  his  childhood 
sweetheart.  He  then  brought  his  bride  back  to  Evansville,  where  he  opened 
an  Oriental  tea  room  which  drew  on  the  experience  he  had  learned  from 
his  father.  The  tea  room  catered  to  private  families  as  well  as  the  burgeoning 
steamboat  trade  on  the  Ohio  River.  Restaurants  and  hotels  were  also  serviced. 
As  a sidehne,  Cook  sold  fancy  goods  such  as  imported  foodstuffs  and  wines. 
Evansville  is  located  on  a dog  leg  bend  in  the  Ohio  River,  just  30  miles  east 
of  the  confluence  of  the  Wabash  River.  It  was  a major  steamboat  stop  along 
the  Ohio  River,  and  so  a well-run  consumer  goods  business  hke  Cook’s  had 
a good  chance  of  success.  Cook’s  businesses  outlasted  their  owner  and  were 
still  operating  in  the  early  1900s. 

H.A.  Cook  was  one  of  Gault’s  most  western  customers.  Cook’s  encase- 
ments are  very  rare.  Today,  only  the  5(t  and  10(  denominations  are  known. 
The  5c  denomination  is  the  rarer  of  the  two,  as  fewer  than  six  specimens  have 
been  traced.  About  12  of  the  10c  pieces  are  known.

Alternatively,  186(1 
represented  Croi  and  X stood  for  itself,  yielding  Croix. 

Bitters  of  various  sorts,  promoted  as  cure-alls,  consisted  of  alcohol  as  thj 
main  ingredient,  in  this  instance  rum  from  the  island  of  St.  Croix.  To  this  werj 
added  different  herbs  and  flavorings  including  Angostura  bitters,  chamomile) 
cardamom,  orange,  and  raisins.  Marketed  as  a medicine,  Drake’s  PlantatioJ 
Bitters  were  actually  a strong  alcoholic  beverage.  One  of  the  main  markets  foj 
the  product  consisted  ofTemperance  advocates  who  were  not  allowed  to  drinks 
alcohol  per  se,  but,  of  course,  wanted  to  take  proper  medicine  to  cure  ailments  ■ 
So  popular  were  these  bitters  that  they  were  stocked  by  Sutlers  in  their  traveHnd 
stores  during  the  Civil  War,  were  a stock  item  on  shipboard,  and  were  seed 
injust  about  every  general  store  in  America.  The  ill-fated  sidewheel  steamer) 
S.S.  Republic,  lost  at  sea  in  October  1865  on  its  was  from  New  York  City  toj 
New  Orleans,  carried  a nice  consignment  of  Drake’s  Plantation  Bitters.  Manyl 
bottles  were  recovered  in  2003  by  Odyssey  Marine  Exploration,  Inc.  EUenj 
Gerth,  researcher  for  Odyssey,  recently  created  a beautiful  color-iUustratedJ 
book  that  will  be  marketed  later  this  year.  The  topic  is  bottles  recovered  frotiii 
the  shipwreck,  each  with  an  interesting  story. 

Colonel  Patrick  H.  Drake,  a toll  collector  on  the  Erie  Canal  near  Bingham- 
ton, New  York,  started  his  patent  medicine  business  in  the  1850s  with  a prod- 
uct he  named  Catawba  Bitters.  In  1860  Drake  slightly  altered  the  ingredients! 
and  renamed  the  beverage  Plantation  Bitters. . The  secret  to  Drake’s  meteoriej 
success  was  his  skill  with  advertising  his  drink.  By  1860  he  had  created  the) 
enigmatic  cryptogram  that  appears  on  the  backs  of  his  encasements,  S.T.  1860 
X.  Drake  plastered  this  “slogan”  everywhere  he  could,  along  the  route  off 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  at  Niagara  FaUs,  even  along  the  scenic  banks  oil 
the  Hudson  River.  His  advertising  could  be  seen  everywhere  and  proved  sol 
unsightly  that  the  New  York  State  Legislature  was  moved  to  curtail  outdoor: 
advertising,  in  an  era  otherwise  permissive  of  true  free  enterprise.  1 

Drake  s Bitters  were  advertised  as  able  to  “create  an  appetite,  cure  weak- 
ness, dullness,  constipation,  dyspepsia,  sour  stomach,  diarrhea,  general  debility, 
etc:”  At  nearly  100  proof  some  of  these  claims  were  certainly  true!  Interestingly, 
the  bitters  were  also  claimed  as  a cure  for  hangovers!  The  company  expanded  I 
its  line  to  include  other  patent  nostrums.  Mexican  Mustang  Liniment  was  aii 
curative  rub  for  horses,  while  Magnolia  Water,  a bath  additive,  was  said  t0‘ 
have  “frequently  been  compared  to  the  enchanted  waters  of  the  Fountain  i 
of  Perennial  Youth:’  Hagan’s  Magnolia  Balm  was  a similar  product.  Other- 
products  included  Lyon’s  Kathairon,  a hair  tonic  with  a Greek-sounding: 
name  like  Burnett’s  Kalliston;  and  Gettysburg  Katalysme  Water,  said  to  be 
bottled  on  the  site  ot  the  epic  Civil  War  battlefield,  for  whatever  benefit  that 
might  have  been. 

If  success  begets  imitators,  then  Drake’s  Plantation  Bitters  was  no  excep- 
tion. O.K.  Plantation  Bitters  appeared  m the  1860s,  and  Wahoo  Bitters  even 
created  its  own  cryptogram,  D.W.D.1863.X.X.X.  None  was  as  long  lasting’ 
as  the  original,  which  could  still  be  bought  in  1889, 

Patrick  Drake  and  his  partner  Demas  Barnes  had  premises  at  53,  55,  and 
57  Park  Place,  near  Kirkpatrick  and  Gault’s  offices  at  1 Park  Place.  Later,  Drake 
moved  to  a new  location  just  one  block  from  P.  T.  Barnum’s  American  Mu- 
seum, which  was  situated  above  another  of  Gault’s  clients.  White  the  Hatter. 
Between  1860  and  1869  Drake  s bu.siness  enjoyed  a phenomenal  success.  By 
the  latter  year  the  company  was  selling  over  seven  million  bottles  of  Plantation 
Bitters  annually.  The  following  year  production  neared  10  million  bottles,  each 
sold  for  $ 1 apiece.  Drake  and  his  partner  became  millionaires,  and  Barnes  went 
on  to  become  a U.S.  congressman.

The  stamp  is  bright  blue  and  is  clearly 
seen,  though  appears  disturbed  at  the  lower  right,  apparently  from 
before  it’s  encasement. 

Drake’s  Plantation  Bitters  is  one  of  the  best  known  examples  of  that  class 
of  patent  medicine  marketed  in  the  second  half  of  the  19th  century.  It  is  not 
known  when  the  disUnctive  log-cabin  shaped  bottle  for  this  product  was  first 
mtroduced,  but  the  patent  date  is  1862,  so  that  is  likely  correct.  Apparently  the 
been  marketed  earlier,  since  1860,  per  the  cabalistic  inscrip- 
tion S.T.1860.X  on  the  back.

George  Washington  McAlpin  was  born  in  1827.  In  1843,  at  the  age  01  16, 
he  was  employed  by  John  Taylor  in  the  latter’s  wholesale  dry  goods  business 
located  in  Cincinnati.  John  Washington  Ellis  was  born  in  1817.  In  1840  he 
moved  to  Cincinnati,  where  he  worked  as  a trader  to  the  Western  frontier. 
By  1850  hejoined  Taylor’s  firm  and  two  years  later  Ellis  and  McAlpin  bought 
the  business  from  Taylor,  renaming  it  John  W.  Ellis  & Company.  Partners  in 
the  new  firm  included  McAlpin,  M.V.  Barkalow  of  Cincinnati,  and  James 
E.  Polk  of  New  York  City.  Polk  may  have  been  the  financier  of  the  new 
venture,  for  in  1861  the  company’s  name  was  again  changed,  this  time  to  the 
form  found  on  their  encasements;  Polk's  name  did  not  appear,  but  he  was  still 
listed  as  a partner  in  1865. 

One  of  the  names  of  the  partners  listed  in  1852,  M.Y.  Barkalow,  may  have 
been  Wilham  V.  Barkalow  of  New  York  City  who  is  said  to  have  supplied 
Ellis,  McAlpin  & Co.  with  dry  goods  from  New  York.  Further,  William  V. 
Barkalow  was  a business  associate  of  John  Gault’s  before  Gault  formed  his 
partnership  with  Kirkpatrick  in  1862.  Barkalow  may  have  had  the  same  role 
in  Gault  s business  as  Kirkpatrick  had  later  on,  obtaining  supplies  of  stamps  for 
encasements,  drumming  up  business,  and  generally  acting  as  Gault’s  business 
manager.  If  the  two  were  one  and  the  same,  then  Barkalow  may  have  been 
responsible  for  gaining  Ellis,  McAlpin’s  business  for  Gault. 

By  1865  Barkalow  left  the  partnership,  and  was  replaced  by  Jedediah 
Hebard  of  Cincinnati.  Shortly  afterwards.  Ellis  also  left  the  firm.  Hebard 
stayed  on  until  1875  and  Polk  until  1882.  In  that  year  the  firm  was  renamed 
George  W.  McAlpin  St  Company,  with  offices  at  108  Pearl  Street  and  1 19  West 
3rd  Street,  Cincinnati.  The  company  is  stiU  in  business  todav.  at  13  West  4th 
Street,  now  known  as  McAlpin’s. 

John  W.  Ellis  became  president  of  Cincinnati’s  First  National  Bank  in 
1865,  two  years  after  the  bank  received  its  federal  charter,  number  24.  Ellis  was 
one  of  the  original  founders  of  this  bank.  When  the  instiaition  was  absorbed  by 
the  Central  National  Bank  of  Cincinnati,  on  April  1.  1870,  Ellis  left  for  New 
York  City.  There  he  became  president  of  the  Third  National  Bank,  which 
went  into  voluntary  liquidation  in  May  1897.  EUis’  signature  may  be  seen  on 
National  notes  issued  by  these  two  banks.  He  was  also  head  otAVinslow,  Lanier 
& Co.,  important  New  York  bond  merchants.  He  died  in  1910. 

George  W.  McAlpin  remained  president  ofhis  firm  until  his  death  in  1890. 
The  company  prospered,  primarily  from  wholesale  business  with  Midwestern 
and  Southern  distributors.  The  firm’s  products  were  shipped  down  the  Ohio 
River  to  the  Mississippi,  for  transshipment  south  and  west.  On  his  father’s 
death  his  son  took  up  the  reins  of  the  business  and  added  a retail  outlet,  thereby 
setting  the  future  course  of  the  company.

The  case  is  EF  or  better  with  bold  embossing 
and  everything  else  in  good  order.  Slight  reddish  brown  toning  is 
detected.  The  mica  shows  lamination  and,  at  the  lower  left,  a crack, 
but  the  rich  brown  color  of  the  stamp  is  nicely  visible.  Some  wavi- 
ness is  noted  in  the  paper. 

The  Tremont  House  Hotel  opened  its  doors  in  Chicago  to  the  public  in 
1850.  Built  by  a Mr.  Couch,  the  five  story  hostelry  was  the  grandest  and  most 
resplendent  Western  hotel  of  its  day.  So  much  care  and  expen.se  had  been  lav- 
ished on  its  furniture  and  fittings  that  the  newspapers  were  convinced  it  could 
never  return  its  cost  in  bookings,  and  accordingly  they  dubbed  it  “Couch’s 
Folly.”  Nevertheless,  the  “Tremont  House  quickly  became  the  watering  hole 


tor  Chicago’s  wealthy  and  socially  prominent  citizens,  whose  carryings  on 
were  duly  noted  in  the  same  papers’  gossip  columns. 

In  1853  Couch  sold  the  hotel  to  the  brothers  David  and  George  Gage, 
who  later  advertised  their  establishment  on  encased  postage  stamps  they 
commissioned  from  Gault.  Through  an  inadvertent  misspelling  the  final  S of 
BROTFLERS  was  omitted  from  the  advertisement.  Two  years  later  John  B. 
Drake  bought  a 25%  interest  in  the  hotel,  creating  the  partnership  whose  name 
is  found  on  their  encasements.  The  new  partnership  lasted  until  1863,  when 
David  Gage  surrendered  his  share  in  the  hotel  for  an  unspecified  amount.  Five 
years  afterward  George  Gage  sold  his  interest  in  the  “Tremont  House  to  Drake, 
who  managed  the  hotel  until  its  destruction  in  the  Chicago  Fire  of  1871. 

George  Gage  was  a triend  and  political  ally  of  Abraham  Lincoln’s  and  was 
a rising  star  in  the  youthful  Republican  party.  After  his  brother  David  left  he 
managed  the  business  affairs  of  the  hotel,  turning  over  responsibility  for  the 
catering  and  support  services  to  Drake.  He  sold  his  share  of  the  hotel  after  his 
re-election  to  the  Illinois  state  legislature. 

John  B.  Drake  began  life  poor.  In  1845  he  arrived  in  Chicago  with  only 
750  in  his  pocket.  Ten  years  later  he  was  part  owner  of  the  Tremont!  Drake 
was  a showy  bon  vivant  who  loved  giving  lavish  parties  for  Chicago’s  elite.

The  inscriptions  on  the  back  are  incuse,  not 
embossed,  a variant  from  the  usual  encasement,  but  standard  for  this 
issuer.  This  is  John  Gault’s  own  stamp,  ideal  to  give  to  merchants 
who  could  then  envision  the  center  being  embossed  with  their  own 
advertisement. 

John  Gault  was  born  in  Baltimore  in  1831.  Around  1840  his  family  moved 
to  Boston.  In  1850,  three  years  after  his  father’s  death,  Gault  embarked  for 
California,  hoping  to  make  his  fortune  in  the  gold  fields  there.  Gault  remained 
in  California  for  the  next  five  years,  without  striking  it  rich.  By  1855  he  had  re- 
turned to  his  home  in  Boston,  where  he  found  work  in  a machine  shop.  There,  i 

he  lived  with  his  brother  Samuel  and  his  widowed  mother,  at  3 or  4 Greenville  || 

Place,  until  just  before  July  1862,  when  he  moved  to  New  York  City.  D 

Gault  was  one  ot  those  mid-19th  century  Americans  blessed  with  an  D 
inventive  mind  and  the  talent  to  make  his  inventiveness  his  livehhood.  He  H 

soon  developed  a new  lock  stitch  device  tor  the  sewing  machine,  an  illumi-  n 

nated  coal  hole  cover,  and  an  eraser  sharpener.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  H 

these  ideas  gave  him  some  financial  independence.  His  place  of  business  was  I 

at  5 Water  Street,  Boston.  With  the  coming  ot  the  Civil  War  Gault  aimed 
his  mind  to  improvements  for  the  military,  devising  three  different  types  of 
artillery  shrapnel  rounds. 

His  most  memorable  invention  was  the  method  he  devised  for  encasing 
postage  stamps  and  later,  ferrotypes,  in  brass  frames,  for  which  he  was  granted 
a patent  on  August  12,  1862. 

It  is  not  known  e.xactly  when  Gault  began  encasing  postage  stamps  for  use 
as  small  change.  The  patent.  No.  1627,  was  granted  in  August,  shortly  after 
the  passage  of  legislation  authorizing  the  use  of  stamps  as  currency  in  July  of 
1862.  It  appears  likely  that  the  encasements  he  issued  under  his  own  name 
were  the  first  in  the  series,  made  after  July  1862  but  before  his  partnership 
with  Kirkpatrick. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Gault  moved  to  New  York  City'  he  entered 
into  partnership  with  Joseph  Kirkpatrick.  The  new  firm  of  Kirkpatrick  & 

Gault  set  up  business  at  1 Park  Place.  However:,  no  sooner  had  Gault’s  idea 
for  a small  change  substitute  caught  on  with  the  public  than  a flood  ofbronze 
cent-sized  tokens  overwhelmed  his  market.  These  were  cheaper  to  make  than 
his  encasements,  were  not  limited  like  Gault’s  encasements  were  by  the  supply 
of  stamps  available  from  post  offices  in  New  York,  and  like  Gault’s  encasements, 
provided  businesses  with  advertising  space  on  their  reverses.

Rar- 
ity-6. Ribbed  frame.  The  case  is  ot  a high  order  of  preservation, 
shall  we  say  Choice  EF  or  perhaps  a little  nicer.  It  is  intact,  and  with 
the  scarce  ribbed  feature  in  nice  condition.  Ribbed  frames  were 
used  only  on  a few  different  encasements,  for  reasons  not  known 
today.  The  mica  has  some  laminations  but  is  basically  clear.  When 
viewed  head  on  it  is  scarcely  noticeable.  The  stamp  is  of  a medium 
green  color,  slightly  faded  but  attractive. 

Gault's  patent  enca.sentent  was  later  used  in  the  political  campaign  of 
1864  to  make  framed  tokens  with  mica  on  both  sides,  covering  portraits  of 
candidates  (see  the  earlier  offering  of  two  examples).

The  mica  shows  friction  and 
some  lamination,  but  when  viewed  head  on  is  mostly  clear.  The 
stamp  is  slightly  faded,  medium  brown.

The  mica 
shows  e.xtensive  lamination  and  some  cracks,  making  the  light  pink 
stamp  a bit  difficult  to  see  at  certain  angles,  but  the  quality  of  the 
case  is  well  worth  it.

lamination.  The  stamp  is  a pleasing  medium  brown  color.  A qualitv 
encasement.  ^ 

Shordy  after  he  arrived  in  New  York,  John  Gault  entered  into  partnershi 
with  Joseph  Kirkpatrick,  a wholesale  jobber  of  .anything  for  which  he  could 
find  a market.  The  exact  business  relationship  between  the  two  is  unknown 
It  is  said  that  Gault  was  introduced  to  Kirkpatrick  by  William  Barkalow 
who  may  have  been  the  New  York  agent  for  and  partner  in  Ellis,  McAlpin’' 
wholesale  dry  goods  business.  ^ 

Joseph  Kirkpatrick  was  a small  scale  New  York  entrepreneur.  In  1861  he 
imported  rifled  muskets  from  England,  which  he  sold  to  the  Union  armv 
He  also  ran  a small  express  forwarding  company,  located  in  the  same  build 
ing  at  1 Park  Place  that  he  and  Gault  later  kept  offices  in;  it  is  possible  that 
both  businesses  shared  the  same  office  space.  Kirkpatrick’s  local  connections 
and  his  experience  with  postal  formaHties  through  his  forwarding  business 
may  have  recommended  him  to  Gault’s  Kirkpatrick’s  role  in  the  partnership 
seems  to  have  been  that  of  business  manager  and  general  expediter.  After 
1865  Kirkpatrick  fades  from  the  historical  record  and  nothing  more  is  hiown 
of  his  career. 

Kirkpatrick  and  Gault’s  encasements  solicit  advertising  while  proclaiming' 
their  own  business.  They  were  really  store  cards  and  samples  first,  current 
e.xpedients  second.  ^

Encased  postage.  Mendum’s  Family  'Wine  Emporium.  10 
cents.  HB-179,  EP-122.  Rarity-7.  The  case  is  EF,  or  so  for 

sharpness  but  was  cleaned  some  time  ago,  then  lacquered.  Now,  it 
has  toned  a pleasing  olive  brown  with  some  lighter  areas  and  is  quite 
a bit  more  attractive  than  one  might  expect  from  the  description. 
The  mica  shows  some  hints  of  lamination  if  you  look  carefully,  but 
it  is  essentially  quite  clean  and  it  seems  to  have  nicely  protected  the 
stamp.  The  stamp  is  bright  green,  with  some  waviness  detected. 
Not  quite  a nice  as  the  Ford  specimen,  but  still  a very  respectable 
example  of  this  rare  encasement. 

George  Mendum  started  a wine  and  foodstuffs  business  in  New  York  City- 
in  the  1850s.  His  first  store  was  in  the  Wall  Street  area,  catering  to  seamen  and 
local  business  employees.  By  1861  he  moved  north,  to  the  corner  ofBroadway 
and  Cedar  Street,  the  address  found  on  his  encasements. 

Mendum  s estabhshment  was  more  than  just  a saloon.  Besides  a fiiU  line  of 
wines,  ales,  and  liquors,  he  stocked  pickles,  sauces,  condiments,  and  cheeses. 
Alcoholic  beverages  were  consumed  on  the  premises,  however,  so  his  busi- 
ness resembled  a hybrid  between  the  German  style  delicatessen  New  Yorkers 
had  become  familiar  with  by  the  1860s,  and  the  traditional  type  of  saloon  so 
common  on  New  York  City’s  streets. 

Mendum  cannily  named  his  business  a “family”  emporium,  in  the 
hopes  of  relieving  some  of  the  stigma  attached  to  the  s.ile  and  consumption 
of  alcohol.  In  this  he  was  successful,  for  his  establishment  actually  became  a 
tourist  attraaion  during  the  Civil  War  years.  By  1865  Mendum  had  opened 
two  other  emporia  in  the  city,  and  everything  seemed  set  for  continued 
success.  However,  he  died  the  following  year,  so  he  did  not  harvest  the  fruits 
of  his  success. 

Sometime  a numismatic  writer  might  do  well  to  create  an  article  on  the 
aspects  of  wine  as  related  to  numismatics  in  this  era.  We  don’t  mean  that 
numismatists  enjoyed  ha-ving  a glass  of  wine  after  they  were  finished  looking 
at  assachusetts  Pine  Tree  Shillings  or  whatever,  but,  instead,  to  business 
connections  as  related  on  tokens  and  medals  or  in  narratives.  The  present 
encased  postage  stamp  is  such,  with  Mendum’s  Family  Wine  Emporium  at 

offering,  presumably,  a selection  of  French 
and  Calitorma  wines  to  those  who  entered  the  store.  The  encased  postage  stamp 
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ot  George  Ci.  Evans  (not  offered  here)  specifically  mentions  California  wines 


in  the  inscription.  Well  known  Philadelphia  numismatists  E.B.  Mason,  Jr., 
also  was  interested  in  selling  wine,  and  after  moving  from  Philadelphia  made 
wine  his  main  business.  Other  ex,iniples  could  be  mentioned.

Exceptional  John  W.  Norris

Rarity-8.  The  brass  case  is  superb,  nice  EF  with  bold  embossing. 
Medium  chestnut  brown  with  olive  overtones,  and  areas  that  are 
a trifle  darker  due  to  some  light  surface  buildup.  The  mica  is  also 
quite  good,  wath  a lamination  near  the  bottom  border,  but  other- 
wise mostly  clear,  revealing  the  light  blue  stamp  very  nicely.  A very 
rare  issuer  represented  here  by  a piece  that  doesn’t  require  a single 
apology.  Comparable  to  the  Ford  Collection  example. 

John  W.  Norris’  father  was  one  of  the  first  lawyers  to  set  up  in  business 
in  Chicago;  he  also  pubhshed  that  city’s  first  business  directory.  In  the  1850s 
Chicago  became  the  Midwest’s  premier  entrepot  and  transshipment  center. 
The  building  of  the  Illinois  & Michigan  Canal  in  1848  and  the  completion  of 
the  rail  link  to  the  East  in  1853  assured  the  city’s  fiiture  growth  through  the 
1860s.  By  the  start  of  the  Civil  War  Chicago  could  boast  the  most  literate  and 
sophisticated  populace  west  of  the  Ohio  River. 

Norris  began  in  business  before  1860.  seUing  books,  local  newspapers, 
and  Eastern  magazines.  By  1860  he  had  expanded  his  line  to  include  Eastern 
newspapers  as  well  as  papers  and  magazines  imported  from  Europe.  His 
I Northwestern  Newsdealers’  Emporium,  located  at  102  Madison  Street,  was 

advertised  as  “The  oldest  and  most  reliable  dealer  west  of  New  York.”  To  a 
I growing  local  trade  Norris  added  a distributorship  that  serviced  the  needs 

of  news  agents  m other  Western  cities  and  towns.  In  addition,  by  1862  his 
j emporium  stocked  diaries,  song  books,  and  stationery.  To  attract  even  more 

! business  he  advertised  a want  service,  which  promised  to  find  any  desired  item 

requested  by  his  clientele.

Three 
cents.  HB-190,  EP-53.  Rarity-5.  The  brass  case  is  EF  or  so, 
but  with  some  irregularities  around  the  reverse  rim.  A hint  of  the 
original  silvering  still  remains.  Mica  shows  friction,  a tiny  break  at 


lower  left,  and  some  lamination,  but  is  basically  clear.  The  stamp 
shows  some  minor  discoloration,  but  it  is  medium  pink. 

The  North  America  Life  Insurance  Company  was  founded  in  1862  by 
Nathan  Dennison  Morgan,  a successful  insurance  broker.  With  offices  at  63 
William  Street  in  New  York  City  (the  district  is  still  an  important  location  for 
New  York’s  insurance  companies),  Morgan’s  firm  was  a short-lived  operation 
which  did  not  survive  the  Panic  of  1873. 

Morgan  started  in  the  insurance  business  in  1846,  with  Connecticut 
Mutual,  which  is  still  prominent  today.  Three  years  later  he  rashly  attempted 
a takeover  of  the  company,  which  failed  through  lack  of  financial  support. 
Morgan  thereupon  shipped  out  to  the  California  gold  fields,  where  he  tried, 
without  notable  success,  to  make  his  fortune. 

On  his  return  to  the  East,  Morgan  assisted  others  in  forming  the  Manhat- 
tan Life  Insurance  Company  and  became  its  first  actuary.  In  the  decade  or  so 
that  followed,  Morgan  made  insurance  history  by  writing  the  first  “group” 
policy,  to  cover  the  700  Chinese  laborers  brought  in  1854  to  Panama  to  con- 
struct the  railroad  across  the  isthmus  there.  By  1861  Morgan  was  president 
of  the  firm. 

The  North  America  Life  Insurance  Company  prospered  during  the 
Civil  War,  writing  life  and  property  insurance  policies  for  Northern  soldiers. 
In  the  post-war  boom  ot  1865-1871  the  company  engaged  in  real  estate 
speculation  in  the  New  York  City  market.  This  proved  to  be  its  downfall, 
for  in  the  Panic  ot  1873  it  found  itself  unable  to  meet  all  its  obligations.  The 
company  collapsed  with  the  real  estate  market,  and  Morgan  disappeared  from 
the  pages  ot  history.

Sands’s  Ale  Encased  Rarity 


840  Encased  postage.  Sand’s  Ale.  Five  cents.  HB-207,  EP-90. 
Rarity-8.  The  case  is  basically  EF  with  nice  embossing,  but  there 
is  mostly  microscopic  verdigris  and  surface  buildup.  The  metal  is 
pleasing  olive-brown,  and  still  quite  pleasing.  There  is  a small  dent 
on  the  right  tab  on  the  face,  but  there  is  no  nick  of  the  metal.  The 
mica  shows  friction,  a tiny  break  at  upper  left  (but  not  extending 
to  the  face  of  the  stamp),  and  some  hints  of  lamination,  but  is  bet- 
ter than  usually  seen.  The  stamp  is  attractive  light  brown.  A very 
scarce  and  highly  desirable  encasement,  perhaps  the  highlight  of  the 
present  offering.  The  Ford  Collection  contained  a single  example 
of  this  variety  that  sold  for  $9,200,  with  nearly  full  silvering.

The  Sand’s  Ale  encasement  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  of  the  series,  with 
market  offerings  being  few  and  far  between.  Remarkably,  several  have  appeared 
in  the  past  three  years,  due  to  the  dispersal  (by  Stack’s)  of  the  John  j.  Ford,  Jr., 
collection,  offerings  by  EAHA,  and  other  events.  However,  these  instances 
belie  the  true  rarity  of  this  encased  postage  stamp.  The  present  piece  is  the 
highlight  of  the  Wayne  K.  Homren  Collection. 

Josiah  J.  Sands  was  a Chicago  brewer  of  ales  who  developed  a lagering 
process  that  gave  his  product  a longer  shelf  life  than  his  competitors’  ales. 
Since  ale  spoiled  at  room  temperature,  most  brewers’  products  of  the  time 
only  had  local  popularity.  Sands’  process  allowed  him  to  ship  his  ales  as  far 
south  as  New  Orleans,  and  with  a wider  market  for  his  product  the  increased 
sales  led  to  business  expansion.  In  1859  Sands  sent  his  brothers  to  Milwaukee, 
where  they  purchased  a brewery  already  in  operation  and  renovated  it  to  their 
own  specifications.  The  two  breweries  together  produced  the  improved  ale, 
and  during  the  Civil  War  years  Sands’  company  enjoyed  increased  success. 
His  ale  was  even  advertised  as  a healthy  drink  for  ladies  and  infants!  By  1867, 
however,  the  Milwaukee  brewery  was  sold.

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and  he  helped  that  section  of  the  city  enjoy  a renaissance  of  growth. 

After  1878  Shillito  surrendered  control  of  the  business  to  his  sons,  who 
were  not  the  businessmen  their  father  was.  Failing  to  modernize  and  to  keep 
up  with  changing  tastes  in  fashions,  the  company  fell  onto  hard  times.  It  was 
sold  to  outsiders  in  1928.

25.  Rarity-9.  The  case  is  Fine  or  so,  heavily  oxidized  and  rather 
rough  on  the  back,  but  with  the  inscriptions  remaining  fairly  sharp. 
The  mica  shows  breaks  and  lamination,  exposing  the  stamp  surface 
at  the  upper  left  but  without  damage  to  the  paper  inside  or  the 
color  of  the  ink.  This  piece  probably  should  be  viewed  in  person. 
The  encasement  is  a rather  rare  one,  and,  all  things  considered,  this 
would  make  a nice  filler. 

This  company,  which  sold  dry  goods,  millinery,  and  carpets,  was  the 
second  of  Gault’s  EvansviUe,  Indiana  clients.  Like  the  other  (Cook),  Schapker 
& Bussing  was  also  located  on  Main  Street. 

Bernard  Schapker  was  born  in  Germany  in  1834.  When  he  was  nine  his 
family  emigrated  to  America,  settling  first  in  Cincinnati  where  there  was 
a large  German  community.  They  moved  on,  however,  further  West,  to 
Posey  County,  Indiana  (near  Evansville).  In  1850  Schapker  himself  moved 
to  Evansville,  where  he  clerked  in  Samuel  Embich’s  dry  goods  store  for  the 
ne.xt  eight  years.  In  1858  Embich  took  the  young  man  into  the  business  as  a 
junior  partner,  and  when  Embich  died  two  years  later,  Schapker  assumed  his 
benefactor’s  mantle. 

John  W.  Bussing  was  also  a German  emigrant.  His  family  emigrated  to 
Cincinnati  in  1844,  but  moved  to  Evansville  the  following  year.  Sometime 
later  Bussing  was  also  hired  by  Embich  as  a clerk,  and  there  he  met  Schapker. 
Their  friendship  led  to  their  partnership  in  1860. 

Schapker  & Bussing  continued  in  business  until  the  Panic  of  1873,  which 
hit  the  company  hard  and  led  to  its  dissolution.  Bussing  appears  to  have 
started  his  own  drugstore  afterwards.  He  died  in  1912.  Schapker  started  over, 
manufacturing  mattresses  and  mosquito  net  frames,  for  the  latter  of  which  he 
held  a patent.  During  the  great  Blizzard  of  1888  Schapker  was  in  Toronto. 
He  caught  cold,  developed  pneumonia,  and  died  that  year.

N.G.  Taylor  & Company  was  a long  established  metals  merchant  ini 
Philadelphia  when  the  firm  commissioned  encasements  from  John  Gault. 
The  company  had  been  m business  since  as  early  as  1810,  when  it  was  knowni 
for  Its  wire,  files,  and  tinned  metal  sheeting.  Later,  its  product  hue  was  ex- 
panded as  new  technology  became  available,  and  included  such  diverse  metal  I 
products  as  sheet  iron  and  copper,  machine  tools,  tin  cans,  milk  cans,  and  lead  i 
products.  It  owned  copper  mines  in  Wales  and  had  several  warehouse  loca- 
tions in  Philadelphia,  as  well  as  docks  and  storage  facilities.  During  the  1876 1 
Centennial  Exhibition,  held  in  Philadelphia.  N.G.  Taylor  & Company  had. 
four  different  booths  exhibiting  four  different  products  and  manufacturing; 
processes.  N.G.  Taylor  & Company  was  one  of  four  of  Gault’s  clients  who' 
also  advertised  on  metal  tokens,  the  firm’s  Civil  War  issues  being  of  unusual  I 
size,  about  the  diameter  ofa  halt  doUar  (annoying  when  trying  to  fit  them  into 
an  exhibit  of  cent-sized  tokens!).

The  brass  case  is  EF  or  so,  retaining  some 
original  silvering  on  the  back  ancJ  toned  a pleasing  olive-brown 
elsewhere.  The  mica  is  intact,  but  with  some  lamination  and 
normal  friction.  The  stamp  is  of  an  attractive  deep  pink  color  and 
IS  mounted  somewhat  high  and  to  the  right  in  the  frame.  A very 
pleasing  encasement. 

Founded  in  1830  byjohn  Shillito,  the  company  bearing  his  name  remained 
in  the  Shilhto  family  until  its  sale  in  1928.  It  is  still  called  Shillito’s  today  (or  at 
east  the  last  time  we  checked;  the  industry  is  undergoing  megamerger-itus), 
however,  and  still  enjoys  designating  itself  as  “The  oldest  store  west  of  the 
Alleghenies,  a slogan  originated  by  the  founder. 

John  Shillito  began  merchandising  in  1817,  at  the  age  ofnine!  Until  1830  he 
was  a clerk,  but  in  that  year  he  formed  a partnership  with  William  McLaughlin 
The  new  partnership  was  .soon  dissolved,  but  Shillito  retained  the  store  and 
stock  of  goods.  By  1837  his  dry  goods  store  could  boast  that  it  was  the  largest 
such  establishment  west  of  the  Delaware  IGiver,  as  well  as  being  the  oldest. 

Between  1837  and  1857  Shillito’s  business  flourished,  growing  with  the  in- 
flux ofnew  settlers  to  Ohio  and  Indiana.  In  1857  Shillito  built  the  store  he  later 
advertised  on  his  encasements.  In  1878  Shillito  built  a second  store,  which  he 
located  in  the  heart  ofCincinnati’s  most  disreputable  district,  where  real  estate 
was  cheapest.  Despite  warnings  of  failure,  the  new  location  attracted  customers.

844  Encased  postage.  Weir  & Larminie.  10  cents.  HB-233, 
Rarity-5.  The  brass  frame  is  EF,  with  bold  embossing 
and  everything  in  good  order.  Pleasing  olive  and  chestnut  brown 
surfaces  with  some  trivial  spotting.  The  mica  shows  some  friction 
and  a hint  of  lamination,  but  is  quite  good,  revealing  the  bright 
green  stamp  nicely.  Probably  in  terms  of  all  encased  postage  stamps 
surviving  today,  the  quality  of  the  mica  and  stamp  could  be  rated 
in  the  top  10%  to  20%.  Adding  icing  to  the  cake,  the  Weir  and 
Larminie  imprint  is  one  of  the  rarer  in  the  series,  and,  further,  it  is 
the  only  issuer  outside  of  the  United  States  (in  Canada). 
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Today,  the  Weir  & Larniinie  issues  are  among  the  top  scarcities 
in  the  series,  with  the  10  cent  denomination,  as  here,  being  the 
only  value  that  can  be  practically  obtained,  and,  even  so,  offerings 
are  infrequent  (except  for  the  anomalous  past  three  years  which 
included  two  examples  in  the  Ford  Collection). 

Located  in  Montreal,  Canada,  the  tirm  ot  Weir  & Larininie  was  Gault’s 
sole  foreign  commissioner.  No  adequate  explanation  for  why  a Canadian  firm 
would  want  to  advertise  itself  on  the  backs  of  United  States  encased  postage 
stamps  has  been  offered.  It  used  to  be  thought  that  the  firm  ordered  their 
encasements  to  ease  currency  exchanges  with  their  U.S.  customers,  since  the 
denominations  known,  through  10^,  correspond  to  contemporary  U.S. 
coinage  values.  However,  of  the  four  denominations  bearing  Weir  & Larminie’s 
name  only  about  40  pieces  are  traced,  and  this  small  number  suggests  that  a 
currency  purpose  was  probably  not  the  true  explanation.  William  Weir  and 
G.H.  Larminie  were  large  scale  bankers  and  bullion  dealers,  and  it  might  be 
expected  that  more  pieces  should  survive  if  their  order  for  encasements  really 
reflected  their  need  for  a convenient  exchange  medium. 

William  Weir  came  to  Canada  from  Scotland  in  1842.  At  first  a teaclier 
in  the  public  schools,  he  later  became  a broker  in  Montreal.  Weir  published 
a merchants  magazine  in  the  1850s,  which  advocated,  among  other  things, 
protection  ot  Canada  s industries  from  American  imports.  On  the  strength 
ot  his  popular  ideas  Weir  was  employed  by  the  Montreal  provincial  govern- 
ment to  regulate  the  money  stocks.  During  the  American  Civil  War  Weir 
was  the  government  official  in  charge  of  the  United  States  silver  coins  then 
flooding  Canada  due  to  the  difference  in  the  two  country’s  silver  and  gold 
exchange  rates. 

Weir  founded  a private  banking  tirm  with  G.H.  Larimnie  as  his  partner, 
shortly  before  the  Civil  War.  He  favored  currency  expansion  through  the 
printing  of  additional  paper  money.  Unfortunately,  Weir  was  not  a careful 
manager.  After  a bank  teUer  was  caught  stealing  a run  began  on  his  bank, 
and  when  the  auditors  finished  their  work  it  was  found  that  Weir  had  issued 
fraudulent  statements  about  the  soundness  of  his  operations  and  had  made 
several  dubious  loans.  Weir  was  indicted,  tried  for  fraud,  and  coimcted.  After 
serving  his  prison  term,  Weir  died,  broken  in  body  and  spiirit.  Nothing  is 
known  of  Larminie,  save  that  he  was  Weir’s  partner.

Important  White  the  Hatter 


Encased  postage.  White  the  Hatter.  One  cent.  HB-234,  EP- 
30.  Rarity-7.  The  frame  is  a bold  EF,  sharply  embossed,  and  very 
attractive  olive-brown  color.  A few  very  minor  spots  are  noted,  but 
the  fields  are  generally  glossy  and  nice.  The  mica  shows  some  bends 
and  lamination,  but  is  basically  quite  good,  revealing  the  bright  blue 
stamp  nicely.  The  stamp  seems  well  preserved,  with  full  original 
color.  The  present  piece  appears  to  compare  favorably  with  both 
examples  offered  in  the  Ford  Collection.  A delightful  example  of 
this  scarce  encasement. 

As  noted  on  the  back.  White  the  Hatter  was  at  216  Broadway  “Under 
Barnum’s  Museum,”  this  being  the  location  of  several  other  businesses  as 
well.  The  American  Museum,  conducted  by  P.T.  Barnum,  was  located  on 
the  upper  floors  of  a large  building.  The  street  level,  punctuated  by  entrances 
to  the  museum,  was  leased  out  to  stores.  Located  on  Broadway,  the  American 
Museum  was  one  of  the  prime  focal  points,  perhaps  the  most  important,  in 
terms  of  New  York  City  tourism  during  this  time.  Barnum  had  among  his 
exhibits  a selection  of  coins  and  medals  and  is  said  to  have  issued  a catalogue 
of  them,  no  copy  of  which  has  been  located. 

Careful  examination  of  the  present  encased  postage  stamp  will  reveal 
an  error  in  die  punching  on  the  back.  The  address  was  first  given  as  261 
Broadway,  then  corrected  to  216  Broadway,  but  the  erroneous  earlier  figures 
are  still  dearly  visible. 


George  W.  White  was  in  the  hat  making  business  by  1850,  when  he  is 
found  listed  among  merchants  located  in  New  York  City’s  Greenwich  Vil- 
lage district.  White  made  hats,  muffs,  capes,  and  other  fur  items.  In  1855  he 
relocated  to  216  Broadway,  as  described  above.  White’s  choice  of  location 
augured  well  for  his  success. 

Unfortunately  for  White  and  for  Phineas  Taylor  Barnum,  the  fame  of 
the  Museum  also  attracted  notice  in  the  Confederacy.  On  Thanksgiving  day 
1864,  a Confederate  raider  attempted  to  set  fire  to  Barnum’s  Museum.  The 
fire  was  soon  extinguished  but  smoke  damage  to  White’s  stock  was  severe. 
Shghtly  less  than  one  year  later  a more  serious  fire  broke  out  in  Barnum’s, 
this  time  an  accidental  blaze  that  started  in  the  basement,  among  the  cooling 
machinery.  The  hre  consumed  White’s  and  Barnum’s  both,  although  most 
ot  Barnum’s  animals  were  saved.  The  ever  energetic,  ever  optimistic  Barnum 
recovered  and  went  on  to  later  successes,  including  an  affihation  that  led  to 
the  Ringling  Brothers,  Barnum  & Bailey  Circus  we  all  love  today. 

After  the  fire.  White  reopened  at  a new  location.  Between  1865  and  1872 
he  had  expanded  his  business  to  include  a clothing  store,  two  woolen  goods 
stores,  and  a “fancy  goods  emporium.”  During  1863  White  commissioned  a 
series  of  Civil  War  tokens;  these  are  very  plentiful  in  numismatic  circles  today. 
It  is  possible  that  White  preferred  metallic  tokens  to  encased  postage  stamps 
as  an  advertising  medium.

A Significant  Offering  of  Emergency 
MoNE^  from  the  SlTMMER  OF  1862. 
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As  related  in  some  detail  under  our  offering  of  Encased  Postage  Stamps 
from  the  Wayne  K.  Homren  Collection  in  this  sale,  beginning  in  July  1862, 
coins  completely  disappeared  from  circulation,  and  even  the  familiar  copper- 
nickel  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents  were  nowhere  to  be  seen.  The  outcome 
of  the  Civil  War  was  in  doubt,  and  citizens  rushed  to  accumulate  all  of  the 
hard  money,  or  coins,  that  they  could  find.  According  to  contemporary 
accounts,  getting  a haircut,  buying  a newspaper,  or  making  a small  purchase 
was  fraught  with  difficulty.  Cartoons  concerning  this  appeared  in  Harpers’  and 
Leslie’s  illustrated  newspapers,  with  such  scenarios  as  trying  to  spend  a theater 
ticket  to  make  a purchase.  In  actuality,  federal  postage  stamps  were  made  legal 
for  commercial  use,  by  edict  of  congress.  The  present  offering,  believed  to 
consist  primarily  of  Emergency  Money  from  this  and  the  surround  era,  can 
be  appreciated  by  seeing  the  listing  byHenry  Russell  Drowne  m the  American 
Journal  of  Numismatics,  1918,  for  background,  as  well  as  the  listings  by  Russell 
Rtilati  in  Standard  Catalogue  of  United  States  Tokens.  As  a class,  such  items  are 
rare  today,  with  some  no  doubt  being  sufficiently  rare  that  none  have  appeared 
on  the  market  for  a long  time,  or  possibly,  are  even  unique. 

The  condition  of  the  notes  is  generally  what  might  be  called  EF  to  Un- 
circulated, quite  choice  overall.

Attributed  to  New  York  City  by  Rulau.  However,  the  locales  of  many 
merchants  who  issued  these  rarely  seen  scrip  notes  are  not  printed  on  the  pieces 
themselves  and  would  be  catalogued  simply  as  unknown  had  it  not  been  for  a 
“convention”  to  identify  many  of  the  pieces  m the  extensive  Proskey  Collec- 
tion to  New  York  City  in  general  due  to  the  knowledge  that  Proskey  lived  in 
New  York  in  the  19th  century  and  was  known  to  be  a collector  of  New  York 
tokens.  Some  are  listed  in  Rulau  by  city,  but  as  these  include  pieces  without 
specific  identification  on  the  cards,  we  suspect  that  Rulau  has  followed  the 
same  convention  regardless  of  certain  attribution  as  the  listings  do  not  present 
support  for  these  assignments.  While  the  street  names  of  the  “business  district” 
in  lower  Manhattan  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  are  well  known  (particularly 
from  the  plethora  of  Civil  War  token  issuers  in  the  area),  many  of  these  same 
Street  names  appear  in  other  major  eastern  cities.

Fully  issued  and  hand 
signed  by  W.  Elliot  Woodward,  with  serial  number  228  also  entered  by 
hand.  Very  rare  as  an  issued  note,  and  higlily  desirable  in  this  superior 
grade.  Woodward’s  autographs  are  rare  in  any  form. 

In  his  day  W.  Elliot  Woodward  conducted  the  Mount  Pleasant  Apothecary 
store  on  Ustus  Street  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  a suburb  of  Boston  (later 
incorporated  into  the  city).  As  students  of  numismatic  history  know  well. 
Woodward,  a native  of  Maine,  came  to  Boston,  and  in  1860  conducted  his 
first  coin  sale,  a rather  unprepossessing  listing,  scarcely  indicative  of  the  grand 
productions  to  come.  He  caught  his  stride  quickly,  and  soon  he  was  recognized 
as  the  most  authoritative,  possibly  the  most  reputable  of  the  several  cataloguers 
ot  coins  and  paper  money.  Success  attended  his  efforts,  and  during  the  next 
several  decades,  into  the  early  1890s,  with  some  intermissions,  he  turned  out 
a long  run  of  catalogues.  Today  a set  of  Woodward  catalogues  is  considered  to 
be  the  high  watermark  in  19th-century  publications  in  this  class. 

Woodward  was  an  intellectual,  and  accomplished  writer,  and  with  equal 
facility  turn  out  catalogues  on  books,  relics,  or  other  items.  His  library  was 
immense.  He  worked  closely  with  Joel  Muncell,  an  Albany  publisher,  in  .several 
projects.  As  if  this  were  not  enough.  Woodward  restored  several  mansions  in 
Roxbury  and  also  developed  real  estate.  His  passing  left  a large  void  in  the  coin 
auction  business,  although  by  that  time  the  Chapman  brothers  w'ere  coming 
on  strong,  especially  following  their  triumph  with  the  1882  sale  of  the  Charles 
I.  Bushnell  Collection.  Some  thought  is  being  given  currently  to  adding  some 
grand  old  names  to  the  Numismatic  Hall  of  Fame  in  Colorado  Springs,  and 
the  writer  would  certainly  nominate  W,  E.  Woodward  as  a candidate. 

Returning  to  the  present  auction  offering,  this  bill  is  signed  by  Woodward, 
such  being  in  the  minority  of  scrip  existing  today.  An  interesting  display  could 
be  made  of  emergency  money  issued  by  numismatists  during  the  Civil  War, 
with  Woodward  joining  a very  interesting  list,  especially  if  Civil  War  tokens 
are  included.  Henry  Gerdts,  dealer  and  collector,  issued  Civil  War  scrip  in 
New  York  City.  In  Ohio  Robert  Downing  (of  uncertain  reputation)  issued 
tokens  that  are  scarce  today,  as  did  Joseph  Zanoni  (or  Zanone),  a roster  to 
which  more  names  could  be  added.

of  the  most  interesting  countermarked  large  cents  we’ve  ever  en- 
countered, marked  by  three  different  Boston  area  silversmiths  with 
a total  of  16  stamps!  The  rims  have  been  hammered  or  “spooned” 
in  to  create  a high  rim,  but  abundant  detail  remains  on  the  large 
cent.  The  Davis  and  Brown  mark,  Brunk  D- 174,  was  the  hallmark 
of  a silversmithing  partnership  based  m Boston  ca.  1802-1820. 
Their  mark  is  listed  in  Brunk  only  on  an  1801  cent  also  stamped 
with  the  Bradbury  mark  and  four  eagle  marks,  identical  to  the 
piece  seen  here.  That  Bradbury  mark,  Brunk  B-1003,  and  the 
eagle  pseudohallmarks  used  to  imitate  more  expensive  English 
silver,  were  used  by  Theophiltis  Bradbury,  active  as  a silversmith 
in  Newburyport,  Massachusetts  until  his  death  in  1803.  An  oval 
mark  incorporating  an  eagle  and  Bradbury’s  name  is  seen  on  the 
reverse.  His  marks  are  known  only  on  large  cents  dated  1802  and 
earlier.  The  final  mark  is  the  most  enigmatic,  unlisted  by  Brunk, 
but  seemingly  the  mark  of  Boston  silversmith  John  MacFarlane, 
active  ca.  1796.  Perhaps  these  Boston  silversmiths  knew  each  other, 
or  perhaps  their  businesses  and  effects  were  purchased  by  one  of  the 
three,  but  this  coin  draws  them  together  in  a most  appealing  way.

money  shortage.  The  only  places  with  similar  shortages  in  this  era 
were  other  cities  in  the  Confederacy  or,  possibly  but  less  likely,  the 
West.  Schiller’s  token  was  identifiable  because  he  also  issued  scrip 
valued  at  25  and  50  cents.  Unfortunately,  there  were  Cameron 
Houses  in  many  cities,  making  positive  geographical  identification 
challenging.  We  believe  this  rare  countermark  to  be  issued  under 
similar  circumstances  as  the  rare  J.B.  Schiller  pieces,  and  these 
appear  to  be  two-of-a-kind  among  local  emergency  revaluation 
countermarks  from  the  Civil  War.

The  jewelers  decided  to  stamp  every  quarter  they  en- 
countered and  paid  out  again,  and  some  40  years  later  letters  were  stiU  arriving 
from  collectors  and  those  curious  about  the  mark.  They  are  most  common 
on  1853  to  1855  quarters,  this  coinciding  with  the  opening  of  the  business  in 
1853.  The  store  closed  in  1869.

This  mark  is  listed  in  Brunk,  who  suggests  Demuth  may  have  been 
a tool  and  punch  maker  circa  1832.  Russ  Rulau  has  posited  that 
this  marks  is  associated  with  the  Demuth  family  of  gunsmiths  in 
Pennsylvania  ca.  1770-1830.  It  is  listed  m Brunk  mostly  on  large 
cents,  save  for  a single  2 reales  and  an  1825  half  dollar.  The  Reiver 
Collection  contained  a single  countermarked  Flowing  Hair  dollar, 
but  since  the  host  was  an  R-7  variety  the  price  comparison  is  not 
relevant.  This  piece  would  be  a great  addition  to  any  early  dollar 
or  countermark  collection.

Incredibly  Rare  and  Important  1849  Bouvet  Pattern  $10 

Judd-C1849-1 

French  Proposal  for  American  Coinage 
The  Judd  and  Pollock  Plate  Coin 


|1  1849  Bouvet  pattern  SIO.  Judd  App.  C 1849-1,  Pollock-5075. 
Rarity-8.  MS-61  BN  (NGC).  The  surfaces  show  light  friction, 
several  surface  marks  and  an  obverse  rim  bump  at  3:00  which  serves 
to  easily  distinguish  this  specimen  in  old  catalogue  plates,  and  to 
identify  it  clearly  as  the  Judd  plate  coin  (through  the  7th  edition) 
and  also  as  the  Pollock  plate  coin.  Once  in  the  Farouk  Collection, 
the  piece  shows  the  telltale  signs  of  an  old  cleaning  which  is  typi- 
I cal  of  many  pieces  from  this  collection.  Small  areas  of  light  pink 

I are  noted  near  the  rims,  but  the  majority  of  the  piece  has  toned 

! nicely  to  deep  chocolate  brown  and  it  is  attractive  overall.  Close 

inspection  reveals  that  the  obverse  is  widely  double  struck,  with 
clear  duplication  of  date,  stars,  and  the  central  device.  The  reverse 
shows  no  evidence  of  doubling.  A very  rare  opportunity  to  acquire 
one  of  the  great  rarities  affiliated  with  the  American  pattern  series. 

; This  is  one  of  just  two  copper  impressions  known  to  us,  though 

j there  is  rumored  to  be  an  example  in  the  collection  of  the  British 

Museum,  and  one  struck  in  gold  which  is  further  mentioned  below. 
The  two  known  to  us  are  both  from  the  Farouk  Collection,  one 
, struck  on  a thin  planchet  with  the  Paris  Mint  mark  “CUIVRE” 
and  a pointing  hand  on  the  edge.  The  second,  the  present  piece,  is 
a plain  edge  example  without  the  Paris  Mint  marks  and  is  struck 
on  a thicker  flan. 

This  remarkable  coin  was  created  by  Charles  Bouvet  in  Paris 
who,  according  to  conventional  wisdom,  submitted  it  to  the  United 
States  Mint  or  to  others  in  America  for  consideration  in  coinage.  It 
was  not  at  all  unusual  during  the  Nth  century  for  foreign  engravers 
and  mints  to  send  proposals  showcasing  their  talents.  In  the  some- 
what related  context,  this  was  done  for  Hawaiian  pattern  five-cent

pieces  in  1881  and  in  1878  byjohn  Pinches  & Son,  England,  for 
silver  dollar  coinage. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty,  with  LIBERTY 
on  a tiara,  her  hair  tied  with  a ribbon  at  the  back.  She  faces  left  in 
an  open  field  surrounded  by  13  stars,  with  the  date  1849  below. 
The  stars  are  of  a very  interesting  construction  and  each  have  eight 
points.  The  date  seems  to  be  impressed  with  separate  numerals, 
not  a logotype,  with  the  digit  4 being  especially  ornate.  Dentils 
surround. 

The  reverse  shows  a wingspread  eagle  with  shield  on  its  breast, 
holding  an  olive  branch  and  three  arrows.  A small  oval  wreath  is 
above  its  head.  The  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
/ TEN  D surrounds.  Dentils  are  at  the  rim.  This  is  the  first  example 
that  the  cataloguer  (QDB)  has  handled  since  our  auction  of  Novem- 
ber 26,  1958,  listed  in  Empire  Topics,  where  the  other  piece  known 
to  us  was  offered,  there  described  as  follows  (excerpted): 

“1849  Pattern  Eagle  by  Bouvet 

“Liberty  Head  left  [description  of  coin  follows].  Reverse  with 
eagle  somewhat  similar  to  that  used  by  Paquet  on  AW-219,  with 
olive  branch  and  arrows;  wreath  above  head  of  eagle....  Copper, 
plain  edge.  CUIVRE  on  edge  [French  for  coppeij. 

“Originally  from  the  Col.  Green  Collection  as  “AW-1()6A 
(cost  him  $750);  later  to  King  Farouk  at  $600.  Later  in  the  Farouk 
sale.  One  specimen  known,  the  piece  here  offered.  Bouvet  was  an 
engraver  for  the  French  Mint. 

“This  piece  reflects  the  search  made  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for 
a replacement  for  Longacre  in  1849,  when  it  became  apparent  that

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1 ongacro  (although  a hnc  portrait  engraver)  was  incompetent  as  a 
die  cutter.  Though  no  documentation  survives  on  this,  we  believe 
that  the  Mint  director  may  have  corresponded  with  Bouvet  in  the 
hope  ot  getting  master  dies  tor  the  various  denominations  trom 
him.  We  know  that  he  did  correspond  with  C.C.  Wright  and  other 
top-grade  engravers  of  that  time  with  that  purpose  in  mind. 

"This  is  the  only  known  instance  of  the  Paris  Mint  having  is- 
sued a pattern  for  a United  States  coin.  That  it  was  intended  as  a 
pattern  is  absolutely  certain,  as  the  devices  and  legends  conform 
to  the  congressional  requirements,  and  there  is  no  attempt  to  copy 
any  previous  designs.  That  Bouvet  signed  his  work  is  proof,  to  our 
mind,  that  he  was  submitting  it  for  oiFicial  approval;  that  it  bears  the 
Paris  Mint  stamp  on  the  edge  indicates  that  it  was  not  a clandestine 
operation;  that  it  is  unique  indicates  that  it  was  not  intended  for  sale 
to  collectors.  Of  the  highest  historical  importance....” 

Now,  48  years  later,  the  writer  (QDB)  does  not  have  much  to 
add  to  the  preceding,  except,  perhaps,  to  paraphrase  a comment 
made  about  George  Washington,  “time  increases  its  fame.”  Today 
in  2006  there  is  a much  wider  interest  m patterns  than  in  the  pre- 
Judd  book  days  of  1958.  Although  I knew  Dr.  J.  Hewittjudd  well 


and  was  a helper  with  his  book,  1 would  never  have  dreamed  tlj 
It  would  have  gone  through  nine  editions,  and  beginning  with  thj 
eighth  edition,  now  under  the  aegis  ofWhitman  Publishing  LLci 
I would  be  the  book’s  editor!  ' 


The  present  specimen,  from  the  estate  of  one  of  America’f 
most  prominent  figures  m the  collecting  and  study  of  patteri( 
coins,  was  among  his  most  prized  possessions.  On  a trip  to  Pans  hd 
sought  to  learn  more,  and  found  that  an  example  had  been  struck 
in  gold,  m addition  to  this  and  the  1958  auction  com  in  copped 
(and  any  other  copper  coins  that  may  have  been  struck,  but  art( 
not  known  now). 

For  the  advanced  collector  of  patterns  this  is  truly  a “stoiy- 
coin,  a fascinating  adjunct  to  a display  of  the  regular  series.  The 
opportunity  presented  here  is  indeed  unusual.  This  coin  has  likely 
been  off  the  market  for  two  generations  or  more.

The  inscription,  “one 
tent  si  ver,  represented  an  idea  of  adding  precious  metal  to  the  alloy  mix 
in  order  to  have  a smaller  com  but  still  maintain  a somewhat  higher  intrinsic 
va  lie.  e present  com  is  attributed  as  being  struck  in  copper-nickel  alloy 
not  with  silver  composition.  However,  only  elemental  analysis  can  reveal  the 
true  nature  ot  the  metal  in  this  and  other  issues  of  the  era. 

I , placed  there  to  demonstrate  what  a coin  would 

look  like  if  perforated  at  the  center,  although  the  pre.sent  piece  does  not  have 
such  peroration.  The  idea  was  to  use  a hole  at  the  center,  in  the  fashion  of

The  entire  situation  blossomed  into  a numismatic 
playground  for  private  profit  for  mint  officials,  creating  several 
hundred  varieties  during  a short  span  from  1869  through  1871. 
Numismatists  of  the  era  had  no  opportunity  to  buy  them  directly 
from  the  Mint,  as  distribution  was  secretive.  Only  in  the  20th 
century  was  the  full  extent  of  the  different  issues  realized,  in  1913 
when  Edgar  H.  Adams  and  William  H.  Woodin  compiled  the  first 
truly  comprehensive  study  of  pattern  coinage.

Some  softness  of  strike  is  noted,  mostly  m the  bottom  of  Liberty’s 
curls  and  atop  the  wing  below  STA  of  STATES,  but  all  stars  show 
full  centers  and  the  peripheral  details  are  likewise  impressively  well 
defined.  Even  the  Eliasberg  coin,  mentioned  in  the  Logan-Mc- 
Closkey  book  and  singled  out  by  Breen  as  a “presentation  piece” 
showed  some  weakness  among  the  hair  curls  despite  its  prooflike 
appearance.  A tiny  spotjust  above  the  denticles  below  the  trunca- 
tion of  the  bust  serves  as  an  identifier,  and  a good  glass  is  necessary 
to  see  any  of  the  tiny  contact  marks  or  very  faint  hairlines.  A curved 
area  of  lighter  toning  on  Liberty’s  neck  blends  in,  but  at  a certain 
angle  may  be  seen. 

Like  the  famed  Eliasberg  com  mentioned  above,  this  half  dime 
was  clearly  struck  very  early  in  the  production  of  this  issue.  All  1794 


half  dimes  were  struck  in  1795,  with  LM.-1  and  LM-2  sharing  this 
reverse  and  beginning  the  standard  accepted  emission  sequence.  A 
specimen  from  this  die  marriage  also  exists  in  copper,  once  m the 
Brand  Collection.  While  there  are  a small  number  of 1794  half  dimes 
tied  with  this  example  as  finest  seen  by  PCGS,  most  are  likely  the  U 
LM-4  die  marriage,  which  is  considerably  more  common  in  nice 
Mint  State  than  this  one  and  also  less  likely  to  show  this  interesting 
and  attractive  prooflike  appearance.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
just  how  many  of  this  variety  could  compare  to  this  piece  in  terms 
of  quality,  but  this  is  a question  better  answered  through  serious  in- 
quiry than  by  attempting  to  read  the  tea  leaves  of  population  reports.

In  the  early  20th  century  the  collecting  of  Federal  coins  was  in  the  dol- 
drums. After  a great  deal  of  activity  in  the  1880s,  with  auctions  being  held 
just  about  every  week  (shades  of  today!),  the  market,  spurred  by  the  fascinat- 
ing 1883  Without  CENTS  nickel  and  a lot  of  other  activities,  lessened  in 
momentum.  A few  years  later  the  Depression  of  1893  didn’t  help  at  all,  as 
the  economy  remained  soft.  The  market  ran  out  of  steam,  and  later  in  that 
decade  the  newly  formed  (in  November  1891)  American  Numismatic  As- 
sociation nearly  coUapsed  due  to  lack  of  interest.  By  the  early  20th  century, 
interest  had  perked  up  somewhat,  but  was  still  very  slow,  at  least  with  respect 
to  Federal  coins.  However,  as  is  often  the  case  in  market  cycles,  other  series 
were  dynamic,  including  Encased  Postage  Stamps  (as  hot  as  a firecracker).  Hard 
Times  tokens  (also  in  a white  heat),  and  tokens  and  medals  in  general.  The 
reduced  interest  in  regular  coinage  resulted  in  a sharp  drop  in  the  number  of 
Proofs  ordered,  particularly  in  the  minor  series  (cents  and  nickels).  A quick 
check  of  the  production  of  Proofs  of  the  first  decade  of  the  20th  century  as 
compared  to  the  1880s  will  prove  the  point.  Today,  Proofs  of  the  later  decade 
remain  rare,  although  this  aspect  is  not  widely  recognized.

“Quite  possibly  a major  new  discovery,  a 1917-S  mintmark  on  obverse  die 
altered  by  removing  the  S,  so  it  could  be  combined  with  an  S-mintmark  reverse, 
and  create  coins  with  just  one  (instead  of  two)  mintmarks. 

“Under  high  powered  magmfication  the  obverse  of  this  piece  is  very 
unusual.  There  are  many  raised  die  lines  under  the  line  WE  TRUS,  which  is 
in  stark  contrast  to  most  of  the  rest  of  the  surface  of  the  die  which  seems  to 
have  been  somewhat  polished.  The  countless  raised  hues  in  that  area  of  the 
coin  indicate  that  the  die  was  scraped  and  tooled.  These  hnes  are  not  parallel 
to  each  other,  although  they  are  oriented  more  or  less  in  the  same  direction, 
although  some  are  in  random  directions  and  some  others  take  the  form  of 
cross-hatching. 

“This  suggest  a hypothetical  scenario  which,  if  accurate,  would  position 
the  present  piece  as  being  of  absolutely  extraordinary  importance. 

The  following  is  suggested  for  the  numismatic  world  to  consider.  Com- 
ments are  invited  from  readers: 

It  is  part  way  through  1917,  and  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  a die  is  on 
hand  with  the  S mintmark  on  the  obverse,  below  the  R in  WE  TRUST, 
This  IS  the  die  used  early  in  the  year  for  the  1917-S  coinage.  Now,  new  dies 
from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  sent  to  San  Francisco  have  the  mintmark  on  the 
reverse.  WTiat  to  do  with  the  now  redundant  die  with  the  obverse  mintmark?? 
Certainly,  it  is  not  desired  to  strike  coins  with  two  mintmarks — one  on  each| 
side  of  the  coin.  An  obvious  answer  would  be  to  take  the  earher  die  and  file 
and  scrape  and  file  it  so  as  to  remove  the  S mintmark  on  the  obverse  and  to 
make  the  surrounding  area  more  or  less  on  the  same  level.  Done  in  the  machine  i 
shop  or  die  shop  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  (instead  of  the  Engraving  Depart- 
ment at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  where  dies  are  prepared),  the  work  is  not  of  a 
particularly  high  order  of  excellence  and,  in  fact,  is  a bit  amateurish — perhaps| 
on  the  same  order  as  the  1937-D  nickel  reverse  tiled  down  with  emery  board 
at  the  Denver  Mint,  creating  the  well-known  ‘3-legged’  variety. 

Thus  changed,  the  new  ‘plain’  obverse  die  lacking  its  former  S mintmark 
IS  combined  with  a new  S-mmtmark  reverse  die,  and  1917-S  ‘mintmark  on 
the  reverse’  coins  are  made. 

There  is  a possibility  that  if  this  scenario  is  correct,  the  obverse  die  with 
the  S mintmark,  prior  to  alteration,  had  not  been  used  for  coinage  and  was 
simply  stored  in  a vault  awaiting  use.  Flowever,  if  this  S-mintmark  obverse 
die  had  been  used  for  coinage  before  it  was  filed,  it  would  be  useful  to  see  if 
there  are  any  markers  elsewhere  on  the  coin  that  might  be  found  on  a 1917-S 
obverse  mintmark  half  dollar  in  a collection.  Thus,  it  is  relevant  to  note  that 
to  the  lower  right  of  the  date  are  a series  of  parallel  diagonal  raised  lines,  httle 
grooves  in  the  die,  with  a cluster  of  them  being  about  as  far  from  the  left  base 
of  the  7 digit  is  from  the  nearby  1. 

The  cataloguer  (QDB)  feels  that  the  probabiUty  of  the  preceding  scenario 
being  accurate  is  quite  high,  say  on  the  order  ofbetter  than  50-50  chance." 

Since  those  days  of 1997,  a decade  ago,  this  is  only  the  second  tve 
have  seen?  The  subtlety  may  be  lost  on  most  buyers  but  if  we  were 

forming  a specialized  set  this  would  be  a “must  have’’  variety.

Carter 
Glass  as  here,  Senator  Joseph  Robinson  on  another  1936  half  dollar,  and  well 
into  our  own  time,  Eunice  Shriver  on  a conuiiemorative  dollar.  Time  was  when 
living  people  were  also  depicted  on  Federal  paper  money,  including  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Salmon  P.  Chase. 

However,  a little  caper  was  pulled  by  Spencer  M.  Clark,  head  of  the 
National  Currency  Bureau,  when  he  put  his  portrait  on  a fractional  currency 
note,  stating  that  it  was  of  “Clark,”  after  which  people  assumed  was  the  ex- 
plorer of  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  fame.  Congress  reacted  and  passed  the 
law  prohibiting  such  further  use  of  anyone’s  picture  on  currency.

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and  who  began  his  intere.st  as  a news  boy  when  he  encountered  a most  curious 
1 883  Liberty  Head  nickel  without  CENTS.  From  that  point  Zerbe  went  on  to 
become  an  enthusiastic  collector,  not  only  ol  United  States  coins,  but  of  world 
coins,  tokens,  and  medals  and  paper  money.  By  the  early  20th  century  he  was 
writing  for  The  NiiiiiisiniUist,  traveling  widely,  including  to  San  Francisco  to 
visit  collectors  and  mints.  Seemingly  he  had  a great  curiosity. 

He  landed  the  concession  to  sell  commemorative  gold  dollars  at  the  1904 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  in  St.  Louis.  Before  that  event  he  had  grandiose 
plans,  hyped  in  publicity  releases  and  newspaper  accounts.  The  gold  dollars 
were  dated  1903  and  of  two  varieties.  These  were  offered  for  $3  each,  and 
125,000  were  struck  ot  each  variety.  However,  despite  lots  of  salesmanship, 
the  lesults  were  disastrous,  and  all  but  17,500  were  returned  to  the  Mint  to 
be  melted.  Zerbe  therefore  earned  quite  a bit  of  enmity  from  the  numismatic 
community,  especially  when  pieces  he  hyped  as  being  a good  investment  at  S3 
dropped  sharply  in  value.  Then  came  a political  skirmish,  actually  a big  mess, 
with  the  American  Numi.smatic  Association,  resulting  in  his  being  elected 
president,  but  with  claims  ot  phony  votes  and  rigging.  The  situation  did  not 
improve  when  as  president  of  the  ANA  he  went  to  Monroe,  Michigan,  os- 
tensibly to  represent  the  organization,  to  visit  the  widow  of  the  lately  deceased 
toundei  of  The  Dr.  George  Heath.  Lucy  Heath  welcomed  him 

and  turned  over  the  rights  to  the  magazine.  Lo  and  behold,  Zerbe  bought  the 
magazine  for  himself,  seeing  it  as  a profit  center. 

Because  ot  these  and  other  shenanigans,  by  1915  Zerbe's  name  was  mud 
in  the  eyes  ot  many  collectors.  In  that  year  he  set  up  his  Money  of  the  World 
exhibit  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  a grand  display  of 
coins,  tokens,  medals,  and  paper  money  for  sale,  plus  freshly  minted  com- 
memoratives.  The  ANA  annual  convention  was  held  in  San  Francisco  that 
summer,  but  just  a handful  of  people  arrived,  a record  standing  today  in  terms 
ot  attendance  failure. 

As  to  the  coins  themselves,  although  each  was  a beautiful  work  of  art,  and 
although  each  today  is  a numismatic  object  of  desire,  in  their  own  day  they 
were  not  sought  by  the  public.  Of  the  S50  coins  that  were  sold,  the  octagonal 
proved  to  be  the  most  popular,  but  even  so  the  majority  went  back  to  the 
melting  pot.  No  doubt  the  distinctive  octagonal  shape,  reminiscent  of  the 
famous  “slugs  of  Gold  Rush  days,  helped  what  sales  there  were.  The  round 
pieces  did  not  fare  as  well,  and  only  483  were  distributed. 

Today,  this  scenario  has  faded  into  obscurity,  and  few  people  know 
about  it.  In  fact,  in  the  1940s  when  the  Board  ot  Governors  of  the  ANA  was 
seeking  a name  for  the  highest  honor  to  be  bestowed  by  that  organization, 
they  picked  the  Farran  Zerbe  Award,  apparently  completely  unaware  of 
Zerbe’s  early  history.  However,  by  that  time  Zerbe  had  “got  rehgion,”  had 
straightened  up  his  act,  as  we  might  say  today,  and  was  a good  fellow  in  the 
numismatic  community. 

As  to  the  Panama  Pacific  coins  themselves,  largely  unwanted  in  their  time, 
some  additional  pieces  were  sold  when  the  opportunity'  to  order  was  extended 
into  1916,  after  which  the  remainder  went  into  the  melting  pot.  Then  a few 
years  later,  in  the  very  early  1920s,  a desire  for  them  sprang  up,  and  prices  rose. 
With  some  cyclical  variations  along  the  way,  the  price  has  gone  up  since  then, 
and  today  the  beautiful  S50  coins  of  the  Panama  Pacific  Exposition  rank  high 
in  the  “must  have”  category  for  advanced  collectors.

Copper-framed  display  holder  for  a double  Panama-Pacific 
set.  CTt  all  the  original  holders  associated  with  United  States  com- 
memorative coin  issues,  the  copper-framed  display  holder  for  a 
double  Panama-Pacific  set  is  probably  the  rarest  and  certainly  the 
most  highly  prized.  This  impressive  holder  is  in  fact  a work  of  art 
in  its  own  right,  and  easily  would  become  an  automatic  centerpiece 
in  any  collection  of  commemorative  coins,  even  without  the  coins. 
The  $50  Panama-Pacific  coins  are  the  most  rare,  most  highly  prized, 
most  valuable,  and  due  in  large  part  to  their  size  and  gold  content 
the  most  impressive  to  hold  of  all  commemorative  issues.  Their 
designs,  featuring  Athena  on  the  obverse  and  the  owl  on  the  reverse 
are  directly  reminiscent  ot  the  classic  silver  tetradrachms  of  ancient 
Athens.  They  are  in  fact  the  King  and  Queen  of  the  commemorative 
series  and  thus  it  is  fitting  that  the  holder  that  best  displays  them  is 
regal  in  nature.  The  deep  purple  tone  of  the  rich  velvet  interior  not 
only  beautifully  complements  the  brilliant  gold  of  the  $50  pieces, 
but  IS  also  the  color  once  reserved  for  the  Imperial  families  of  ancient 
Rome,  another  salute  to  the  ancient  roots  of  Western  CiviHzation. 
While  the  $50  coins  themselves  are  rarities,  they  do  become  available 
with  some  regularity.  However,  in  sharp  contrast,  a double  frame  is 
ahnost  never  seen.  Most  dealers  will  never  have  the  opportunity  to 
handle  one  in  a career,  and  thus  any  opportunity  to  acquire  one  is  a 
landmark  occasion.  For  the  advanced  coUector  ofU.S.  commemora- 
rive  coins  indlor  commemomhilia,  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  this  offering 
may  represent  a once  in  a generation  opportunity. 

The  velvet  is  crisp  and  clean,  the  satin  ribbon  across  the  top  is 
bright,  and  the  purple  labels  affixed  below  the  spaces  for  the  coins 
are  all  intact  and  in  good  condition,  though  the  gold  ink  has  lost 
some  vividness  on  the  labels  for  the  three  smaller  denominations. 

The  glass  has  been  recently  replaced  and  is  therefore  fresh  and 
dean  with  no  scratches  or  chips.  The  copper  frame  by  Shreve  and 
Company  bears  their  mark  sharply  on  the  bottom  edge,  and  the  two 
original  brass  screws  hold  the  piece  together.  The  copper  is  light 
orange  brown  with  some  surface  dirt  from  handling,  but  it  appears 
tree  of  damage  and  has  a very  nice  look.

A supremely  important  and 
interesting  modern  error,  a coin  that  was  thought  to  be  impossible 
until  the  discovery  and  authentication  of  a similar  specimen  five 
years  ago.  Struck  from  two  reverse  dies,  this  unusual  error  has 
been  authenticated  by  both  the  Secret  Service  and  NGC.  Fully 
lustrous  nickel  gray  with  lightly  reflective  fields.  One  reverse  is 
soundly  struck,  a bit  flat  at  the  centers  of  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  and  showing  very  minor  distortion  atop  QUARTER 
DOLLAR.  The  other  reverse  was  apparently  struck  normally 
once,  then  struck  again  with  a blank  planchet  atop  it,  resulting  in  a 
swollen  and  distorted  appearance  and  the  arc-shaped  outline  of  the 
second  planchet  located  most  prominently  at  ER  DOLLAR.  No 
marks  are  seen,  and  it  is  clear  that  this  fascinating  piece  was  never 
circulated. 

Discovered  in  a California  safe  deposit  box  ca.  2000  along 
with  many  other  errors  struck  in  the  mid  to  late  1960s  at  the  San 
Francisco  Mint,  this  piece  once  shared  company  with  another  clad 
quarter  with  two  reverses.  That  coin  was  sold  by  private  treaty  sale  at 
the  2001  ANA  show  by  Fred  Weinberg  for  $80,000,  an  impressive 
sum.  The  pieces  are  thought  to  have  been  experimental,  coined  in 
an  era  at  San  Francisco  when  many  other  unusual  and  provocative 
pieces  were  produced,  many  of  which  came  onto  the  market  from 
the  same  hoard  that  was  auctioned  by  the  State  of  California.  The 
hoard  included  a large  number  ot  Proof  errors,  once  of  question- 
able collectible  status,  though  the  hoard  was  inspected  by  Federal 
authorities  who  permitted  the  state  sale. 

Aside  from  the  other  two-tailed  quarter  sold  privately,  this  piece 
is  similar  to  another  special  coin  struck  with  two  dies  that  were  not 
intended  to  be  used  together — the  famous  1999  cent/dime  mule 
owned  by  a Delaware  collector  that  was  recently  sold  by  Heritage 
for  $138,000.  While  this  piece  is  not  unique,  it  is  similarly  special 
and  has  a fine  legal  provenance.  It  would  be  the  highlight  of  any 
advanced  error  or  rarity  collection.

Important  and  Rare  1794  Dollar 

The  First  of  the  Denomination 


301  1794  BB-1.  B-1.  Rarity-4.  VF  details  (NCS),  “Repaired.”  First 
offered  by  Dave  Bowers  in  his  1973  sale  of  the  collection  of  ANA 
President  Matt  Rothert,  this  rare  dollar  was  then  described  as: 

“The  very  first  American  silver  dollar  issue.  The  presently  of- 
fered specimen  is  in  F-VF  grade,  but  has  been  retooled  in  the  left 
obverse  field  to  strengthen  the  stars  (which  are  normally  weak) 
and  possibly  to  remove  an  old  scratch.  Characteristically  weakly 
struck  at  the  left  side. 

“The  ownership  of  a 1794  silver  dollar  has  always  been  con- 
sidered a high  point  for  any  collector.  Over  the  years  relatively 
few  specimens  have  appeared  on  the  market.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  perhaps  100  pieces  are  known  in  various  collections  around 
the  world.” 

Today,  estimates  range  from  125  to  150  known  examples  of 
this  famous  issue.  The  vast  majority  of  them  have  one  problem  or 
other,  including  many  with  graffiti  (or  graffiti  removed!),  tooling, 
holes,  plugs,  or  similar  issues.  Some  of  these  pieces,  known  to  have 
had  problems  in  the  past,  arc  today  certified  with  no  mention  of  the 
former  flaws.  Against  this  backdrop,  the  present  specimen  remains 
a very  desirable  property. 

The  color  is  dusky  pale  gray,  a hit  darker  at  central  reverse  and 
around  star  1 . The  surfaces  are  very  finely  granular,  perhaps  from 


being  repaired  or  retoned  once  upon  a time,  and  the  fields  show 
some  light  smoothing.  A few  very  hght  but  perhaps  recent  abrasions 
are  seen  on  Liberty’s  cheek,  at  stars  7-8,  on  the  eagle’s  chest,  and 
at  the  left  reverse  periphery. 

The  repair  noted  in  the  first  paragraph  includes  recutting  and 
repair  on  stars  1 through  8 on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse,  improved 
likely  due  to  their  natural  weakness.  The  date  is  fully  legible  though 
weak  at  the  bases  of  17;  no  repair  has  been  made  to  this  area.  The 
central  devices  are  nicely  rendered,  and  the  overall  eye  appeal — the 
vital  question  when  talking  about  a coin  with  some  repair — is 
actually  quite  positive. 

1794  dollars  are  one  of  the  great  desiderata  of  modern  American 
numismatics.  The  “first”  of  anything  is  in  great  demand,  and  per- 
haps there  is  nothing  more  associated  with  the  United  States  than 
the  almighty  dollar.  We  can  only  imagine  the  excitement  the  win- 
ning bidder  will  enjoy  upon  adding  this  to  his  or  her  collection.

These  so-called 
“original,  medal  turn”  dollars  were  produced  for  circulation  it  appears,  PCCiS, 
who  actually  differentiates  between  the  medal  turn  dollars  struck  in  1837  and 
the  “upward  and  onward”  eagle  dollars  coined  in  1836,  notes  22  total  submis- 
sions with  medal  turn  (as  here).  The  data  is  interesting  (despite  the  fact  that 
this  is  an  NGC-graded  coin):  14  of  the  22  are  in  circulated  grades.  Further,  it 
makes  sense  that  there  would  be  more  resubmissions  in  the  60+  grade  levels 
since  the  price  differentiation  is  steeper.  Thus,  the  small  issue  struck  in  1837 
appears  through  this  small  but  relevant  sample  to  have  been  weighted  towards 
dollars  that  actually  circulated.

At 
the  time  anybody  desiring  a Liberty  Seated  dollar  of  the  current  date  would 
simply  order  a Proof,  of  which  just  625  were  made.  Of  those,  nearly  all  were 
saved,  and  today  Proofs,  while  hardly  common,  can  be  readily  acquired  in 
the  marketplace.  In  contrast,  virtually  all  Liberty  Seated  dollars  were  shipped 
off  to  China.  They  did  not  circulate  in  the  United  States,  nor  had  any  coins 
of  this  denomination  been  seen  in  commerce  since  1850.  In  1867  it  took 
more  than  one  doUar  in  silver  to  make  a silver  dollar.  Accordingly,  they  were 
produced  only  on  order  of  bullion  depositors  who  sought  them  as  “trade 
dollars,”  so  to  speak,  for  export.  At  foreign  destinations  the  imprinted  face 
value  made  no  difference — they  traded  as  silver  at  more  than  the  face  value. 
This  concept  was  not  generally  or  popularly  known  until  explained  at  some 
length  in  Dave  Bowers’  1993  study.  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  of  the  United 
States:  A Complete  Encyclopedia.

Breen’s  Encyclopedia 
(1988)  obviously  made  no  allowances  for  the  possibility  of  circulation  strikes 
from  the  Proof  dies  used  to  make  this  unusual  variety,  but  the  Bowers  refer- 
ence on  the  dollar  series  (1993)  notes  that  as  early  as  1982  the  Gobrecht Journal 
had  published  information  about  this  variety  in  circulation  strike  format;  at 
that  time  it  was  suggested  as  many  as  200  pieces  existed,  though  some  may 
indeed  have  been  impaired  Proofs  spent  somewhere  along  the  line.  The  present 
specimen  represents  what  may  be  the  earliest  die  state  for  these  dies  when  used 
for  circulation  strike  dollars.  The  underlying  smaller  1 is  plainly  even,  as  is 
the  repunching  at  the  top  of  the  8 and  within  its  lowest  loop.

The  reverse 
has  areas  of  light  striking  in  the  wreath,  but  the  date,  denomination, 
and  mintmark  are  all  bold.

To  the  Dahlonega 
speciahst  we  suggest  that  the  overall  quahty  of  the  strike  and  planchet 
ranks  this  in  the  top  20%  of  survivors  of  the  elusive  1857-D.

In  no  way  can  the  striking  and  planchet  quality  be  compared  with 
Philadelphia  or  San  Francisco  issues  of  this  time  period,  but  Char- 
lotte Mint  gold  dollars  share  similar  characteristics.  At  these  two 


Southern  mints  there  was  virtually  nothing  in  the  way  of  quality 
control,  dies  were  used  when  they  were  rough  or  had  problems, 
planchets  were  not  rolled  out  and  processed  properly,  and  the 
striking  process  itself  seems  to  have  been  inexpertly  conducted. 
This,  of  course,  lends  a special  charm,  a rustic  “folk  art”  aspect  to 
Dahlonega  and  Charlotte  coins,  most  evident  for  both  mints  in  the 
coins  of  the  second  half  of  the  decade  of  the  1850s. 

The  planchet  quality  of  this  coin  is  quite  good,  even  on  par  for 
what  one  might  find  in  a Philadelphia  or  San  Francisco  coin.  The 
striking  of  the  obverse  is  also  good,  with  bold  dentils  and  letters, 
and  with  nearly  all  of  the  hair  and  headdress  features  present.  There 
is  no  planchet  scaling  or  roughness  in  the  field.  The  reverse  is  a 
bit  more  rustic,  due  to  the  die  it  seems,  with  vertical  prominent 
striations  in  the  die.  The  striking,  however,  is  quite  good,  and  most 
details  are  very  well  defined.  The  overall  color  is  a very  light  gold, 
characteristic  of  most  ]3ahlonega  issues. 

The  assembly  of  a set  of  gold  dollars  from  1849  to  1889  is  a challenge 
many  have  undertaken.  The  basic  quest  for  one  of  each  date  and  mintmark 
can  be  easily  enough  undertaken  if  one  is  not  particular  as  to  quahty.  However, 
a connoisseur  will  want  to  study  the  situation  carefully  before  proceeding. 
Generally  the  ground  rules  are  these:  San  Francisco  coins  are  usually  the  best 
struck.  Philadelphia  pieces  come  next,  and  New  Orleans  issues  vary.  Some 
New  CDrleans  gold  dollars  have  prooflike  characteristics.  Gold  dollars  of  the 
Type  1 style,  1849  to  part  of  1854,  are  usually  fairly  well  struck,  even  from 
the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  mints.  The  Type  II,  inaugurated  in  1854,  was 
intended  to  improve  the  utihty  ot  the  gold  dollar,  by  expanding  the  diameter 
from  13  mm  to  15  mm.  However,  the  Mint  did  not  reckon  with  the  dif- 
ficulties in  striking  up  such  thin  planchets,  and  having  metal  fill  the  deepest 
recesses  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  at  the  same  time.  As  a result,  the  new 
motif  was  a disaster,  with  most  coins  being  light  at  the  center  ot  the  obverse 
or  the  center  of  the  reverse,  or  both.  At  the  Philadelphia  Mint  this  motif  was 
continued  through  1855,  then  redesigned  to  the  Type  III  for  1856.  The  new 
motif  featured  a different  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty  on  the  obverse,  in  lower 
rehef  and  occupying  more  area,  neatly  solving  the  metal  flow  problem.  Ty-pe 
II  gold  dollars  of  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  mints  proved  to  be  very  dif- 
ficult to  strike  up  properly,  with  the  basic  design  flaw  combined  with  poor 
planchets  and  poorly  finished  dies.  As  a result,  existing  pieces  are  apt  to  range 
from  miserable  or  wretched  up  to  minimally  satisfactory.  As  noted,  this  gives 
such  pieces  a rustic  appeal. 

At  the  tail  end  of  the  Type  II  series  the  1856-S  was  struck  in  San  Francisco, 
a leftover  use  of  the  design,  due  to  the  distance  of  that  mint  from  Philadelphia 
(where  all  dies  were  made).  Gold  dollars  of  the  Type  III  design,  produced 
through  the  end  of  1889,  are  generally  very  well  struck  and  quite  attractive  in 
higher  grades.  However,  Charlotte  and  Dalilonega  coins  are  the  exception, 
and,  if  anything,  the  problems  were  just  as  bad  as  with  the  Type  II. 

On  most  occasions,  for  Type  I and  Type  III  gold  dollars,  the  basic  viewing 
of  a certified  holder  and  the  grade  will  lead  to  a coin  that  in  most  instances 
will  be  acceptable  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoint,  particularly  if  in  a higher  Mint 
State  grade.  For  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  minted  after  1854,  this  is  not 
so,  and  careful  inspection  of  an  offered  coin,  using  high  magnification  and  also 
studying  what  should  be  expected  of  a gold  dollar  of  this  type,  will  result  in 
above  average  examples.  Otherwise,  casual  buyers  are  apt  to  get  the  dregs.  For 
more  information  on  the  striking  of  gold  dollars  in  this  era  we  highly  recom- 
mend David  W.  Akers’  study  of  the  denomination,  published  by  Paramount 
in  1975.  Out  of  print  for  a long  time,  copies  can  occasionally  be  purchased 
through  dealers  in  antiquarian  books.

What  happened  to  these  is  not  known,  but 
likely  they  were  put  into  circulation  after  December  1878,  when  the 
premium  disappeared,  and  once  again  gold  coins  circulated  at  par 
(for  the  first  time  since  late  December  1861).  The  Treasury  Depart- 
ment believed  there  would  be  a big  rush  for  small  denomination 
gold,  but  this  proved  to  be  incorrect.  By  late  1878  the  public  had 
become  accustomed  to  paper  money,  and  the  knowledge  that  paper 
could  be  converted  to  gold  on  request  was  enough.  The  citizens  did 
not  need  gold  coins  themselves.  Accordingly,  in  later  years  nearly 
all  gold  coins  minted  were  oflarger  denominations,  particularly  the 
$20,  used  for  export. 

Numismatists  who  were  active  in  1866  simply  bought  Proofs 
from  the  mint.  We  are  not  aware  of  any  instance  in  which  a col- 
lector opted  to  acquire  circulation  strikes  instead.  Because  of  this, 
very  few  choice  Mint  State  1866  gold  dollars  exist  today.  How 
many?  This  is  unknown,  due  to  the  resubmission  of  coins  to  the 
certification  services.

As  a side 
note,  in  recent  times  overly  enthusiastic  conservation  and  dipping 
has  made  a lot  of  19th-century  gold  coins  “ultra  bright”  in  color, 
perhaps  pleasing  enough,  but  not  as  nice,  in  our  view,  as  ones  with 
warm  toning.  The  late  Ed  Trompeter  dipped  all  of  his  coins  in  a 
solution  to  make  them  brighter,  against  the  advice  of  the  writer, 
but  he  thought  it  was  a good  idea.  Toning  on  a gold  coin  derives 
from  the  10%  copper  alloy,  which,  over  a period  of  time,  gives  an 
orange  hue. 

The  1884  Proof  quarter  eagle  is  doubly  desirable.  First,  only  73 
Proofs  were  minted,  of  which  relatively  few  survive  today.  Second, 
the  number  of  circulation  strikes  this  year  was  very  small,  just  1,950. 
These  were  placed  into  the  channels  of  commerce  and  for  the  most 
part  quickly  became  worn.  Today  a truly  choice  or  gem  Mint  State

In  1908  the  new  S2.50  and  S5  designs  by  Bela  Lyon  Pratt  were  not  an- 1 
nounced  in  advance.  All  of  a sudden  they  appeared,  somewhat  to  the  surprise 
ot  numismatists.  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  had  been  commissioned  to  redesign  I 
these  two  denominations,  but  had  passed  away  on  August  3, 1907,  before  hav-  I 
ing  the  chance  to  do  so.  An  intermediary,  William  Sturgis  Bigelow,  a Boston  i 
area  sculptor  and  a former  student  of  Saint-Gaudens,  enlisted  Pratt  to  do  the  |i 
work.  The  Indian  on  the  obverse  represents  a motif  from  life,  in  contrast  to  '' 
the  Indian  Head  cent,  which  is  a fantasy,  putting  a war  bonnet  on  the  head  i 
ot  a young  girl.  Realism  in  Indian  motifs  occurred  earlier  with  the  Series  of  ' 
1899  Indian  Chief’  $5  Silver  Certificate.  The  reverse,  with  a perched  eagle,  I 
pays  tribute  to  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and  is  similar  in  concept  to  that  used 
on  the  19(17  SIO,  in  turn  borrowed  from  the  unofficial  inaugural  medal  for 
Theodore  Roosevelt  by  Saint-Gaudens,  19(15,  and  beyond  that  inspired  by 
ancient  coinage.

Scattered  light  marks  and  abrasions  should  not  be  confused  with 
the  mint-made  die  marks,  particularly  some  light  scratches  under 
the  eagle  and  a small  batch  of  marks  on  the  left  side  of  the  eagle’s 
chest  near  the  wingjuncture.  Some  hairlines  are  also  seen,  though 
many  only  express  themselves  under  steady  observation  and  a good 
light  due  to  some  field  cloudiness. 

This  interesting  variety  was  posited  by  Harry  Bass,  Edgar  Ad- 
ams, and  Waldo  Newcomer  as  the  very  first  struck  of  the  year,  the 
first  of  a die  chain  of  four  different  varieties.  As  such,  it  is  the  very 
first  half  eagle  emission  in  a long  string  of  mintages  up  to  the  dawm 
of  the  Depression.  A specimen  in  Mint  State  represents  an  historic 
opportunity  for  specialists  in  this  denomination.

Attractive  and  even 
light  yellow  gold  surfaces  retain  a slight  green  tint  and  a good  bit 
of  lustrous  reflectivity,  especially  at  the  peripheries.  The  coin  has 
been  very  lightly  cleaned  in  the  past,  enough  to  leave  some  hairlines 
on  both  sides  but  not  enough  to  give  the  coin  a bright  or  buffed 
look.  The  sharpness  is  quite  good,  not  fully  detailed  but  showing 
only  minor  central  strike  weakness  and  light  friction.  A short  thin 
scratch  divides  stars  9 and  10,  another  is  noted  on  a diagonal  between 
LI  of  LIBERTY,  and  a similar  mark  is  inside  of  stars  12  and  13. 
Scattered  other  light  marks  and  nicks  are  present,  some  atop  17  of 
the  date  and  a cluster  left  of  and  inside  the  reverse  wreath  noted. 
The  overall  appearance  is  quite  good,  and  even  if  not  equal  to  an 
MS-61  rendered  by  another  service,  the  quality  is  finer  than  many 
seen  despite  the  noted  problems. 

A prerequisite  for  completing  any  collection  of  gold  coins  by 
type,  the  Small  Eagle  $5  was  short-lived  and  never  again  produced 
in  as  large  a mintage  as  that  coined  in  1795,  when  just  fewer  than 
9,000  were  made.  Those  type  collectors  who  have  taken  the  plunge 
into  these  elusive  early  gold  issues  should  consider  this  specimen, 
a pleasing  coin  whose  value  is  best  determined  with  an  in-person 
look.

The  absolute 
centers  are  a bit  soft,  as  always  seen  on  this  variety,  but  other  areas 
are  quite  sharp.  The  visual  appeal  is  very  nice,  though  some  minor 
hairlines  and  scattered  contact  points  are  seen  under  a glass.  A short 
scratch  above  ER  of  LIBERTY  is  noted,  some  granularity  in  the 
soft  spot  of  Liberty’s  hair,  minuscule  rim  nick  over  star  6 disappears 
in  the  holder,  no  damaging  marks  or  real  distractions.  The  central 
softness  found  on  every  specimen  of  this  variety  is  likely  related 
to  the  heavily  broken  reverse  die,  a series  of  chips  that  apparently 
occurred  during  the  initial  hardening  process  rather  than  by  stages 
as  coins  were  struck.  This  piece  shows  the  typical  reverse  die  state, 
identical  to  that  in  the  Bass  Core  Collection.

Light  yellow  gold  surfaces  still  retain  some  lustre  and 
good  overall  aesthetic  appeal.  Some  hairlines  are  present  from  a 
light  cleaning,  leaving  the  surfaces  a bit  bright  but  not  too  far  from 
a natural  appearance.  A few  short  scratches  are  noted  near  Liberty’s 
jawline,  shallow  dig  above  the  cap,  short  scratch  from  rim  at  E of 
AMERICA.  The  detail  is  good  where  fully  struck,  though  the 
centers  show  some  natural  softness,  very  typical  for  this  variety.  A 
long  die  crack  from  star  7 all  the  way  through  Liberty’s  hair  to  the 
8 of  the  date  is  undoubtedly  responsible  for  some  of  the  difficulty 
getting  a proper  strike  from  this  die  marriage,  and  it  has  rendered 
this  variety  quite  rare  today.  The  present  example  should  be  care- 
fully considered  by  early  gold  enthusiasts.

Scattered 
tiny  marks  and  evidence  ofhandling,  commensurate  with  the  grade, 
a bit  soft  at  the  eagle’s  breast  at  the  arrow  talon,  nicely  defined  in 
most  other  areas.  A single  trace  of  a diagonal  adjustment  mark  is 
visible  beneath  the  ear  of  Liberty,  some  traces  at  obverse  rim  at 
12:00  as  well.  A good-looking  specimen,  nicer  and  more  original 
in  appearance  than  many  we  have  seen  graded  finer.  This  variety 
is  extremely  elusive  and  interesting  as  a link  to  the  half  eagles  of 
1799,  as  this  reverse  was  used  on  Breen  1-A  of  that  year.

An  exceptional 
quality  specimen  of  this  issue,  one  of  the  very  finest  certified  by 
NGC.  Bright  reflective  medium  yellow  gold,  frosty  and  thoroughly 
appealing  with  bold  lustre  throughout.  All  design  elements  are 
frosted  and  magnificently  defined,  with  details  from  the  stars  to 
the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  as  clear  as  could  be  hoped.  Only  the  most 
inconsequential  hairlines  and  tiny  handling  marks  are  seen,  as  we 
note  only  a small  batch  of  short  scratches  left  of  E in  UNITED  and 
an  infinitesimal  nick  after  the  second  S in  STATES.  Only  the  most 
minor  vestige  of  adjustment  marks  can  be  seen  outside  the  stars  in 
the  southeast  quadrant  of  the  obverse. 

This  lively  and  impressive  coin  is  tied  for  second  finest  certified 
by  NGC,  presumably  behind  only  the  marvelous  example  cited 
below  which  brought  nearly  a quarter-million  dollars  at  Stack’s 
over  a year  ago.  The  color  and  lustre  on  this  piece  would  make  it 
a star  m a connoisseur’s  type  set,  or  simply  an  exquisite  early  U.S. 
Mint  coin  for  those  who  enjoy  fine  quality.

Attractive  deep 
golden  surfaces  have  assumed  a coppery  tone,  while  traces  oflighter 
yellow  gold  and  green  shine  forth  with  lustre  from  protected  areas 
of  the  design.  A very  appealing  coin,  with  no  heavy  marks  and  just 
a light  scattering  of  tiny  contact  points  on  both  sides.  Some  flatness 
of  strike  may  be  seen,  best  noted  on  the  obverse  high  points  and  the 
center  of  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  A batch  of  adjustment  marks 
runs  diagonally  from  under  Liberty’s  eye  into  her  hair,  and  a very 
thin  single  hairline  runs  vertically  in  front  of  her  nose.  Though 
lightly  circulated,  this  piece  has  a classic  and  honest  look  that  many 
bidders  will  find  endearing  and  worthy  of  a premium.  The  quality 
of  this  piece  recommends  it  into  a well-formed  collection.

A simply  lovely 
example  of  the  type,  once  a part  of  the  Pittman  Collection.  Though 
we  typically  don’t  like  to  copy  other  firm’s  descriptions,  David 
Akers’  word-picture  of  this  coin  strikes  us  as  just  right: 

“Choice  About  Uncirculated.  Rich  orange  gold  color  with 
some  violet  highhghts.  A scratch  runs  from  the  cap  across  Liberty’s 
hair  to  the  neck  below  the  ear.  There  are  some  light  hairlines  and 
contact  marks  in  the  fields,  more  noticeable  on  the  obverse  than 
they  are  on  the  reverse,  and  a tiny  lint  mark  at  the  12th  star.  There 
are  also  some  moderately  (we  might  say  light)  heavy  adjustment 
marks  on  the  obverse  rim  by  the  first  5 stars,  as  well  as  some  lighter 
ones  near  stars  5 through  8,  and  above  Liberty’s  head.  A die  break 
connects  the  bases  ot  the  numerals  in  the  date;  another  runs  from 
the  right  reverse  rim  through  the  right  side  of  the  E in  AMERICA 
to  the  bottom  of  the  eagle’s  right  wing.  The  right  foot  of  each  of  the 
Ts  in  UNITED  and  STATES  is  missing;  it  appears  to  be  present  on 
the  T in  UNITED  only  because  of  recutting  of  the  letter.” 

To  that  all  we’d  add  is  that  the  eye  appeal  is  very  nice,  as  a 
comparison  of  this  piece  to  similarly  graded  specimens  will  no 
doubt  show.

Only  minor  scattered 
marks  are  present,  none  especially  serious,  and  the  detail  is  excel- 
lent for  the  assigned  grade.  Some  cloudiness  is  noted  in  the  fields, 
and  traces  of  adjustment  marks  still  remain  at  OF  on  the  reverse.  A 
popular  variety,  this  naked-eye  overdate  is  among  the  most  clear  in 
the  entire  U.S.  series,  yet  its  premium  over  a less  interesting  variety 
is  modest  enough  to  recommend  its  inclusion  in  a type  set.

Identi- 
cal to  Breen’s  2-B,  but  now  in  a very  advanced  die  state.  Lovely 
light  yellow  gold  with  bright  lustre  remaining  in  protected  areas 
of  the  design.  Many  tiny  handling  marks  and  light  hairlines  are 
seen,  though  all  are  individually  inconsequential;  a short  scrape  on 
Liberty’s  jawline  is  perhaps  the  most  significant.  Some  adjustment 
marks  are  noted  in  the  low  spot  at  central  obverse,  others  outside 
the  stars  at  the  right  rim.  An  important  specimen,  the  only  example 
of  this  die  state  in  the  massive  Bass  Collection,  showing  a large  cud 
on  the  reverse  above  ITE  of  UNITED.  This  die  variety  is  variously 
known  as  Breen  2-B  and  Breen  3-D,  now  known  to  be  the  same, 
and  the  upcoming  Bass-Dannreuther  study  estimates  fewer  than  30 
specimens  known.  The  present  piece,  with  its  interesting  die  state 
and  important  provenance,  deserves  a spot  in  another  advanced 
collection.

Good  cartwheel  lustre  shows  across 
the  reverse  and  around  the  obverse  devices  and  periphery.  The 
obverse  is  even  medium  yellow  gold,  frosty  and  attractive,  while 
the  reverse  is  a bit  richer  with  traces  of  coppery  and  gray  toning. 
The  central  obverse  shows  some  natural  granularity  under  a glass, 
while  the  fields  show  the  usual  light  handling  marks  and  hairlines. 
The  reverse  was  a bit  better  protected,  with  only  natural  lint  marks 
seen  at  TES  of  STATES  and  beneath  the  eagle’s  beak.  Of  course, 
the  obverse  is  swollen  due  to  the  atrocious  state  of  the  die  which 
undoubtedly  caused  the  rarity  of  this  variety  today. 

The  obverse  is  in  its  terminal  state,  though  the  striking  on  both 
sides  is  far  better  than  the  Bass  II  coin  (Lot  783),  whose  strike  suf- 
fered greatly  from  the  fragility  of  the  obverse.  A crack  between  18 
runs  to  the  base  of  the  cap  up  the  central  device,  while  another  crack 
penetrates  the  crack  from  the  rim.  A crack  through  the  upright  of 
B in  LIBERTY  descends  nearly  to  center,  while  another  stretches 
from  above  Liberty’s  lips  to  star  12.  Miraculously,  the  detail  remains 
sound.  John  Dannreuther’s  upcoming  book,  based  on  Harry  Bass’s 
notes  and  his  own  decades  ofexperience,  apparently  references  only 
one  other  example  of  this  die  state  (the  aforementioned  Bass  coin) 
and  only  8-12  examples  total  including  the  impounded  Bass  Core 
Collection  coin.  The  Bass  sales  noted  only  one  other  example  of 
the  variety  sold  by  the  old  Bowers  and  Merena,  a scratched  Fine

Frosty 
cartwheel  lustre  encircles  even  light  yellow  gold  surfaces,  with  some 
lighter  color  clinging  to  the  outline  of  design  elements  to  pleasing 
effect.  Nicely  struck  and  boldly  defined,  very  attractive  in  hand.  A 
smattering  of  light  contact  marks  is  noticed  on  the  obverse  under 
a glass,  including  a very  thin  scratch  behind  Liberty’s  cap.  Some 
minor  hairlines  are  seen,  but  no  spots  or  particularly  heavy  marks 
are  present  on  either  side. 

Though  the  1820  date  is  one  of  the  more  frequently  available 
of  this  type,  the  present  variety  is  more  elusive  than  most  other  die 
marriages  of  this  year.

2541  1826  Breen  1-A.  Rarity-5.  MS-65  (NGC).  A coin  of  unspeak- 
ably stunning  beauty,  superb  originality,  and  extraordinary  desir- 
ability. Fully  lustrous  yellow  gold  surfaces  show  fine,  light  toning 
on  both  sides.  The  fields  are  very  lightly  reflective  and  the  cartwheel 
is  impeccable,  perhaps  better  suited  for  a Walking  Liberty  halt  than 
a rare  early  half  eagle!  The  details  are  superbly  rendered  on  both 
sides,  with  the  depth  of  the  lustre  in  the  fields  adding  a remark- 
able level  of  dimensionality  to  the  well-struck  design  elements. 
What  few  marks  are  present  are  widely  scattered  and  individually 
infinitesimal.  Indeed,  none  are  offensive  even  under  magnified 
scrutiny.  A tiny  low  spot  under  the  eagle’s  beak  allowed  tor  useful 
matching  of  an  earlier  plated  sale  appearance,  linking  this  piece  with 
its  provenance. 

Although  we  are  well  accustomed  to  describing  visual  appeal, 
this  is  a piece  that  almost  has  to  be  enjoyed  in  hand  to  be  fully  appre- 
ciated. Passed  around  the  ANRotfice,  it  was  met  with  amazement 
at  each  examination — one  numismatist  who  has  viewed  it  stated 
that  this  is  the  way  all  early  gold  coins  “should  look.”  Alas,  most 
do  not,  which  is  why  this  is  such  a spectacular  property. 

Any  1826  half  eagle  is  rare.  The  new  Bass-Dannreuther  text 


estimates  than  fewer  than  30  are  known,  including  two  magnificent 
Proofs  (one  in  the  Smithsonian).  NGC  has  graded  a single  specimen 
finer  at  MS-66,  while  the  only  piece  better  than  MS-64  graded  by 
PCGS  was  given  the  same  grade;  they  may  represent  identical  coins. 
Defining  “condition  census”  as  the  top  six  specimens  known,  the 
traditional  meaning  as  given  by  William  Sheldon,  we  have  little 
doubt  that  this  piece  earns  its  place.  More  than  that,  it  is  simply 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  specimens  of  this  elusive  and  important 
type  we  have  ever  seen!  The  only  specimen  of  this  type  in  our  mag- 
nificent Gentleman’s  Collection  sale  was  an  1825/ 1 graded  MS-61 
(NGC),  while  Oliver  Jung  owned  a very  beautiful  1827  graded 
MS-64  (PCGS).  Clearly,  this  piece  would  have  been  at  home  in 
either  collection,  and  we  would  be  delighted  to  see  a cabinet  where 
this  piece  would  not  represent  an  upgrade.  A piece  for  the  finest 
connoisseur’s  holdings,  and  one  of  the  stars  of  this  sale.

This  brilliant,  lustrous 
1834  hall  eagle  was  an  early  strike  from  the  dies,  revealing  under 
magniheation  die  finish  lines  on  the  reverse.  The  striking  is  quite 
good,  with  some  lightness  at  the  highest  curl,  but  otherwise  needle 
sharp.

After  1820,  gold  coins  did  not  circulate  in  the  United  States.  It  cost  more 
than  face  value  to  create  a half  eagle  or  quarter  eagle.  Accordingly,  the  only  de- 
positors ofbuUion  who  desired  such  coins  were  those  who  figured  them  at  melt 
value,  but  not  face,  and  used  them  for  export.  At  foreign  destinations  they  were 
weighed  and  valued  accordingly.  In  the  mean  time,  in  American  commerce, 
silver  coins  took  up  the  slack,  most  predominately  Capped  Bust  half  dollars, 
but  also  many  early  silver  dollars  as  well  as  smaller  silver  denominations. 

The  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  primarily  promoted  by  Missouri  senator 
Thomas  Hart  Benton,  nicknamed  “Old  Bullion,"  mandated  a change  in  the 
content  of  gold  coins,  reducing  the  amount  of  precious  metal.  After  that  time, 
gold  coins  again  circulated  at  par.  There  was  much  discussion  as  to  what  design 
should  be  created  to  make  the  new  lighter  weight  coins  easily  distinguished 
from  the  earlier  ones,  as  already  in  the  1834s  some  half  eagles  and  quarter  eagles 
of  the  old  style  had  been  struck.  Suggestions  included  putting  the  date  August 
1,  1834,  on  the  coins  to  show  the  effective  date  of  the  coinage  Act.  However, 
the  final  result  was  that  the  motto  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  was  discontinued 
from  the  reverse,  and  the  obverse  was  restyled  by  Kneass,  essentially  copying 
the  design  of  the  cent  of  1808  (the  portrait  on  the  one-cent  piece  of  1808  by 
John  Reich  soon  afterwards  used  on  the  half  cent  of  1809).  This  is  called  the 
Classic  Head  today. 

The  Classic  Head  coinage  proved  to  be  short  lived  and  in  1839  it  was 
replaced  in  the  half  eagle  series  by  Christian  Gobrecht’s  Liberty  Head  motif, 
with  quarter  eagles  following  in  1840.  In  the  mean  time,  in  1838  $10  gold 
eagles  were  struck  for  the  first  time  since  1804  and  utilized  Gobrecht’s  new 
portrait. 

Today  the  Classic  Head  half  eagles  and  quarter  eagles  form  a special  area 
of  study.  Dr.  John  W.  McCloskey,  best  known  as  editor  of  The  Gobrecht 
Journal,  has  contributed  much  information  which  has  reached  print  in  articles, 
but  not  yet  in  stand  alone  book  form.  The  late  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr,  also  found 
this  series  to  be  of  special  interest.

In  1908  when  the  Indian  Head  design  was  first  produced  in  the  S2.50  and 
S5  series  it  was  excoriated  in  the  numismatic  press.  Collectors  and  dealers  tried 
to  outdo  themselves  criticizing  the  motif  from  every’ possible  angle.  Probably  at 
least  in  part  as  a result  (but  also  because  gold  coins  were  not  widely  collected), 
the  Indian  Head  issues  were  ignored  in  their  own  time.  There  is  but  a scant 
record  of  people  saving  them  by  date  and  issue,  and  probably  not  more  than 
10  collectors  did  so.  Years  later  in  the  1930s,  when  gold  coins  were  called  in  by 
the  government,  aU  ofa  sudden  many  collectors,  investors,  and  others  desired 
to  own  such  pieces.  Many  were  still  around,  but  not  in  Mint  State.  Today,  in 
2006,  the  Indian  Head  S2.50  and  S5  series  are  wildly  popular.  Putting  together 
a set  at  the  MS-63  level  can  be  a serious  challenge.

The  obverse  is  smooth  and  even  in  appearance, 
without  significant  planchet  flaws  as  often  seen,  though  hairlines 
are  seen  across  the  surfaces.  A single  tiny  planchet  depression  or  lint 
mark  is  visible  near  Liberty’s  nose.  A tiny  area  of  hidden  granular- 
ity has  been  gently  smoothed,  with  the  outlines  of  star  12  nearby 
somewhat  strengthened,  though  the  repair  is  not  obvious  without 
a glass.  The  reverse  is  highly  lustrous  and  of  exceptional  quality, 
with  only  scattered  hairlines  and  good  AU  sharpness. 

The  1796  $10  issue  is  a significant  rarity,  with  a mintage  ju.st 
over  4,000  pieces,  and  most  survivors  are  severely  lacking  in  eye 
appeal.  This  example,  while  not  totally  free  of  problems,  is  actually 
much  nicer  to  look  at  than  many  certified  specimens  we  have  seen 
and  deserves  a strong  bid.  The  last  AU  specimen  we  sold  realized 
$86,250,  while  the  last  two  low-end  Mint  State  coins  we  offered 
each  brought  well  over  $100,000.

This  interesting  overdate  variety  was  actually  coined  before 
two  varieties  dated  1797,  and  the  overdate  aspect  is  best  seen  at 
the  upper  left  corner  of  the  8.  Only  a handful  of  Mint  State  pieces 
of  this  variety  are  known.  PCGS  has  certified  only  two  (both  as 
MS-61 ) while  NGC  has  recognized  eight.

Rich  yellow  gold  surfaces  show  lovely  copper  and  violet  toning 
around  design  elements,  set  off  against  nicely  reflective  fields  and 
weU-detailed  devices.  Two  cursive  initials  are  lightly  scratched  in 
the  left  and  right  obverse  fields,  with  another  hght  scratch  at  the 
base  of  Liberty’sjawhne.  While  some  other  light  hairlines  are  seen, 
the  eye  appeal  is  remarkably  fresh  and  attractive  and  the  prooflike 
lustre  is  beautiful  to  behold.  The  strike  is  exemplary  except  for 
some  light  natural  softness  at  Liberty’s  lips  and  chin.  Far  better 
than  a filler  and  far  more  attractive  than  even  some  pieces  seen  in 
certified  holders,  this  example  provides  excellent  detail  and  surface 
quality  for  a reasonable  value.

Among  Liberty  Head  double 
eagles  of  the  19th  century  the  1866-S  No  Motto  is  one  ot  the  fore- 
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most  keys.  In  their  time  such  pieces  were  circulated  intensively  and 
extensively,  with  the  result  that  today  VF  or  EF  is  about  par  for  the 
course,  with  a very  occasional  AU  ( most  pieces  certified  as  AU  are 
a bit  “stretchy”  in  our  opinion).  The  number  struck  is  not  known 
for  sure,  with  120,000  being  an  estimate.  Perhaps  one  of  these  days 
Ikichard  Kelly  and  Nancy  Oliver,  consummate  researchers  on  San 
Francisco  Mint  history,  will  come  up  with  some  more  accurate 
figures.  Oouble  eagles  were  not  collected  by  mint  variety  until 
the  1890s  at  the  earliest,  by  which  time  the  opportunity  to  acquire 
high-grade  specimens  of  certain  issues  had  long  since  passed.  In 
addition,  for  a long  time  the  1866-S  $20  was  simply  viewed  as  a 
date  and  mint,  without  notice  of  the  motto  or  absence  thereof. 

The  present  coin  is  attractive,  about  typical  strike  for  the  issue 
(with  some  lightness  of  the  stars  at  the  left),  retains  much  lustre, 
and  is  a nice  example  of  the  assigned  grade.

There  is  distinct  repunching  on  the  reverse  in  certain  letters  of  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST,  most  notably  at  the  N of  IN,  which  is  broadly  double  punched, 
and  to  a lesser  degree  the  R of  TRUST,  which  shows  remnants  above  the  top 
of  the  letter.  According  to  the  Bowers  reference  A Guide  Book  of  Double 
Eagle  Gold  Coins,  the  letters  of  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  were  hastily  added 
by  hand  at  the  Mint  in  1866  to  existing  Type  II  dies  after  the  motto  had  been 
officially  adopted,  creating  many  varieties  such  as  that  presently  offered;  the 
Bowers  reference  names  a few  other  varieties,  and  hkely  there  are  many  others 
to  be  found  once  double  eagle  specialists  turn  their  inquiring  eyes  toward  die 
varieties  in  the  series.

The  date  numerals  are  very 
high  in  the  die,  with  the  upper  left  corner  of  the  upright  1 nearly  touching  the 
truncation  line  above,  and  with  the  same  corner  of  the  flag  of  the  1 remarkably 
close  to  the  truncation  as  well.  The  lower  left  serif  of  the  1 is  perhaps  five  or 
more  times  farther  from  the  dentils  than  the  top  of  the  numerals  from  the 
truncation,  and  that  lower  serif  is  directly  above  the  left  edge  of  the  dentil 
below.  The  base  of  the  7 is  marginally  closer  to  the  dentils  than  the  base  of  the 
1 , and  the  outer  left  curve  and  outer  right  curve  of  the  base  of  the  7 seemingly 
startle  the  dentil  below.  Interesting?

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Numismatic  Notes 

StuiKiing  tront  row  center  in  any  evaluation  of  American  coinage  is  the 
illustrious  Saint-Gaudens  series  ot  double  eagles  minted  from  1907  to  1933. 
The  Springdale  Collection  showcases  the  series  and  is  complete  except  for 
the  1927-D  and  the  unobtainable  last  year  of  issue. 

Appropriately,  the  series  begins  with  a showpiece,  the  MCMVII  High 
Relief  created  by  noted  sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  at  the  personal 
request  ot  President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  Now  and  in  1907  the  MCMVII 
High  Reliet  double  eagle  occupies  the  pinnacle  of  beauty  in  American 
coinage  design.  The  production  of  the  MCMVII  was  impractical,  as  it  took 
three  blows  ot  the  coining  press  to  bring  up  the  relief  properly.  As  double 
eagles  had  been  a utilitarian  denomination  ever  since  they  first  were  made 
m 1850,  artistry  necessarily  had  to  take  a back  seat  to  practicality  Accord- 
ingly, after  12,367  of  the  MCMVII  High  Relief  pieces  had  been  struck, 
modified  dies  were  used  with  the  date  expressed  more  understandably  as 
1907  and  with  the  designs  rendered  in  shallow  relief  In  December  1907 
both  the  MCMVII  and  the  1907-dated  coins  were  produced  in  parallel 
coinage  operations. 

Beginning  with  the  1907  “Arabic”  numerals  double  eagle,  and  continu- 
ing to  1916,  the  Saint-Gaudens  $20  gold  piece  continued  the  tradition  as 
America’s  most  popular  coin  for  export.  Indeed,  m the  entire  period  of 
American  coinage  history,  well  over  75%  of  all  precious  metals  made  into 
coins  silver  and  gold — were  minted  m the  form  of  double  eagles. 

The  low-rehefSaint  Gaudens  design  was  continued  in  use  through  early 
1908.  At  that  time  Congress  added  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  to 
the  reverse,  above  the  sun.  Earlier,  Roosevelt  specifically  mandated  that  this 
motto  not  appear  on  the  new  gold  coins  (Indian  Head  and  $20  denomina- 
tions) as  he  felt  that  it  was  a sacrilege.  The  public  and  Congress  disagreed, 
and  beginning  in  the  summer  of  1908,  and  continuing  ever  afterward,  the 
IN  GOD  WT  TRUST  motto  was  used. 

Production  and  Distribution 

Production  of  double  eagles  continued  apace  at  the  three  active 
mints  Philadelphia,  Denver,  and  San  Erancisco.  Quantities  varied  each 
year,  depending  upon  bullion  deposits  and  the  request  for  such  pieces  for 
commerce  and  export.  The  low  point  in  the  design,  which  continued  to 
1933,  was  achieved  with  the  1908  San  Francisco  double  eagle,  of  which 
just  22,000  were  struck.  Taking  honors  for  the  second  lowest  mintage  is 
1913-S  at  34,000.  Along  the  way  the  only  overdate  in  the  senes  was  cre- 
ated, the  1909/8,  interesting  then,  and  today  a necessity  for  a complete 
set.  Fortunately,  enough  examples  are  around  that  the  issue  is  not  a rarity, 
although  high-grade  examples  are  scarce. 

Through  1916,  many  millions  of  double  eagles  were  shipped  overseas 
while  millions  more  were  distributed  to  banks.  In  that  era  gold  coins  were 
still  seen  in  commerce  in  certain  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  states  and  in  areas 
of  California.  However,  they  were  largely  absent  in  the  East  and  Midwest, 
although  banks  kept  stocks  of  them  and  they  could  be  obtained  easily 
enough  upon  application. 

After  1916,  during  World  War  I,  the  price  of  metals  rose,  and  produc- 
tion ot  all  gold  coins  was  halted.  The  market  settled  down  by  1920,  and 
double  eagles  were  again  struck,  to  be  minted  continuously  through  1933. 

In  the  1920s  there  was  a change  on  the  American  scene,  and  m the  West, 
where  double  eagles  had  been  used  in  commerce  a few  years  earlier,  they 
did  not  reappear.  As  in  the  East,  these  coins  could  be  obtained  by  apply- 
ing to  banks,  but  they  were  not  used  in  everyday  domestic  commerce. 
Relatively  few  people  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  obtain  such 
pieces,  with  the  result  that  the  large  mintages  of  the  decade  of  the  1920s 
went  overseas  and,  at  the  same  time,  into  Treasury  Department  vaults, 
in  the  latter  place  as  backing  for  Gold  Certificates.  Stocks  in  banks  in  the 
United  States  remained  sufficient,  and  after  1928  very  few  newly  minted 


coins  were  distributed  to  banks.  Virtually  all  of  the  later  coins  were  storeJ 
by  the  Treasury  Department,  with  probably  no  more  than  a few  thousan. 
sent  to  foreign  destinations. 

The  1930s 

In  spring  1933,  the  recently  inaugurated  (March  4)  Franklin  D.  Roos. 
evelt  set  about  trying  to  straighten  out  the  American  economy,  which  fr' 
that  time  was  mired  in  the  Depression.  He  called  for  the  Bank  Holiday 
closing  all  banks  until  their  records  could  be  examined  and  their  strengtl 
determined.  Later,  he  forbade  the  paying  out  of  gold  coins  from  Treasur 
holdings,  and  still  later  he  commanded  that  the  banks  and  general  publi., 
surrender  to  the  government  the  gold  coins  they  had. 

This  edict  had  several  results.  First,  overseas  banks  and  financial  interest: 
who  had  reserves  of  double  eagles  from  earlier  times  elected  to  hold  onta 
them  more  tightly  than  ever.  One  thing  they  did  not  want  was  Amencait 
paper  dollars  m exchange.  In  overseas  vaults,  stored  double  eagles  wera 
tucked  away,  some  to  be  melted,  others  to  be  examined  a generation  late 
to  reveal  many  interesting  dates  and  mmtmarks.  Stateside,  the  Treasury 
holdings  were  placed  in  vaults,  without  being  inventoried  as  to  date  ane 
mint,  and,  years  later  in  1937,  were  melted.  As  no  records  were  kept  we  cart 
only  assume  that  the  huge  mintage  of  1931  double  eagles,  for  example,  with 
2,938,250  struck,  largely  went  to  the  melting  pot,  as  examples  are  very  rara 
today,  with  a population  numbering  an  estimated  100  to  125  or  so,  if  that.  It 
IS  likely  that  of  the  mintage  of  1932,  amounting  to  1,101,750  pieces,  none 
were  ever  shipped  overseas  or  given  to  banks,  but  all  were  melted  except  foi 
a small  quantity,  made  available  to  numismatists.  The  1933  double  eagle 
of  which  445,500  were  struck,  is  likely  to  have  been  legal  for  numismarisW 
to  have  owned  (this  being  a big  point  of  dispute  today),  but  m any  eveniJ 
most  of  them  were  later  melted. 

Fortunately  for  numismatic  posterity,  a number  of  employees  at  thet 
Treasury  Department  and  the  Philadelphia  Mint  recognized  circa  1930 
and  1937  that  numismaticaUy  desirable  gold  coins  of  all  kinds,  including 
double  eagles  that  were  scarce  on  the  collectors’  market,  were  going  to  be* 
destroyed.  Accordingly,  they  obtained  common  gold  coins  and  substituted 
them  among  the  pieces  headed  for  melting — ^with  no  net  change  to  the 
Treasury  Department  and,  for  the  people  involved,  some  extra  profit  on  the 
side.  These  numismatic  heroes  made  a beeline  to  New  York  City,  where 
com  dealers  bought  such  otherwise  unobtainable  double  eagles  dated  front 
1929  through  and  including  1933.  Numismatic  interest  in  double  eagles- 
was  not  high  at  the  time,  as  the  Depression  was  still  in  effect,  and  thus  for 
some  of  these  issues  the  pieces  delivered  to  professional  numismatists  iru 
New  York  City  probably  ranged  from  the  dozens  to  just  a few  hundred.. 
If  the  market  had  been  greater,  no  doubt  the  same  dealers  could  have  pur- 
chased and  sold  hundreds  or  thousands  of  such  issues.  These  government; 
employees  also  rescued  many  gold  dollars  and  other  early  rare  coins,  andL 
even  some  octagonal  $50  gold  coins. 

Some  years  later  in  1944,  due  to  the  actions  of  a curmudgeon  named. 
Leland  Howard,  of  the  Treasury  Department,  the  official  action  was  taken 
that  1933-dated  double  eagles  in  collectors’  hands  were  illegal.  The  Secret 
Service  was  dispatched  to  track  them  down  and  to  make  life  difficult  fon 
anyone  holding  such  pieces  or  who  was  suspected  of  selling  them.  Appar- 
ently the  World  War  II  effort  was  going  along  nicely,  and  agents  could  be 
spared  for  such  domestic  harassment  of  coin  collectors  and  dealers. 

A later  study  of  the  matter  by  the  present  writer  (QDB),  Robert  W.  Ju- 
lian, and  other  students  has  delineated  clearly  that  William  H.  Woodm,  one 
of  America’s  leading  numismatists  with  a background  gold  coins  in  1933, 
and  also  Roosevelt  s first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  could  reasonably  have 
exchanged  1933  double  eagles,  perfectly  legally,  with  anyone  who  inquired.  ! 
There  are  other  ramifications,  not  relevant  to  the  present  text. 

After  the  recall  of  double  eagles  by  Roosevelt  in  1933-1934,  numis- 
matists and  others  perked  up  their  interest  in  collecting  gold  coins,  which  ; 
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could  be  done  by  purcbasiiig  them  from  dealers.  It  was  not  illegal  for  a 
numismatist  to  bold  pieces  of  interest  or  importance,  although  the  general 
public  was  not  allowed  to  do  so.  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  the  famous  Baltimore 
collector  who  began  his  interest  in  numismatics  about  1925,  jumped  into 
collecting  gold  with  vigor,  as  did  Floyd  Starr  of  Philadelphia,  and  a few 
others.  By  1940  probably  at  least  several  dozen  collectors  were  interested 
in  saving  double  eagles  by  date  and  mint.  In  addition,  far  more  collected 
basic  types.  The  MCMVII,  an  icon  ever  since  its  mintage,  remained 
popular  throughout,  and  many  were  the  buyers  of  such  coins  who  simply 
liked  this  work  of  numismatic  art,  but  who  did  not  collect  other  double 
eagles  in  the  series. 

Double  Eagles  Become  Popular  to  Collect 

During  World  War  II,  cash  was  common  and  commodities  were  scarce 
on  the  domestic  market.  Inflation  set  in,  and  prices  rose.  Double  eagles 
were  a convenient  way  to  hold  gold,  as  Americans  were  forbidden  from 
buying  ingots  or  gold  in  bulk.  Twenty-dollar  gold  pieces  rose  in  price  while, 
at  the  same  time,  many  people  started  forming  collections.  By  1950  the 
collecting  of  this  denomination  was  a solid  part  of  American  numismatic 
activity,  with  interest  in  all  issues  from  1850  onward.  The  Samt-Gaudens 
series  from  1907  through  1933  formed  a special  focus.  The  key  issues  were 
by  then  recognized  as  the  1920-S,  1921,  branch  mint  issues  of  1924  and 
later,  and  all  coins  1929  to  1933.  Interestingly,  the  1927-D,  recognized  as 
the  rarest  issue  today  (and  not  present  in  the  Springdale  Collection)  did  not 
attract  particular  notice  in  the  numismatic  market  of  the  1940s. 

In  the  postwar  era,  overseas  vaults  were  inspected,  and  many  treasures 
were  found,  including  such  issues  as  1926-S,  earlier  considered  so  rare  that 
only  three  or  so  existed,  but  m time  discovered  to  the  extent  of  hundreds 
of  pieces.  James  F.  Kelly,  the  well-known  Dayton,  Ohio  dealer,  was  at 
the  forefront  of  tapping  overseas  sources.  Today  with  most  foreign  vaults 
examined,  with  certification  services  keeping  track  of  the  number  of  pieces 
submitted  for  grading,  and  other  data,  it’s  possible  to  sort  out  what  is  rare 
and  what  is  not.  The  wTiter’s  study,  A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Double 
Eagles,  published  by  Whitman,  gives  much  detail  concerning  this  history, 
together  with  information  about  the  estimated  rarity  of  each  issue. 

A Remarkable  Letter 

Several  years  ago  Dr.  George  J.  Fuld  sent  the  writer  a copy  of  a letter 
that  he  had  obtained  from  our  mutual  friend  Bdchard  A.  Eliasberg  during 
a visit  to  the  latter’s  office.  Permission  was  granted  to  use  it,  and  I do  so 
forthwith.  Somehow,  I had  missed  this  when  looking  through  Eliasberg 
correspondence  earlier.

Dear  Louis: 

Several  weeks  ago  I went  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  had  a 
conference  with  the  Assistant  Director  and  told  him  I would  like  certain  statistics 
on  the  issue  of  double  eagles.  My  curiosity  was  aroused  by  the  scarcity  of  the 
1921  and  some  other  coins  of  which  from  half  a million  to  more  than  a million 
were  struck. 

I was  told  that  the  true  record  would  be,  not  the  number  struck,  but  the 
number  “put  out”;  that  is,  actually  issued  from  the  producing  mints,  all  the  rest 
having  gone  to  the  melt  and  of  course  very  possibly  some  of  those  put  out  went 
to  the  melt  also.  This  was  the  nearest  way  of  arriving  at  the  scarcity  of  certain 
things  you  and  I are  interested  in. 

After  having  allowed  several  weeks  to  elapse,  I again  went  to  the  Assistant 
Director’s  office.  Fie  was  busily  engaged  in  some  official  conferences  as  I personally 
saw,  but  he  sent  word  to  me  and  was  kind  enough  to  order  the  whole  correspon- 
dence which  had  resulted  from  my  inquiries,  to  be  put  in  my  hands. 

I spent  much  more  than  an  hour  in  carefully  going  over  all  these  records  with 


the  following  result: 

Of  the  1921  Philadelphia  double  eagle,  only  25  coins  were  put  out.  So  there 
we  have  a perfect  record  of  rarity.  The  rest  went  to  the  melt. 

The  1929  which  is  a very  scarce  coin  presented  a different  picture  for  of  these 
25,170  were  put  out. 

But  the  1931  and  1932  double  eagles  have  good  reason  for  their  scarcity  for 
of  the  1931  Philadelphia  only  45  were  put  out,  and  of  the  1932  Philadelphia  only 
110  were  issued. 

As  to  the  Denver  mint,  the  records  apparently  were  in  bad  shape  as  far  as 
answering  my  query  was  concerned.  It  was  stated  that  it  would  take  a year  to 
provide  the  information  whereupon  Mrs.  Ross,  the  Director,  because  of  the  rush 
of  work  there,  told  the  Denver  Mint  to  forego  the  matter. 

From  the  San  Francisco  Mint  a better  report  was  provided.  The  interesting 
things  there  were  that  of  the  1922-S,  21,250  were  put  out;  of  the  scarce  1924-S, 
259,000  were  put  out;  of  the  1925-S  which  we  know  to  be  much  more  common, 
a total  of  454,700  were  put  out.  In  the  later  “S”  dates,  however,  the  story  was 
different.  Of  the  1926-S,  2,500  were  put  out;  of  the  1927-S,  3,750;  and  of  the 
1930-S,  3,250  were  put  out. 

As  the  report  gave  not  only  the  number  struck  of  the  various  issues  but  the 
number  put  out  of  each  issue,  and  gave  the  total  amount  as  struck  in  dollars,  I was 
able  to  check  list  by  list  and  this  I did  with  certainty  so  that  my  information  would 
be  correct  and  I was  given  abundant  time  to  do  it  in. 

Of  course  it  is  understood  that  starting  with  the  number  actually  put  out 
by  each  mint,  not  only  were  all  the  rest  melted  into  gold  bars,  but  ultimately  in 
many  instances  large  numbers  of  certain  dates  of  various  issues  of  those  put  out, 
also  went  to  the  melting  pot  because  they  were  held  by  banks  and  sub-treasuries 
as  cash  reserves  and  when  the  order  came  for  melting  they  were  shot  back  to  the 
nearest  mint  to  join  in  the  melt.  Furthermore,  coins  held  by  great  numbers  of 
smaller  banks  throughout  the  country  were  at  once  returned  to  the  nearest  mint 
for  similar  melting. 

The  information  was  very  valuable  to  me  as  a student  of  the  subject  and  1 
thought  it  might  be  to  you,  hence  I fuLfiU  my  promise  as  made  Thursday  last. 
Incidentally,  I have  imparted  this  information  to  no  one  except  my  friends  Max 
Mehl  and  the  Stacks  although  I beheve  I did  teUJohn  Zug  about  the  limited  number 
of  192rs  (25  pieces  only)  in  justification  of  the  scarcity  of  that  coin.

The  preceding  letter  is  remarkable.  The  next  edition  of  my  study  for 
Whitman  Publishing  Company,  A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Gold  Double 
Eagles,  will  include  the  preceding  information,  with  due  credit  to  Messrs. 
Eliasberg  and  Fuld.  Regarding  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green,  he  is  an  icon  in  the 
field,  and  the  1949  sale  of  his  rare  double  eagles,  by  B.  Max  Mehl,  was  a 
sensation  at  the  time.  Details  are  given  in  my  aforementioned  book. 

The  above  numbers,  as  startling  and  as  important  as  they  are,  do  not 
constitute  the  bottom  line,  for  additional  rarities  were  rescued  from  the 
melting  pot  by  enlightened  Treasury  Department  employees,  as  noted 
above.  However,  these  figures  are  far  more  meaningful  than  the  mintages. 
Net  distribution  numbers  are  always  useful,  and  it  is  noted  that  in  the  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  it  is  only  these  figures  that  are  given  for  com- 
memorative coins,  not  the  original  mintages. 

The  Springdale  Collection 

The  Springdale  Collection  is  remarkable  for  its  scope,  or  near  complete- 
ness, having  all  of  the  issues  from  1907  through  1933  except  for  1927-D 
and  1933.  Over  a long  period  of  years,  only  a few  cabinets  with  this  degree 
of  completion  have  ever  been  offered  for  sale.  Beyond  that,  quality  comes 
to  the  fore.  With  relatively  few  exceptions,  each  example  is  a showpiece  of 
Its  date,  mint,  and  certified  grade.  Accordingly,  if  the  Springdale  Collec- 
tion has,  for  example,  an  MS-64,  it  is  likely  that  in  the  marketplace  if  ten 
other  MS-64  coins  could  be  examined,  then  ranked  for  aesthetic  appeal, 
the  Springdale  coin  would  be  at  the  top  of  the  list.

Of  the  issue,  an  estimated 
4,000  pieces  were  struck  with  a “flat”  rim,  with  the  balance  having 
a partial  (never  full)  wire  rim. 


Notes  on  the  Design 

With  the  MCMVII  High  Reliefissue  the  Mint  created  a double  eagle  of 
unprecedented  beauty. 

Miss  Liberty  is  portrayed  as  a woman  striding  toward  the  viewer,  with  the 
resplendent  rays  of  the  sun  behind.  (The  Indian  head,  considered  briefly,  found 
use  on  the  $10  com  instead).  In  her  left  hand  (viewer’s  right)  is  a torch  held 
aloft,  and  in  her  right  hand  is  an  olive  branch.  The  Capitol  building  smaU  in 
size,  can  be  seen  at  lower  left.  The  date  is  given  in  Roman  numerals,  MCMVII,, 
a classic  influence.  Below  the  date  the  monogram  of  Saint-Gaudens  appears’ 
boldly.  Above  the  head  is  the  word  LIBERTY,  and  around  the  border  are  46 
stars  representing  the  state  of  the  Union. 

The  motiffor  the  obverse  was  taken  from  Samt-Gaudens’  much  acclaimed 
figure  ofVictory,  a part  of  the  Sherman  Victory  Monument  completed  in  1903 
tor  Central  Park,  New  York  City,  easily  visible  today  from  the  front  steps  of  the 
Plaza  Hotel.  Before  the  motif  used  on  the  coin  was  decided  upon,  a number 
ofvariations  were  attempted,  including  a figure  ofVictory  with  angelic  wings. 
Victory  IS  said  to  have  been  inspired  by  Saint-Gaudens’  model  and  bed-romp 
companion,  Hettie  Anderson,  and  her  visage  is  also  to  be  seen  on  the  $10  piece 
of  1907,  but  in  a close-up  view. 

Over  the  years  Miss  Liberty  on  this  com  has  been  called  Victory  and 
Fame. 

The  reverse  of  the  MCMVII  $20  depicts  a flying  eagle  with  the  sun  below 
and  an  inscription  above.  Saint-Gaudens  borrowed  this  from  the  1856-1858 
Flying  Eagle  cent  design.  Thus  the  reverse  is  a copy  ofjames  B.  Longacre’s 
Flying  Eagle  cent,  but  this,  in  turn,  was  a copy  of  the  eagle  created  by  Christian 
Gobrecht  for  use  on  the  1836  silver  dollar. 

As  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  died  on  August  3,  1907,  it  is  perhaps  relevant 
to  mention  that  he  never  hved  to  see  any  of  the  11,250  “regular”  High  Relief 
pieces  made  for  circulation,  the  striking  of  which  took  place  in  December 
1907  andjanuary  1908. 

Many  numismatists  today  consider  Samt-Gaudens’  MCMVII  design  to  be 
the  most  beautiful  ever  used  on  a regularly  circulated  American  coinage. 

It  is  a tribute  to  Saint-Gaudens  that  when  the  Mint  in  1986  decided  to 
create  buUion-type  gold  coins,  it  could  not  improve  upon  what  Saint-Gaudens 
did  m 1907,  and  it  resurrected  his  design,  even  using  updated  Roman  numerals 
It  IS  perhaps  a sad  commentary  that  the  Mint  can  do  no  better  than  recycle 
some  of  the  superb  designs  of  the  past.  We  also  have  the  Liberty  Walking  hall 
dollar  motif  by  A.W.  Weinman  reproduced  on  silver  buUion  coins,  and  Jamei 
Earle  Fraser  s 1913  bison/buftalo  repeated  to  a fare  thee  well,  including  on 
forthcoming  gold  bullion  coins. 

In  the  meantime,  in  a direct  link  with  the  past,  the  present  Springdale 
Collection  MCMVII  is  a classic  original,  a numismatic  treasure.

A series  of 
nicks  cross  the  torso  and  account  for  the  grade,  but  the  placement 
is  such  that  they  are  not  immediately  distracting  and  the  benefit  is 
that  the  fields  are  cleaner  than  often  seen  for  this  grade.  This  is  the 
type  without  motto  on  the  reverse,  the  style  continued  through 
the  first  part  of  1908. 

Regarding  the  lack  of  the  traditional  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
motto  on  the  new  coins,  an  explanation  from  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  datelined  Washington,  November  12,  1907,  stated, 
in  part; 

When  the  question  of  the  new  coinage  came  up  we  looked 
into  the  law  and  found  there  was  no  warrant  therein  for  putting  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  coins.  As  the  custom,  although  without 
legal  warrant,  had  grown  up,  however,  1 might  have  felt  at  liberty 
to  keep  the  inscription  had  I approved  of  its  being  on  the  coinage. 
But  as  I did  not  approve  ofit,  I did  not  direct  that  it  should  again  be 
put  on.  Of  course  the  matter  of  the  law  is  absolutely  in  the  hands 
ot  Congress,  and  any  direction  of  Congress  in  the  matter  will  be 
immediately  obeyed.  At  present,  as  I have  said,  there  is  no  warrant 
in  law  for  the  inscription. 

My  own  feeling  in  the  matter  is  due  to  my  very  firm  convic- 
tion that  to  put  such  a motto  on  coins  or  to  use  it  in  any  kindred 
manner,  not  only  does  no  good  but  does  positive  harm,  and  is  in 
effect  irreverence  which  comes  dangerously  close  to  sacrilege.  A 
beautiful  and  solemn  sentence  such  as  the  one  in  question  should 
be  treated  and  uttered  with  that  fine  reverence  which  necessarily 
implies  a certain  exultation  of  spirit 

With  regard  to  its  use  on  the  coinage,  we  have  actual  experience 
by  which  to  go.  In  all  my  life  I have  never  heard  any  human  being 
speak  reverently  of  this  motto  on  the  coins,  or  show  any  signs  of 
its  having  appealed  to  any  high  emotion  in  him,  but  I have  literally 
hundreds  of  times  heard  it  used  as  an  occasion  of,  and  incitement 
to  the  sneering  ridicule  which  it  is  above  all  things  undesirable  that 
so  beautiful  and  exalted  a phrase  should  excite. 

For  example,  throughout  the  long  contest  extending  over 
several  decades  on  the  free  coinage  question,  the  existence  of  this 
motto  on  the  coins  was  a constant  source  ofjest  and  ridicule,  and 
this  was  unavoidable.  Everyone  must  remember  the  innumerable 
cartoons  and  articles  based  on  phrases  like  Tn  God  We  Trust  For 
The  Eight  Cents,’  Tn  God  We  Trust  For  The  Short  Weight,’  Tn 
God  We  Trust  For  The  37  Cents  We  Do  Not  Pay,’  etc.,  etc.  Surely 
I am  well  within  bounds  when  I say  that  a use  of  the  phrase  which 
invites  constant  levity  of  this  type  is  most  undesirable. . . . 

The  president’s  sentiments  notwithstanding.  Congress  restored 
the  motto  in  1908. 


Notes  on  Grading 

Somewhat  scarce  in  the  1950s,  by  the  1960s  this  was  a very  plentiful 
date  in  European  bank  hoards.  However,  over  the  years  it  became  less  so — as 
examples  were  brought  to  America  and  marketed.  Later,  in  the  1990s,  a 
large  cache  was  found.  Today  the  1907  Arabic  Numerals  variety  stands  as 
one  of  the  more  plentiful  Mint  State  varieties  of  the  Type  V Saint-Gaudens 
double  eagle,  but  is  far  outdistanced  in  availability  by  the  1908  No  Motto. 


While  MS-64  and  MS-65  specimens  are  plentiful,  there  are  far  more  1907s 
in  lower  Mint  State  grades.  The  certification  service  data  do  not  reflect  this, 
as  the  higher  graded  pieces  attract  the  most  attention,  (irading  of  all  double- 
eagles  of  the  1907-1908  No  Motto  type  is  difficult  regarding  differentiation 
within  the  Mint  State  level,  and  wide  differences  of  opinion  sometimes  occur 
regarding  a given  specimen.

2742  1908  No  Motto.  MS-65  (NGC).  Brilliant  yellow  gold  with 
especially  lustrous  surfaces,  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  minted.  The 
eye  appeal  is  considerably  nicer  than  often  seen  on  this  issue,  and 
thus  it  is  probably  not  from  the  famous  Wells  Fargo  Hoard.  The 
tone  of  the  gold  is  a bit  richer  than  normally  seen.  Not  a rarity  in 
the  series,  but  a delightful  specimen. 

Numismatic  Notes 

The  May  1908  issue  of  The  Numismatist  told  of  an  intense  effort  to  coin 
double  eagles:  “The  rush  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  turn  out  $60  million 
in  gold  coins  in  three  months  is  making  things  hum  in  the  big  establishment 
at  17th  and  Spring  Garden  streets.  The  coins  that  are  being  turned  out  are  of 
the  double  eagle  denomination,  and  when  the  job  shall  have  been  finished 
there  wiU  be  three  million  more  $20  gold  pieces  than  there  were  before  it 
was  started.  In  the  vaults  of  the  n-iint  there  are  already  stored  close  to  $200 
miUion  of  gold  that  is  in  circulation,  yet  is  not.  Against  this  $200  million  the 
Treasury  at  Washington  has  issued  Gold  Certificates,  which  do  the  real  work 
of  the  gold  coin.” 

In  1992  David  W.  Akers  wrote  that  the  1908  No  Motto  was  the  most 
plentiful  Saint-Gaudens  $20  from  the  standpoint  of  auction  appearances,  but 
it  was  his  estimate  that  the  1924  and  1927  were  more  common  in  terms  of 
pieces  extant.  Years  ago  in  the  1960s  the  market  was  swimming  in  Philadelphia 
Mint  dates  from  the  mid-1920s,  but  the  1908  No  Motto  was  not  particularly 
plentiful.  Today  the  1908  No  Motto  $20  is  extremely  plentiful  in  choice  and 
gem  Mint  State,  this  being  true  ever  since  the  1940s  when  such  coins  were 
available  in  many  auction  sales  and  through  private  purchases  from  dealers. 
The  highly-publicized  “Wells  Fargo  Hoard,”  distributed  in  numismatic 
circles  in  1997-1998,  brought  to  market  thousands  of  gems  as  part  of  a hoard 
ot  19,900  coins  that  came  to  light  through  the  efforts  of  Ron  Gillio  (details 
of  this  hoard  will  be  found  in  ,4  Guide  Booh  of  United  States  Double  Eagles). 
The  majority  (but  not  all)  were  certified  by  PCGS.  By  January  2000,  over 
17,500  had  been  sold. 

How  lucky  we  are  that  his  essential  “type  coin”  is  available  to  one  and  aU. 
How  many  are  there?  No  one  knows  for  sure.  In  A Guide  Book  of  United  States 
Double  Eagles  we  estimated  7()(),000  to  1 ,000,000  circulated  examples,  and  for 
Mint  State,  including  the  Wells  Fargo  Hoard,  150,000  to  250,000+.

Well 
struck  details.  A very  choice  example.  The  D mintmark  is  very 
wde,  as  on  all  of  this  issue.  The  1908-D  is  the  only  branch  mint 
variety  ot  the  type.  The  variety  carries  away  top  honors  for  scarcity 
among  tw'enties  ot  the  No  Motto  type,  with  just  12,500  to  17,500 
Mint  State  coins  estimated  to  exist. 

Indeed,  this  was  recognized  years  ago,  as,  for  example,  by  B. 
Max  Mehl  in  hisjanuary  1942  offering  of  the  W.L.  Bowlus,  George 
W.  Curtis,  and  Paul  C.  Buetow  Collections,  Lot  1277:  “1908-D 
Denver  Mint.  Variety  without  motto.  Perfect  Uncirculated  with 
full  mint  luster.  Very  scarce  so  choice.”

overtones.  Pdchly  lustrous  surfaces  with  a fine  satiny  finish  under 
magnification.  Signs  of  handling  are  seen  on  the  highest  points  of 
the  obverse,  but  the  marks  are  few  and  none  are  serious  in  nature. 
As  the  mintage  of  156,258  might  suggest,  today  the  1908  With 
Motto  twenty  is  on  the  scarce  side.  It  is  likely  that  most  of  these 
were  kept  stateside  and  not  exported.  We  estimate  that  about  5,000 
to  7,500  Mint  State  coins  are  known,  with  slightly  more  than  that 
existing  showing  signs  of  circulation.  Also  quite  noteworthy  is  the 
fact  that  NGC  has  graded  fewer  than  a dozen  pieces  finer  than  this 
piece. 

In  his  sale  of  April  1922,  dealer  Thomas  L.  Elder  recognized 
the  scarcity  of  the  issue  at  even  this  early  time.  Note  also  the  use 
of  the  term  “Mint  state,”  familiar  then,  but  not  as  often  used  as 
“Uncirculated”; 

Lot  1360:  “1908  Low  relief  Saint-Gaudens.  Rx.  In  God  We 
Trust  below  rays  under  eagle.  Mint  state.  Scarce  condition.” 


Notes  on  the  Motto 

The  Numismatist,  August  1908,  carried  news  to  the  effect  that  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  would  appear  on  the  $10  and  $20  coins  that  wiU  be  struck  after 
the  resumption  of  coinage  operations  at  the  mints  on  August  1.  The  motto 
had  been  used  last  on  the  Coronet  Head  $20  pieces  of  1907.  When  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  pieces,  MCMVII  as  well  as  1907  and  1908  dated  varieties,  were 
made,  they  lacked  the  motto,  in  response  to  President  Theodore  Roosevelt’s 
directive  that  they  not  be  used.  Roosevelt  felt  that  using  the  name  of  the  Deity 
on  circulating  coinage  was  a sacrilege. 
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Congress  restored  the  motto,  as  noted,  and  coins  minted  after  August  1 
to  the  end  of  the  design  type  in  1933.  Double  eagles  ol 
1908  through  1911  have  46  obverse  stars , and  those  min  ted  from  1 9 1 2 to  1 933 
have  48,  reflective  of  new  states  added  to  the  Union.  While  these  different 
star  counts  should  be  considered  as  different  design  types,  numismatists  have 
ipored  the  difference.  The  two  new  stars  were  added  at  the  lower  right  of 
the  coin.  The  position  of  the  other  46  stars  was  not  changed.

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1908-D  Motto.  MS-65  (PCGS).  A well  struck  example  with 
deep,  rich  lustre.  Delicate  orange-gold  toning  can  be  seen  on  both 
Sides.  A visual  treat.  Of  this  issue  349,500  were  minted.  Today, 
circulated  examples  are  plentiful  enough — ’’common  date”  sta- 
tus—but  Mint  State  coins  are  somewhat  scarce.  We  estimate  that 
about  7,500  to  12,500  to  so  exist,  the  vast  majority  of  which  are 
below  the  gem  level  com  offered  here.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
grading  scale  it  is  important  to  note  that  PCGS  has  graded  only  20 
examples  finer  than  the  present  coin. 

At  the  Denver  Mint,  double  eagles  of  this  type  were  first  struck 
on  July  31,  1908.  All  have  a wide  D mintmark  similar  to  that  used 
on  the  earlier  type  of  this  year.

Brilliant,  lustrous,  with  a rich  honey  gold 
tone.  The  piece  is  well  struck,  with  good  definition  of  the  central 
details.  The  first  appearance  is  that  of  a considerably  finer  grade  as 
the  obverse  fields  in  particular  are  as  mark-free  as  many  coins  seen 
graded  in  the  gem  category.  Some  well  hidden  abrasions  on  the 
obverse  high  points  account  for  the  grade  assigned,  but  again,  the 
coin  offers  much  more  in  terms  of  aesthetic  appeal  than  one  would 
expect  for  the  grade.  Suffice  it  to  say,  we  feel  that  this  is  a “high 
end”  example,  all  things  considered.  With  a mintage  ofjust  22,000 
pieces,  this  holds  the  record  of  the  lowest  production  of  any  coin  in 
the  Saint-Gaudens  series.  Fortunately  for  everyone  concerned,  it  is 
likely  that  many  if  not  most  were  released  into  domestic  circulation 
at  the  time  of  issue,  probably  with  a small  number  sent  overseas. 
Mint  State  examples  are  few  and  far  between  and  are  estimated  only 
in  the  hundreds  of  extant  specimens,  perhaps  making  it  about  ten 
times  rarer  than  the  famous  MCMVII  twenty.

Light  honey  gold  surfaces  with  a hint  of 
orange.  Deeply  lustrous  with  a few  scattered  light  bagmarks  and 
small  nicks  near  the  branch  that  would  serve  to  identify  this  piece. 
Nicely  struck.  This  overdate,  the  only  such  error  in  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagle  series,  is  bold  enough  to  be  seen  with  the 
naked  eye.  Discovered  by  Edgar  H.  Adams  soon  after  such  pieces 
were  minted,  the  variety  was  publicized  in  its  time,  only  to  lapse 
into  obscurity  for  a quarter  century,  until  it  was  rediscovered  in 
the  1930s,  then  hailed  as  a completely  new  variety.  The  overdate 
was  created  not  by  punching  one  four-digit  date  logotype  over 
another,  but  by  punching  a hub  die  dated  1909  into  a working  die 
made  earlier,  dated  1908.  Most  probably  the  1908  die  had  not  yet 
been  hardened,  permitting  the  new  date  to  be  entered  without  a 
problem.  The  1909/8  overdate  exists  in  fair  numbers  today,  and 
examples  can  be  readily  collected,  although  at  MS-63  or  higher 
they  are  quite  elusive. 

Numismatic  Notes  on  the  Overdate 

The  May-June  1910  issue  ofThe  Numismatist  included  this  item  by  Edgar 
H.  Adams:  “Overstruck  dates  are  those  where  the  die  of  one  year  has  been 
altered  to  do  service  for  the  succeeding  one.  The  last  figure  in  the  date  is 
usually  gouged  out  and  replaced  by  the  new  one,  but  seldom  is  this  operation 
conducted  so  skillfully  that  traces  of  it  are  not  left.  Of  course  the  reason  for 
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this  IS  to  save  inonoN-  ,n  the  making  of  the  dies,  and  the  practice  has  bv  no 
means  been  abandoned  altogether,  for  careful  scrutiny  of  the  Samt-Gaudens 
b-0  piece  ot  1909  will  reveal  traces  ofes'hat  seems  to  h.ivc  been  the  alteration 
ot  the  figure  8 to  9," 

The  1909/8  overdate  S20  would  subsequently  have  the  status  of  being  the 
only  overdated  com  among  Samt-Gaudens  issues  of  that  denomination.^ 
od,iy  we  know  that  the  master  die  contained  the  full  date,  1908  or  1909 
as  the  case  may  be.  The  most  likely  scenario  is  that  an  already  made  1908 
working  die  was  impressed  by  a 1909  master  die,  neatly  creating  the  overdate. 

ere  was  no  gouging  or  alteration  ot  the  date  figures;  one  simply  appeared 
over  the  other. 

At  the  time,  Adams  was  in  the  forefront  of  numismatic  research.  His 
smdies  ot  private  and  territorial  gold  coins,  published  serially  in  the  American 
Journal  of  Numismatics  a few  years  earlier,  still  stand  today  as  definitive  sources 
ot  intormation.  With  his  friend  William  H.  Woodin,  Adams  studied  patterns 
caretully,  and  m 1913  Adams  provided  the  photographs  while  Woodin  wrote 
the  text  tor  the  first  book  published  on  that  topic.  His  mind  knew  no  rigid 
boundaries,  and  m the  pages  of  The  Numismatist  he  was  apt  to  skip  from^an 
arcane  topic  such  as  colonial  copies  made  in  the  1860s  by  James  A.  Bolen, 
to  the  Proof  1838  SIO  piece,  to  pattern  1879  and  1880  $4  Stellas— and  just 
about  everything  in  between.  Adams’  “dayjob”  was  as  a newspaper  reporter 
tor  the  New  York  Sun.  However,  it  seems  that  numismatics  must  have  taken 
much  ot  his  spare  time,  for  he  wrote  monographs,  columns,  and  helped  with 
dealer  catalogues  (such  as  those  published  by  Wayte  Raymond  and  the  U.S. 
Com  Company).  By  1920,  Adams’  energy  seems  to  have  petered  out,  for  his 
book  on  American  tokens  of  that  date  is  rather  “thin”  and  cannot  stand  careflil 
comparison  with  his  magisterial  efforts  of  years  earlier  on  private  gold  coinage. 
In  the  1920s  Adams  was  heard  from  sporadically,  and  in  the  1930s  certain  of 
his  studies  relating  to  early  gold  coins  were  pubhshed  m The  Coin  Collectors' 
Journal,  by  Wayte  Raymond. 

As  sometimes  happens,  Adams’  May-June  1910  report  of  the  overdated 
1909/8  double  eagle  seems  to  have  been  forgotten. 

The  Coin  Collector'sjournal,  May-June  1943,  contained  a discussion  by  Abe 
Kosoffofthe  1909/8,  “ofwhich  five  copies  had  been  discovered.”  An  illustra- 
tion of  the  variety  was  printed.  Interest  m modern  overdates  was  minimal  on 
the  part  of  collectors,  and  few  cared  which  varieties  existed.  After  this  notice 
demand  tor  the  overdate  multiplied.  Until  that  time,  it  was  virtuaUy  unknown 
to  current  dealers  and  collectors. 

Philosophy  was  much  different  in  1943  than  it  is  today,  and  most  dealers 
had  little  in  the  way  ofa  reference  library,  and  only  rarely  consulted  old  cata- 
logues and  periodicals.  Even  great  rarities  were  apt  to  be  featured  in  auction 
catalogues  with  simply  a one-hne  description.  Most  cataloguing  was  apt  to 
be  done  by  consulting  one  or  two  references,  then  writing  a few  words.  The 
idea  ofponng  through  past  auction  catalogues  to  extract  relevant  information 
for  descriptive  use  was  virmally  unknown,  except  for  dealers  citing  their  own 
catalogues  (e.g.,  often  done  by  B.  Max  Mehl). 

Although  B.  Max  Mehl  could  wield  a pen  with  awesome  flourishes  during 
that  era,  laurels  tor  truly  authoritative  cataloguing  must  go  to  John  J.  Ford, 
Jr.,  who  joined  the  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company  in  1950,  and  who  by 
1952  was  creating  auction  descriptions  that  went  beyond  name,  rank  and  serial 
number— numismatically  equal  to  date,  mintmark,  and  grade.  Walter  Breen 
was  on  the  staff  and  did  many  of  the  basic  descriptions,  awaiting  finessing  by 
Ford.  Even  a common,  ordinary  com,  if  described  by  Ford,  could  become  an 
object  of  possession  and  desire.  The  present  writer  remembers  this  era  well, 
beginning  a year  or  two  later.  By  1955,  the  New  Netherlands  catalogues  were 
kept  at  the  elbow  ofjust  about  anyone  belonging  to  the  increasing  number 
of  collectors  and  dealers  who  were  interested  in  history  and  romance  apart 
from  grades  and  catalogue  values.  At  the  same  time,  Walter  Breen  was  just 
coimng  on  stream  with  his  research,  publishing  actively  in  the  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  Magazine  and  doing  cataloguing  and  other  work  for  New  Nether- 
lands. However,  Breen  was  often  myopic,  and  after  consulting  a small  group 
of  catalogues  he  would  pronounce  a certain  price  record  or  rarity  status.  It 
seems  that  the  entire  corpus  of  20th-century  catalogues  by  Thomas  L.  Elder, 
laden  with  many  great  rarities,  was  skimmed  only  lightly  and  partially  by 
Breen.  Today,  while  scholars  greatly  appreciate  Breen’s  efforts  and  credit  him 
with  an  awakening  interest  in  numismatic  research  in  the  1950s,  his  policy 
of  interjecting  opinions  and  guesses  when  facts  were  scarce  has  made  it  a 
challenge  for  present-day  students  to  separate  fact  from  fiction.  Not  making 
matters  easier  was  Breen’s  willingness  to  write  letters  of  “authenticity,”  for  a 
fee,  such  as  calling  certain  coins  “Proof’  that  modern  scholars  believe  were 
simply  prooflike  circulation  strikes. 

In  1944.  the  1909/8  was  added  to  Wayte  Raymond’s  Standard  Catalogue  of 
United  States  Coins.  Beginning  in  1945  it  was  added  to  Whitman’s  Handbook  of 


Coim-.  WhenH  Cuide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  was  first  publishc.l 
in  1946  (with  a cover  date  of  1947)  the  variety  was  listed  as  well.  Beginning 
with  the  1972  edition  the  variety  was  pictured.  ^ 

In  November  1947,  Stack’s  description  of  the  Mason  Williams  CoUection 
com  reflected  that  this  was  still  considered  to  be  a key  issue:  Lot  1403:  “1909 
over  8 Strictly  Very  Fine  and  rare,  commanding  a high  price.” 

Years  later  overdates  would  become  an  important  part  of  numismatics 
and  stocks  of  double  eagles  would  be  searched  to  reveal  many  examples  of 
this  fascinating  variety.  Throughout  the  1970s,  choice  Mint  State  coins  were 
quite  rare.  Then  in  the  1980s  it  seems  that  quite  a few  were  found  in  overseas 
holdings,  the  details  of  which  are  unknown.  Today  in  2006  it  is  a staple  in  the 
double  eagle  series,  a coin  that  everyone  wants  to  own.

A splendid  example  of  this  somewhat  scarce 
Philadelphia  Mint  issue.  Original  mint  frost,  pale  yellow  gold  with 
a hint  ol  rich  orange  toning  blended  nicely  across  the  surfaces.  A 
pristine  piece  that  has  never  been  dipped  or  brightened,  and  held 
from  the  gem  category  by  a number  of  scattered  bagmarks,  none 
ofwhich  IS  particularly  noteworthy.  It  has  been  a matter  of  discus- 
sion as  to  whether  the  “perfect  date”  1909,  as  here,  is  scarcer  than 
the  1909/8  overdate.  As  both  are  somewhat  scarce,  and  as  both  are 
needed  to  complete  a set,  the  matter  may  be  moot.  It  is  likely  that 
m the  original  distribution,  most  remained  stateside. 

Among  early  issues  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series  this  is  one  of  the 
scarcest  at  the  MS-64  level.  The  present  Springdale  coin  is  a notable 
opportunity  to  combine  high  grade  and  superb  eye  appeal.

Sharply  struck,  brilliant,  and  with  bold 
satiny  lustre  on  both  sides.  A small  scrape  is  noted  at  the  end  of 
the  torch,  but  this  is  not  too  distracting  and  aside  from  a few  light 
bagmarks  the  surfaces  are  rather  clean.  The  strike,  again,  is  sharp 
and  a key  feature  of  this  piece.  Stunning  eye  appeal  is  likewise  a 
welcomed  asset — this  being  one  of  the  finest  we  have  ever  seen 
from  this  standpoint,  certainly  an  outstanding  example  among  the 
relatively  few  that  have  been  certified  at  this  level  or  higher.  Even 
considering  the  rather  small  population  report  statistics  on  this  date 
in  gem  quality,  the  superb  aesthetic  appeal  of  this  coin  projects  its 
desirability  far  beyond  that  of  an  ordinary  certified  MS-65  coin. 
We  expect  a lot  of  competition  among  advanced  specialists! 

This  variety  normally  occurs  with  a wide  D mintmark  as  used 
on  the  coinage  of  1908.  See  our  notes  below.

About  the  D Mintmark 

One  variety  of  the  1909-D  double  eagle  has  a large  D mintmark  over  a 
small  D.  We  first  identified  this  when  cataloging  the  Norweb  Collection  coin 
in  1998.  Under  magnification,  to  the  right  of  the  mintmark  is  seen  a veritable 
“bird’s  nest”  of  curly  lines,  raised  lines  in  the  coin,  indicating  that  these  Hnes 
were  in  the  die — a quite  fascinating  situation.  Under  magnification,  there 
appears  a tiny  D mintmark  under  the  regular-sized  letter.  It  is  likely  that  this 


tiny  1)  was  punched  by  error;  this  mistake  was  noted,  and  an  effort  was  made 
to  grind  away  the  surface  so  as  to  efface  the  error.  Some  of  these  grinding 
marks  are  what  remain  today  as  curlicues.  Then  the  regular-sized  wide  D 
mintmark  was  ovcrpunched.  This  is  added  to  add  to  the  story,  so  to  speak, 
but  the  present  piece  bears  the  normal  D mintmark,  (The  small  D became 
standard  on  double  eagles  in  1911 ,)

lustrous  and  highly  attractive.  A very  high  quality  specimen  with 
excellent  eye  appieal,  this  being  characteristic  in  general  of  the  pres- 
ent collection,  though  more  specifically  the  fresh  appearance  of  this 
coin  reminds  us  ol  the  Eliasberg  specimen  we  recently  sold.  While 
that  com  had  no  specific  pedigree  beyond  the  Eliasberg  Collection, 
there  is  a good  chance  that  it  was  acquired  directly  from  the  U.S. 
Mint  by  a dealer  or  collector  in  1909.  While  in  MS-65  the  1909- 
S is  not  a rarity,  it  rapidly  becomes  one  in  higher  grades.  PCGS 
has  graded  only  five  examples  finer  than  MS-65.  Either  way,  the 
combination  of  this  grade  attribution  plus  good  eye  appeal  applies 
to  a minority  of  specimens.

Higher  grade  pieces  such  as  the  one  offered  here  are  scarcer,  but 
enough  are  around  that  there  is  never  a problem  in  finding  one. 
The  key  to  assembling  a successflil  set  is  finding  coins  such  as  this 
one  that  are  somewhat  available  for  the  grade,  and  also  nice. 

Changes  of  a Generation 

In  1982,  Double  Eagles,  1849-1933,  a highly  important  market/availability 
study  by  David  W.  Akers  was  published.  The  author  described  all  of  the  dates 
and  niintmarks  in  the  series,  and  cited  auction  appearances  and  grade  assign- 
ments from  over  a long  period  of  years. 

Now,  a generation  later,  the  order  of  availability  has  changed,  due  to 
modern  importations  of  the  late  20th  century.  In  1982  the  1910-S,  the  highest 
mintage  issue  among  the  three  issues  of  this  year  (1910,  1910-D,  and  1910-S) 
was,  curiously,  the  most  elusive  in  Mint  State.  Today  the  1910-S  is  the  most 
plentiful.  However,  in  1982,  as  well  as  today,  the  situation  was  somewhat 
moot,  as  there  are  more  than  enough  to  fill  the  demand  by  date  and  mintmark 
collectors.  The  ease  of  acquisition  of  a Mint  State  1910-S— and  most  other 
$20  of  this  decade — beckons  many  numismatists  to  collect  them  and  at  the 
same  time  places  an  extra  market  demand  on  the  few  varieties  of  this  decade 
that  are  not  easily  found  in  Mint  State  (for  example,  1913-S).

Sketches  of  Market  History 

Selected  historical  appearances  of  the  1913-S  S20  reveal  that  this  was  con- 
sidered to  be  a rarity  until  about  1955,  after  which  it  was  believed  to  be  very 
scarce,  but  not  famously  so.  Then  in  the  late  1990s  there  was  a change: 

May  1939:  Sale  399,  Rare  U.S.  Gold  Coins  (J.C.  Morgenthau  & Co.)  • 
Lot  540:  “1913-S  Very  Fine.” 

February  1947:  • Pennsylvania  Sale  (Hollinbeck  Stamp  and  Coin  Co.)  • 
Lot  2797:  “1913-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  of  extreme  rarity...” 

March  1948:  Memorable  Collection  (Numismatic  Gallery)  • Lot  831: 
“1913-S.  Uncirculated.  One  of  the  finest  specimens  we  have  seen.  Only  re- 
cently recognized  as  a rare  coin. ...  ” [An  interesting  indication  of  the  developing 
interest  in  collecting  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  by  date.] 

May  1950:  Golden  Jubilee  Sale  / Jerome  Kern  Collection  (B.  Ma-x  Mehl) 
o Lot  719:  “1913-S.  (None  minted  in  1912.)  Extremely  Fine.  The  coin  appears 
to  have  been  cleaned,  but  is  a very  attractive  coin  and  quite  rare.”

The  story  ot  tire  repatriation  of  overseas  hoards  is  fascinating  and  can  be 
tound  in  A Guide  Book  of  United  Stotes  Double  Bo^leSf  by  Whitman  Publishing 
LLC,  available  at  hobby  stores  and  bookstores  everywhere.  One  more  note 
from  the  past: 

In  the  197()s  the  writer  received  a call  from  a trust  officer  at  the  Beverly 
Hills  branch  ot  the  Bank  ot  America  on  North  Beverly  Drive  in  that  town. 
The  Jahn  Estate  was  being  sold,  and  investigation  revealed  a cache  of  gold 
coins  that  had  been  hidden  in  a vault  for  decades.  Upon  visiting  the  bank  1 
was  greeted  by  the  sight  of  three  white  cloth  bags,  with  mint  inscriptions  on 
the  outside  of  each,  one  containing  500  1916-S  $10  gold  pieces — considered 
to  be  a somewhat  scarce  date— and  500  each  of  191 1-S  and  1916-S  $20  gold 
coins.  Each  coin  was  brilliant  and  lustrous.  A deal  was  struck,  and  the  coins 
were  mine.  These  were  subsequently  advertised,  and  were  completely  sold 
out  within  four  hours  of  the  time  our  offering  appeared!

Landmark  1920-S  Double  Eagle  Rarity 

Seldom  Seen  in  Mint  State 

1920-S  MS-61  (NGC).  Immediately  striking  for  its  depth  of  lustre 
and  remarkably  nice  surfaces  for  the  grade  assigned.  Both  sides  are  a 
unitorm  light  yellow  gold  with  eye  appeal  that  far  exceeds  a typical 
Saint  Gaudens  double  eagle  graded  MS-61.  Some  scattered  marks  here 
and  there  as  might  be  expected,  these  mostly  visible  under  magnifi- 
cation, and  likewise  mostly  trivial  in  nature.  The  high  points  of  the 
obverse  show  slight  handling,  but  in  this  cataloguer’s  opinion,  had 
this  coin  been  of  any  other  date  the  grade  assigned  might  be  notice- 
ably more  generous.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  need  for  a 1920-S  Saint 
would  be  perfectly  ftilfiUed  by  the  present  specimen  if  eye  appeal  were 
a key  consideration  of  the  collector.  As  to  this  rare  date  in  general,  a 
nice  EF  or  AU  1920-S  would  be  a prized  rarity  and  would  not  require 
apologies  injust  about  any  collection,  but  crossing  the  Mint  State  line, 
as  here,  the  desirability  is  further  enhanced.  Indeed,  in  Mint  State  the 
1920-S  outclasses  just  about  every  other  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle 
of  the  decade,  excepting  the  1921  and  1927-D.  Several  dozen  have 
been  certified,  but  this  quantity  no  doubt  represents  multiple  submis- 
sions ot  the  same  specimens,  a chronic  problem  where  population  and 
census  numbers  published  by  the  grading  services  are  concerned. 

The  1920-S,  with  a mintage  of 528,500,  presents  a special  situation 
in  double  eagles.  So  few  exist  today  that  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  the 
number  originally  released  into  circulation  was  very  small.  Likely,  the 
majority  remained  stored  in  cloth  bags  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  as 
backing  for  Gold  Certificates.  We  have  a photograph  of  tons  of  1930-S 
Indian  eagles  in  similar  storage,  serving  a similar  purpose.  In  the  1930s 
all  such  stored  coins,  both  eagles  and  double  eagles  were  melted,  as 
Gold  Certificates  had  been  discontinued.  Today  the  1920-S,  when 
seen,  is  apt  to  be  in  worn  grades,  such  as  EF  and  AU.  A decent  MS-60 
is  a great  rarity,  and  anything  hner  is  especially  elusive. 

We  estimate  that  perhaps  45  to  65  are  known  today  in  circulated 
grades,  most  of  these  at  the  AU  level,  nearly  always  with  extensive 
nicks  and  marks.  For  Mint  State  coins  our  estimate  is  40  to  60, 
mostly  in  the  lower  ranges,  as  here,  but  likely  only  sharing  the  visual 
appeal  of  the  present  coin  in  rare  cases.  In  the  entire  Saint-Gaudens 
series,  only  the  1920-S  and  the  1921  present  such  a grading/condi- 
tion  challenge.

The  present  coin 
qualifies  nicely  in  this  regard.  It  is  significant  to  mention  that  the 
Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.,  Amon  Carter,  Jr.,  and  Floyd  T.  Starr  coins 
were  each  AU. 

With  a mintage  of 58,500,  about  the  same  thing  can  be  said  for 
the  1921  double  eagle  as  for  the  1920-S.  The  earher  cited  correspon- 
dences reveal  that  only  25  coins  were  officially  released.  To  these 
can  be  added  some  examples  saved  from  doom  by  ''numismatic 
patriots”  at  the  Treasury  Department. 

There  were  so  few  people  collecting  double  eagles  by  date  and 
mint  in  1921  that  no  contemporary  notice  was  taken  of  the  avail- 
ability of  such  pieces  (nor  was  any  numismatic  mention  made  of 
1920-S).  Today,  double  eagles  of  this  date  are  highly  appreciated  in 
any  grade.  Most  show  circulation,  and  even  the  Mint  State  ones  are 
apt  to  have  problems.  A “nice”  coin  MS-60  or  above  is  an  object  of 
high  rarity  and  high  desirability  combined.  The  1921  is  a landmark 
among  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles.  Usually,  this  is  one  of  the  last 
pieces  to  be  acquired  in  a set,  simply  because  even  the  most  well- 
moneyed  buyers  hold  out  the  hope  that  they  will  find  a gem,  then 
settle  on  an  AU  or  whatever  else  can  be  found.

There  are  scattered  marks  (consistent  with  the  grade) 
including  an  identifying  abrasion  on  the  eagle’s  breast.  An  attractive  coin  of 
undeniable  rarity.  This  lot  should  be  one  of  the  most  hotly  pursued  in  the 
entire  1986  FUN  Sale.”

2771  1922-S  MS-64  (PCGS).  Beautiful  yellow  gold  surfaces  with  some 
richer  gold  overtones,  well  struck,  and  with  magnificent  lustre  on 
both  sides.  A sharply  struck  example  with  simply  outstanding  eye 
appeal.  For  a long  time  this  date  was  considered  to  be  quite  rare, 
but  in  the  second  half  of  the  20th  century  a number  of  Mint  State 
coins  were  found  in  hoards,  the  first  pieces  coming  to  light  in  fair 
numbers  in  the  mid-1950s.  Likely,  most  of  the  21,250  coins  the 
Treasury'  Department  stated  were  officially  released,  at  least  a couple 
thousand  were  exported  and  mostly  saved,  a fortunate  situation  for 
a later  generation  of  numismatists. 

Circa  1983  a cache  of  several  hundred  found  in  El  Salvador 
took  this  coin  from  the  landmark  class  to,  shall  we  say,  simply  the 
rarity  class.  Today,  the  1922-S  is  scarce,  although  hardly  the  focal 
point  it  once  was.  Still,  most  pieces  seen  are  in  lower  ranges  from 
MS-60  to  about  MS-63.  The  1922-S  being  quite  desirable  above 
that  level,  as  here,  and  considerably  rarer  in  gem  preservation. 
Case  in  point,  PCGS  has  graded  only  10  specimens  as  gems,  that 
is,  MS-65  or  finer. 

Going  back  in  time,  here  is  what  B.  Max  Mehl  had  to  say  in 
1950  about  a coin  offered  in  his  50thjubilee  /Jerome  Kern  Sale:  • 
Lot  723:  “1922-S.  Uncirculated,  full  mint  lustre.  Extremely  rare. 
As  mentioned  in  my  sale  of  the  Dr.  Green  Collection,  probably  not 
more  than  a dozen  specimens  known  to  exist.. . .”

Light  yellow  gold  across  both  surfaces  without  interruption.  Sharply 
struck  and  outstanding  in  its  appearance. 

As  a date  the  1923  double  eagle  is  common,  but  not  as  much  so 
as  the  later  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  1924-1928.  Most  Mint  State 
coins  are  in  low  to  medium  ranges,  MS-60  to  MS-64.  MS-65  coins 
are  in  the  minority,  and  anything  finer  seems  to  be  very  rare,  in 
fact,  NGC  has  not  assigned  a higher  grade  to  a single  example.  It  is 
rather  curious  that  thousands  ofMS-63  coins  exist,  but  that  MS-65 
specimens  are  few  and  far  between. 

Stack’s  Rare  and  Important  U.S.  Gold  Coins  sale  of  October 
1988  included  this  comment  about  a double  eagle  of  this  date  (Lot 
227):  “Though  widely  considered  to  be  a ‘common’  date,  the 
1923  is  really  common  only  in  the  lower  Mint  State  grades.  In  gem 
condition,  it  is  definitely  rare  and  we  consider  it  one  of  the  most 
underrated  issues  in  the  entire  series  at  that  level.”

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Superb  1923-D  Double  Eagle 


1923-D  MS-66  (NGC).  Brilliant,  lustrous,  and  very  attractive. 
Choice  and  gem  coins  are  available,  but  at  the  MS-66  level,  as  here, 
the  1923-D  one  of  the  only  readily  collectable  mintmarked  issues 
ot  the  decade.  Although  this  issue  has  been  called  very  common 
by  some  observers,  it  is  several  orders  scarcer  than  such  issues  as 
1924  to  1928  Philadelphia  varieties.  This  is  one  variety  for  which 
estimates  are  apt  to  vary  widely.  Most  have  come  to  light  since  the 
1960s  trom  overseas  hoards.  Large  numbers  were  sold  through 
American  dealers,  often  to  investors,  rather  than  to  numismatists. 

Interesting  Hoards 

The  “Society  Lady  Hoard”  (reported  by  David  E.  Tripp  to  the  writer) 
included  154  1923-D  double  eagles  in  various  grades,  mostly  Mint  State. 
In  the  early  1980s,  about  2,000  Mint  State  1923-D  double  eagles  from  the 
Virgil  M.  Brand  estate  were  sold  to  the  MTB  Banking  Corporation  and 
others.  John  Dannreuther  recalls  buying  a large  cigar  bo.x  containing  500 
pieces,  each  in  a rectangular  paper  envelope  rubber-stamped  ‘T923-D"  by 
Brand  and  each  assigned  the  same  inventory  number  (conversation  with  the 
writer,  January  6,  2000).

Notes  About  Availability 

From  the  standpoint  of  coins  that  have  been  certified,  and  also  from 
personal  observation,  the  1924  wins  hands-down  as  the  most  plentiful  Mint 
State  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle.  Hundreds  of  thousands  have  been  graded 
by  PCGS  and  NGC,  indicating  that  at  least  a standing  ovation  should  be 
given  by  certification  service  owners  to  this  particular  date,  as,  seemingly,  it 
has  generated  millions  of  dollars  in  grading  fees! 

In  1992  David  W.  Akers  wrote  that  the  1908  No  Motto  was  the  most 
plentiful  Saint-Gaudens  $20  from  the  standpoint  of  auction  appearances  but 
it  was  his  estimate  that  the  1924  and  1927  were  more  common  in  terms  of 
pieces  extant,  with  1927  being  the  most  plentiful  of  all.  If  so,  then  the  1924 
would  be  the  second  most  common.

A lovely  specimen  with  delicate  irides- 
cent toning  over  orange  and  gold.  Nicely  struck,  highly  lustrous 
and  in  general  a very  nice  example  for  the  grade.  The  1924-D 
often  comes  heavily  bagmarked  and  the  present  coin  shows  a 
little  ol  this  characteristic,  but  based  on  our  experience  with  the 
date.  It  has  been  more  carefully  preserved  than  many — possibly 
in  a numismatic  collection  (rather  than  in  a bag),  and  as  a result 
It  IS  indeed  exceptional.  In  1924  the  Treasury  Department  made 
these  and  other  double  eagles  available  for  face  value,  plus  nominal 
handling,  to  those  interested. 

Most  of  the  mintage  of  3,049,500  were  probably  retained  in 
the  United  States  as  backing  for  Gold  Certificates,  and  melted  in 
the  mid-  1930s.  However,  at  least  a couple  thousand  were  exported. 
Today  we  estimate  that  about  600  to  1,000  survive  in  Mint  State, 
to  which  can  be  added  an  estimated  125  to  175  that  show  sufficient 
handling  to  drop  down  into  the  About  Uncirculated  category. 
Scarce  in  general,  and  rare  in  gem  condition,  PCGS  has  graded  only 
six  pieces  finer  than  MS-64,  and  none  beyond  MS-66.

2776  1924-S  MS-63  (PCGS).  Uniform  light  yellow  gold  surfaces  with 
a fine  satin  finish  that  enhances  the  richly  lustrous  surfaces.  Nicely 
struck  and  with  excellent  eye  appeal,  and  technical  quality  far  in 
excess  of  many  pieces  we  have  seen  in  this  grade.  A truly  premium 
example  that  has  much  to  offer  for  the  grade. 

The  1924-S  is  one  of  the  great  “story  coins”  of  the  double  eagle 
series.  In  the  1940s,  collectors  and  dealers  considered  the  1924-S 
to  be  an  almost  impossible  rarity  to  obtain.  Fewer  had  appeared  on 
the  market  than  the  famous  MCMVII  Ultra  High  Relief  pattern,  or 
the  Proof-only  Liberty  Head  issues  of  1883  and  1884,  or,  for  that 
matter,  1804  silver  dollars  (“The  King  of  American  Coins”). 

The  ultimate  recognition  of  the  lofty  rarity  of  the  1924-S  came 
in  1949  when  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green  Col- 
lection, B.  Max  Mehl  stated.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  only 
three  specimens  are  known  to  exist.”  How  exciting!  In  the  next 
year  Abe  Kosoff  had  his  own  rarity  remarks  in  the  Adolphe  Menjou 
catalogue  (both  listings  are  cited  below). 

Then  came  the  epiphany,  when  in  the  1950sjames  F.  Kelly  and 
others  began  discovering  long-hidden  caches  of  double  eagles  in 
overseas  banks  and  vaults.  Since  then,  the  1924-S  has  become  very 
collectible,  although  it  remains  scarce.  We  estimate  that  about  450 
to  650  Mint  State  coins  exist,  mostly  with  extensive  bagmarks,  plus 
100  to  150  in  worn  grades,  usually  AU.  Gems  are  very  rare,  with 
only  three  pieces  graded  such  by  PCGS. 

Auction  Listings  from  a Bygone  Era 

March  1939:  Sale  397:  Rare  U.S.  and  Foreign  Gold  Coins,  a New  York 
Collection  (J.C.  Morgenthau  & Co.)  Lot  369:  “1924-S  Uncirculated.”  Real- 
ized $72.50.  • Collecting  double  eagles  by  date  and  mint  was  in  its  infancy, 
and  only  a few  aficionados  (Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Floyd  Starr,  and  F.C.C.  Boyd 
among  them)  were  interested.  No  one  reahzed — yet — that  the  1924-S  was 
rare.  In  the  same  vein,  any  specialist  who  wanted  a 1933  could  find  one 
through  a dealer. 

April  1949:  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green  Collection  (B.  Max  Mehl)  Lot  879: 
“1924  $20  gold.  San  Francisco  Mint.  This  coin  has  never  been  m circulation, 
but  it  does  show  slight  evidence  ofhaving  been  handled  with  other  coins. ...  Of 
excessive  rarity.  This  is  the  first  specimen  to  be  offered  at  auction.  Such  great 
collections  as  the  Bell  and  the  World  s Greatest”  did  not  have  a specimen.  This 
IS  only  the  second  specimen  that  has  passed  through  my  hands.  The  other  one 
was  the  one  in  the  Berenstein  Collection  which  I purchased  some  two  years 
ago.  I sold  the  1924-S  at  private  sale  for  $1,600.  I understand  that  as  much  as 
$3,000  was  asked  for  a single  specimen.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  only 
three  specimens  are  known  to  exist.”  Realized  $1,000.  • Seeimngly,  Mehl 
was  not  aware  of  the  1939  offering.  The  cited  Berenstein  Collection  was  that 
ofMax  Berenstein,  New  York  City  numismatist  and  jeweler,  who  was  a major 
buyer  of  double  eagles  and  other  rare  coins  rescued  from  oblivion  by  Treasury 
Department  employees. 

July  1950:  Adolphe  Menjou  Collection  (Numismatic  Gallery)  Lot  1948: 
1924-S  The  rarest  ofaU  double  eagles;  there  are  perhaps  less  than  5 specimens 
extant.  The  recent  Dr.  Green  sale  offered  a specimen  which  we  sold  to  him. 

It  showed  evidence  of  having  been  handled.  The  cataloguer  indicated  that  it 
was  the  first  specimen  to  be  offered  at  auction  and  he  certainly  was  close  but 
not  quite  accurate.  In  1947  at  the  Buffalo  Convention  we  sold  an  Uncirculated 
specimen  from  the  C.  David  Pierce  collection.  This  was  one  of  the  very  few 
coins  missing  from  the  World’s  Greatest  Collection.  It  was  in  neither  the  Bell 
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nor  Atwater  Sales.  I consider  this  brilliant  Uncirculated  gem  to  be  the  best  of 
all  I have  seen,  including  the  Berenstein,  Green  and  Pierce  pieces.  It  is  a prize 
which  will  certainly  give  pride  of  ownership  to  its  buyer  and  should  prove  to 
be  an  excellent  investment.”  Realized  $2,0U0.  • Adolphe  Menjou  was  a sup- 
porting actor  in  many  films  and  was  fairly  well  known  on  the  silver  screen.  He 
collected  some  coins.  His  name  was  slapped  on  the  cover  of  a catalogue  that 
mainly  contained  coins  acquired  by  Charles  M.  Williams  of  Cincinnati.  By 
way  ot  comparison,  in  1950,  $2,000  could  have  bought  a dozen  Gem  Proof 
1856  Flying  Eagle  cents.

Brilliant,  highly  lustrous,  and  very 
attractive.  A very  nice  example.  Seeing  is  believing,  and  during 
lot  inspection  you  will  no  doubt  agree  that  this  piece  is  superb. 
The  reverse  in  particular  has  unusually  flashy  lustre  in  the  fields, 
considerably  increasing  the  eye  appeal.  Most  of  the  1925-D  mint- 
age went  to  the  melting  pot,  probably  held  in  government  vaults 
as  backing  for  Gold  Certificates.  We  estimate  that  only  500  to  800 
Mint  State  coins  are  known  today,  few  of  which  can  match  this. 
For  the  record,  gem  pieces  are  quite  rare  and  therefore  choice  Mint 
State  pieces  are  great  finds. 

Read  This  and  Weep 

In  1932  the  Treasury  Department  put  out  a list  of  coins  available  for  lace 
value,  including  many  older  dates.  There  were  1 0 double  eagles  on  the  list.  The 
lineup  is  significant  as  it  likely  indicates  that  they  were  being  held  as  reserves 
in  the  Treasury  Building,  Washington,  as  backing  for  Gold  Certificates.  The 
10  double  eagles  on  the  list:  1925-D  S20,  1925-S  $20,  1926-D  $20,  1926-S 
$20,  1927-D  $20,  1927-S  $20,  1930-S  $20,  1931  $20,  1931-D  $20,  1932 
$20.  Anyone  caring  to  send  $200  to  the  Treasury  in  1932  for  one  of  each 
would  have  received  coins  that  today  would  be  worth  over  $3,000,000,  not 
bad  as  an  investment!

Branch  mint  double  eagle  rarities  of  this  era  are  often  heavily 
marked.  Those  in  the  present  offering  are  remarkable  exceptions. 
As  to  population  numbers,  it  is  significant  to  note  the  PCGS  has 
only  graded  19  pieces  finer  than  MS-63. 

The  1925-S  is  another  branch  mint  issue  that  was  held  back  by 
the  Treasury  Department  and  later  melted.  Some  were  shipped 
overseas,  perhaps  a couple  thousand  or  so.  Today.  Perhaps  600  to 
1,000  survive,  mostly  those  repatriated  from  foreign  vaults.  The 
population  seems  to  be  split  about  50-50  between  lightly  worn 
and  Mint  State  coins.

range  it  is  prohibitively  rare  as  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  PCGS  has 
graded  only  22  pieces  finer  than  MS-63,  this  figure  likely  artificially 
inflated  due  to  resubmissions.  Years  ago  the  rarity  of  this  date  was 
formidable,  in  the  same  class  as  the  1924-S.  Below  are  some  notes  we 
wrote  while  compiling  the  Whitman  Guide  Book  on  this  series: 

At  one  time  the  1926-D  was  considered  to  be  the  rarest  of  the  rare,  with  m 
few  specimens  known  that  they  could  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand 
Or,  perhaps  as  others  contended,  the  1924-S  was  the  rarest  double  eagle  this 
side  of  the  1849.  Opinions  were  divided,  but  after  B.  Max  Mehl’s  catalogue 
of  the  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green  Collection  was  published  in  1949,  the  whole 
market  was  up  for  grabs.  Here  was  Mehl,  America’s  best-known  professional 
numismatist,  offering  Lot  916  with  these  comments:  “The  rarity  of  this  coin 
may  weU  be  surmised  from  the  fact  that  none  of  the  great  coUections  of  double 
eagles  offered  on  the  market  in  the  last  few  years  had  a specimen  of  it  Such 
great  coUections  as  the  BeU,  “The  World’s  Greatest”  and  others.  This  is  the 
First  specimen  ever  to  be  offered  at  auction.” 

Just  imagine  it!  Here  was  a dealer  who  had  handled  multiple  specimens 
of  the  “King  of  American  Coins,”  the  fabulous  1804  silver  doUar,  but  neither 
he  nor  anyone  else  had  ever  auctioned  one— not  even  Kosoff  and  Kreisberg 
at  the  Numismatic  GaUery,  nor  the  estimable  Wayte  Raymond,  nor  the  Stack 
brothers.  Incredible! 

A mad  scramble  ensued  as  the  other  listings  in  the  Green  catalogue  were 
analyzed  one  by  one,  such  as  the  notation  under  1924-S,  “To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  only  three  specimens  are  knov/n  to  exist.” 

Before  long,  at  least  a dozen  new  coUections  were  on  the  way  to  being 
formed,  perhaps  even  two  dozen.  Regarding  the  1926-D,  not  long  afterward 
Paul  H.  Witthn  found  a few  dozen  or  more  in  France,  and  others  came  to  Ught 
here  and  there,  and  the  supply  increased.  Everyone,  including  Wittlin  and  his 
patron,  Jim  KeUy,  kept  mum.  However,  somehow  the  1926-D  became  only 
very  rare  instead  of  super  rare,  then  just  plain  old  rare — adjectives  varied.  No 
longer  was  it  or  the  1924-S  mentioned  the  same  breath  as  the  1804  doUar, 
which  remained  on  its  kingly  throne. 

Today  the  1926-D  double  remains  very  elusive,  though  hardly  in  the 
“impossible”  category.  A choice  MS-63  or  MS-64  com,  if  selected  for  good 
eye  appeal,  would  make  a handsome  addition  to  any  coUection. 

Most  were  probably  retained  in  the  United  States  and  melted  in  the  rmd- 
1930s.  However,  it  seems  probable  that  at  least  the  best  part  of  a thousand 
were  exported.

1926-D  MS-63  (PCGS).  A lovely,  lustrous  example,  well  struck, 
and  quite  attractive.  Within  the  MS-63  category  this  is  one  of  the 
very  finest  we  have  ever  seen!  We  estimate  that  only  about  250 
to  400  Mint  State  coins  exist,  plus  30  to  45  circulated  examples, 
ranking  it  as  one  of  the  rarer  coins  of  the  series.  In  the  higher  grade

1926-S  MS-64  (PCGS) . An  outstanding  example  from  an  aesthetic 
viewpoint,  this  coin  combines  rich  lustre,  warm  yellow-orange 
color,  and  a nice  strike.  Technically,  the  grade  is  accounted  for 
by  a few  scattered  but  light  marks  best  seen  under  magnification, 
in  short,  this  piece  offers  great  eye  appeal  for  the  grade.  Among 
1926-S  double  eagles  that  have  passed  our  way,  few  have  been  as 
nice  as  this.  The  population  reports  for  scarce  double  eagles  of  this 
era  need  to  be  taken  with  a large  grain  of  salt,  for  the  value  of  these 
pieces  is  such  that  many  have  been  resubmitted,  sometimes  more 
than  just  once.  Either  way,  gem  coins  are  very  scarce  as  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  PCGS  has  graded  only  20  pieces  higher  than  MS- 
64,  and  none  finer  than  MS-66. 

Although  2,041,500  were  minted,  likely  that  most  of  the  paltry  release 
quantity  of  2,500  were  exported,  these  accounting  for  the  source  of  the 
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estimated  1,000  to  1,500  Mint  State  coins  known  today,  plus  perhaps  150 
to  300  worn  examples.  The  others  were  probably  stored  domestically  by  the 
government,  and  melted  in  1937. 

Similar  to  the  earlier  discussed  1924-S  and  1926-D,  the  1926-S  was  on  the 
“impossible  to  get”  list  in  the  1940s,  a fantastic  rarity,  one  of  the  landmarks  of 
the  Saint-Gaudens  series.  By  the  end  of  the  1950s  dozens  of  coins  had  been 
found  in  vaults  in  France,  and  additional  coins  were  located  in  Switzerland. 
Since  that  time  additional  coins  have  come  to  hght,  to  the  point  at  which  the 
1926-S  is  rare,  but  not  a prime  key  to  the  series.  My  sources  have  commented 
that  these  are  still  being  found  now  and  then.  Most  are  in  lower  Mint  State 
ranges.  At  the  MS-65  level  the  1926-S  is  a formidable  rarity.  The  release 
quantity  of  2,500  puts  a cap  on  how  many  could  be  found,  in  theory. 

Today,  this  coin  has  gone  from  impossible  to  inexpensive.  Well,  not  really 
inexpensive,  but  reasonably  enough  priced  in  the  context  of  the  double  eagle 
series.  We  would  not  be  at  all  surprised  so  see  interest  perk  up  quite  a bit  if 
the  2,500  distribution  figure  is  ever  widely  publicized. 

The  1926-S  $20  was  one  of  10  varieties  of  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles 
available  in  Uncirculated  condition  for  face  value  (plus  mailing  charge)  from 
the  Treasury  Department  in  the  summer  of  1932,  where  they  were  being 
stored  as  backing  for  Gold  Certificates. 

Addenda 

In  his  April  1949  sale  of  the  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green  Collection,  B.  Max 
Mehl,  offered  Lot  881:  “1926  San  Francisco  Mint,  Uncirculated,  Full  mint 
lustre.  Excessively  rare.  This  identical  specimen  is  from  the  ‘World’s  Greatest 
Collection,’...  At  that  time  the  coin  catalogued  for  $150.  The  coin  brought 
$1,100.  To  the  best  ofmy  knowledge  only  three  specimens  are  known  to  exist. 
The  Berenstein  Collection  did  not  have  it.  As  stated  above,  it  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  very  rarest  of  American  gold  coins.”  Realized  $1,525. 

In  January  1953  in  The  Numismatist,  J.F.  Bell  (Jake  Shapiro),  of  Chicago, 
Illinois,  hsted  cash  prices  paid  for  double  eagles.  For  a VF  1854-0  he  would 
pay  $125,  for  an  EF  1856-0  the  offer  was  the  same  price,  and  for  the  rare 
Philadelphia  Mint  issues  from  1881  through  1887  it  was  stated  that  prices 
would  be  given  on  appheation.  The  highest  price  listed  in  the  advertisement 
was  $1,650  paid  for  a 1926-S  inEF  grade.  At  the  dme,justafew  1926-S  double 
eagles  were  known,  and  it  was  in  the  front  rank  of  American  gold  rarities.

2784  1927-S  MS-64  (PCGS).  Brilliant  hght  yellow  gold  with  a satiny 
texture  that  shows  heavy  die  pohsh  hues,  the  combination  of  which 
has  created  a highly  lustrous  aesthetic.  Close  inspection  reveals  a 
thin  scratch  across  Liberty’s  chest  and  arm,  but  is  only  readily  seen 
with  magnification.  In  general,  the  eye  appeal  is  outstanding  for 
the  variety.  In  our  opinion  the  1927-S  is  a true  sleeper.  If  its  release 
figure  of  3,750  is  ever  widely  listed,  as  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins  (while  the  writer  is  numismatic  editor  of  that  book,  on 
new  information  he  defers  to  the  preferences  of  the  senior  editor, 
Kenneth  Bressett),  then  watch  this  one  go!  Otherwise  the  utterly 
meaningless  (in  terms  of  availability)  3,107,000  mintage  figure 
will  influence  people’s  thinking.  We  estimate  that  only  140  to  180 
Uncirculated  coins  are  known  today,  plus  perhaps  50  to  75  lightly 
worn  examples. 

In  1974,  David  W.  Akers  wrote  tiris  for  List  8 issued  by  Paramount  Inter- 
national Coin  Company,  a precursor  to  our  comments  above,  a notice  that 
seems  to  have  been  forgotten: 

Only  in  the  last  few  years  has  the  status  if  1927-S  as  a rarity  risen  to  the 
level  that  the  coin  deserves.  It  is  more  rare  than  the  1929  which  for  years  has 
been  much  higher  regarded  than  the  1931  and  1932.  This  is  the  first  example 
of  this  rare  date  that  we  have  owned  in  several  years  and  even  when  we  were 
regularly  receiving  shipments  of  rare  double  eagles  from  our  European  buver 
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Paul  Wittlm,  the  l')27-S  was  eoiispiciioiis  hy  its  absence  although  in  such 
shipineuts  we  received  as  many  as  six  192 1 's  at  one  time  or  two  l87()-CC’s 
or  halt  a dozen  LS9 1 ’s!  Of  course,  the  d.iys  of  such  shipments  are  far  behind 
us  and  will  never  be  repeated  again,  but  the  fact  remains  that  even  in  those 
bountitul  days  the  1927-S  was  seldom  sent  to  us  and  this  is  a strong  indicator 
ot  the  com  s rarity.

Posting  a mintage  of 8,816,000  this  coin  holds  the  aU  time  record 
for  rmntage  quantity  in  the  double  eagle  series  for  1850  onward.  Vast 
quantities  were  shipped  overseas,  kept  there,  and  repatriated  in  the 
late  19th  century.  Today  the  1928  is  probably  the  most  obtainable 
of  the  so-called  “common  date”  twenties.

coruscating  and  lustrous,  as  will  be  seen  at  a glance.  Pleasing  ; 
original  (not  dipped  or  brightened)  golden  yellow.  Superb  eye  i 
appeal.  A few  minor  nicks  on  the  highest  points  are  noted,  and 
hkely  in  concert  with  a couple  of  planchet  flakes  (as  made)  in  the 
right  obverse  field,  resulted  in  the  grade  assigned.  Other  marks 
are  few  and  far  between,  and  trivial  in  nature.  Although  1,779,750 
pieces  were  minted  of  the  1929  double  eagle,  only  25,170  were 
officially  released.  Nearly  all  of  the  others  were  melted.  Of  those 
sent  overseas,  well  over  a thousand  have  been  repatriated  in  the  i 
past  decade,  latecomers  to  the  era  of  marvelous  finds.  At  one  time 
this  was  on  the  rarest-of-the-rare  list,  to  which  certain  auction 
citations  given  below  attest. 

Today,  we  estimate  that  about  1,250  to  1,750  Mint  State 
coins  are  known,  or  about  ten  times  the  figure  we  put  in  our 
notes  in  the  late  1990s.  The  present  coin  is  especially  choice,  and 
considering  that  gem  coins  are  fairly  rare,  the  present  coin  is  a 
superb  opportunity  to  secure  the  date  in  a very  respectable  state 
of  preservation.

2787  1930-S  MS-65  (PCGS).  The  surfaces,  both  fields  and  devices, 
offer  excellent  and  original  tones  of  rich  yellow  gold  and  warmer 
orange.  The  lustre  is  deeply  radiant.  Surface  marks  are  very  few, 
and  only  clearly  meet  the  eye  when  viewed  under  magnification. 
The  strike  is  superb  with  full  definition  of  the  details,  and  combined 
with  the  technical  quality  and  superb  aesthetic  appeal  it  makes  this 
one  of  the  very  finest  1930-S  double  eagles  in  existence.  We  have 
certainly  seen  our  share  of  great  rarities  in  this  denomination,  and 
we  unhesitatingly  say  that  few  1930-S  twenties  can  match  this  land- 
mark e.xample.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  coins  offered  in  the  Springdale 
Collection,  and  one  that  would  be  a centerpiece  of  any  collection. 
Of  the  rare  double  eagles  produced  late  in  the  series,  the  1930-S, 
with  just  74,000  minted  and  a paltry  3,250  released,  stands  today 
as  a prime  rarity.  Interestingly,  this  has  not  received  as  much  press 
as  it  deserves,  but  a close  examination  of  appearances  reveals  that 
it  is  among  the  most  difficult  to  acquire. 

Today  an  estimated  40  to  60  are  known  in  Mint  State,  plus  a 
handful  in  worn  grades.  Of  the  Mint  State  pieces,  precious  few 
have  been  graded  in  the  gem  range,  with  PCGS  having  assigned 
this  rating  to  a dozen  examples  at  the  most,  including  both  MS-65 
and  MS-66  examples.  They  have  not  graded  a single  piece  finer  than 
MS-66,  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  population  numbers  just 
given  are  inflated  by  resubmissions,  making  the  true  number  even 
less.  Relatively  few  20th-century  coins  in  any  series  have  achieved 
this  level  of  rarity.  The  typical  specimen  is  attractive,  lustrous,  and 
choice  to  gem  quality.  The  1930-S  seems  to  be  slightly  rarer  than 


the  1931-D,  to  which  it  is  often  compared.  At  the  MS-65  level,  as  is 
the  Springdale  Collection  specimen,  it  is  probably  twice  as  rare. 

Among  regular  issue  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  1907  to  1933 
this  is  one  of  the  foremost  showpieces,  exceeded  in  overall  rarity 
only  by  the  1927-D  and  1933.  Despite  this  status,  the  1930-S  is  not 
widely  recognized — specialists  in  the  series  excepted. 

The  1930-S  S20  was  one  of  16  earlier-dated  gold  coins  available 
in  Uncirculated  condition  for  face  value  (plus  mailing  charge)  from 
the  Treasury  Department  in  the  summer  of  1932.  This  is  significant 
as  it  indicates  that  these  were  being  held  in  quantity  in  storage  at 
this  time.  Unsold  pieces  were  melted  several  years  later. 

Johnj.  Ford,  Jr.,  reminisced  in  a March  11,  2000  conversation 
with  the  author: 

I remember  that  Paul  Wittlin,  who  used  to  buy  gold  coins  for 
Jim  Kelly  in  Paris  and  other  places  in  Europe,  got  into  a major  argu- 
ment with  Kelly  in  1960,  and  for  a time  they  stopped  doing  business 
together  [they  later  reconciled].  Wittlin  approached  me  with  four 
gem  1 93()-S  twenties  he  hadjust  purchased,  and  I bought  the  lot  for 
about  $750  apiece.  I took  them  with  me  to  the  ANA  Convention 
in  Atlanta  in  1961,  and  put  one  of  them  in  a case.  Harvey  Stack 
spotted  it,  and  we  made  a deal  for  $1,000,  and  then  I told  him  I 
liad  three  more — and  he  bought  them  all.  Later.  I met  the  man  in 
Paris  from  whom  Wittlin  had  bought  them — he  was  a coin  dealer 
in  that  city — and  I learned  that  he  had  charged  Wittlin  $400  each. 
So,  that  is  how  four  of  these  found  their  way  to  America.

2788  1931  MS-64  (PCGS).  The  obverse  is  deep  orange  gold  with  highly 
frosty  and  lustrous  surfaces.  Surface  marks  are  negligible,  and  in 
general  the  obverse  strongly  suggests  a higher  grade  both  upon 
first  inspection  and  with  magnification.  The  reverse  is  similarly 
toned,  but  with  a small  dark  inclusion  just  above  the  eagle’s  breast, 
struck  in  and  as  made,  but  present  and  visible  nonetheless.  At  some 
point  someone  has  wiped  this  area  in  an  attempt  to  remove  it,  and 
the  surrounding  area  is  a little  more  brilliant  gold.  All  said!  the 
remaining  surface  quality  is  far  superior  to  that  usually  seen  for 
the  grade,  so  it  is  clear  that  small  flaw,  again,  as  made,  was  taken 
into  consideration  by  PCGS.  The  coin  is  very  nicely  struck,  and 
generally  very  elegant.  As  for  discussion  of  the  date  and  its  place 
amongst  the  double  eagles,  it  is  the  same  old  story  with  the  1931: 
the  large  mintage  figure,  in  this  instance  2,938,250,  detracts  from 
the  appreciation  of  the  true  rarity  of  this  issue.  The  figure  ofjust 
45  released  will,  however,  make  people  sit  up  and  take  notice  if  it 
ever  draws  wide  attention!  This  is  the  first  year  for  which  there  is 
evidence  that  none  were  exported,  suggesting  that  it  is  unlikely  that 
any  hoards  of  this  date  will  appear. 


We  estimate  that  about  80  to  120  Mint  State  coins  exist  today, 
plus  a handful  of  pieces  with  friction,  classified  as  AU.  This  number 
mainly  consists  of  coins  that  were  saved  from  the  melting  pot  by 
government  employees  who  rushed  to  dealers  in  Philadelphia  (Ira 
Reed  and  James  G.  Macallister)  and  New  York  City  (Tom  Elder, 
Wayte  Raymond,  Max  Berenstein,  Abe  Kosoff,  and  others)  to  sell 
the  pieces  for  a small  profit. 

Perhaps  this  September  1939  offering  by  Thomas  L.  Elder,  in 
his  catalogue  of  the  F.M.  Needham  and  A.R.  Herrick  Collections, 
IS  from  such  a source:  Lot  1393:  “1931.  $20  of  the  U.S.  St.  Gaudens 
type.  A very  rare  year.  First  ever  offered  at  auction  sale!  Value  $350. 
Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Of  greatest  rarity.” 

In  the  writer  s opinion,  the  history  of  double  eagles  and  other 
gold  coins  can  be  as  interesting  as  the  coins  themselves.  Perhaps  in 
some  distant  day  some  of  these  historical  notes  and  stories  will  be 
incorporated  into  a specialized  text.

2789  1931-D  MS-65  (PCGS).  A superb  gem  double  eagle,  a perfect 
debght  to  behold  even  before  consideration  of  the  date.  Both  sides 
are  brilliant  light  yellow  gold  with  just  the  faintest  traces  of  green 
and  rose  toning  which  add  considerably  to  the  visual  appeal.  The 
lustre  is  outstanding,  the  fields  are  almost  completely  free  of  marks 
and  the  coin  is  as  beautiful  as  can  be.  One  of  the  nicest  1931-D 
double  eagles  in  existence  if  the  combination  of  high  grade  and 
aesthetic  appeal  are  combined — which  they  should  be.  We  recom- 
mend a strong  bid  on  this — for  few  can  equal  its  incredible  quality. 
This  coin  requires  not  a single  apology  and  is  certain  to  be  a prized 
highlight  of  any  cabinet. 

The  mintage  of  the  1931-D  was  posted  as  106,500;  it  is  likely 
that  very  few  were  ever  released.  An  estimated  100  to  150  Mint 
State  coins  are  known  today,  plus  a few  in  lesser  grade.  For  a long 
time  the  1931-D  has  been  recognized  as  a key  to  the  series.  Selected 
old-time  auction  listings  reflect  this; 

April  1939:  Sale  399,  Rare:  U.S.  Gold  Coins  (J.C.  Morgenthau 
& Co.)  o Lot  557:  “1931-D  Uncirculated  and  extremely  rare.” 

December  1944:  J.F.  Bell  Collection  (Stack’s)  • Lot  1005: 
“1931-D  Last  year  of  issue.  We  doubt  if  more  than  6 pieces  are 
known.  We  class  this  as  rare  as  the  1921.  This  is  absolutely  a Gem 
Uncirculated  coin.  Excessively  rare.” 

December  1944:  No.  34  Public  Auction  Sale  (Ira  S.  Reed)  • 
Lot  1590:  “1931-D  Last  year  of  Gold  coinage  at  the  Denver  Mint. 

I do  not  recall  ever  having  seen  this  rare  coin  sold  at  auction,  and 


many  great  collections  are  in  need  of  this  coins.  This  is  a Brilliant 
Uncirculated  specimen,  not  even  a scratch,  and  certainly  as  rare  as 
the  1933  double  eagle...” 

February  1957:  J.W.  Schmandt  Collection  (Stack’s)  • Lot 
1075.  “One  has  to  search  high  and  low  to  find  the  last  auction  or 
private  sale  record  on  this  coin.  While  not  attributed  as  rare  as  the 

1926- D  it  runs  it  a very  close  second.  If  we  were  to  run  a table  on 
rarity  of  Denver  Mint  $20,  we  would  place  it  in  this  order:  1926- 
D first,  1931-D  second,  1927-D  third,  which  gives  one  an  idea  of 
its  rarity.. . .” 

October  1962:  Samuel  W.  Wolfson  Collection  (Stack’s)  " • Lot 
1043;  “1931-D  Uncirculated,  with  full  mint  bloom.  This  coin  is 
the  second  rarest  Denver  Mint  double  eagle  of  the  Saint-Gaudens 
design,  exceeded  in  rarity  only  by  the  elusive  and  extremely  rare 

1927- D.  It  is  interesting  to  record  here  that  15  years  ago  it  was  not 

too  difficult  to  locate  a 1927-D  and  yet  almost  impossible  to  find 
a 1931-D.  Since  the  recent  demand  for  rare  dates  and  mintmarks 
has  far  exceeded  the  supply,  we  have  been  better  able  to  determine 
which  coins  are  rarer  than  others.  The  1927-D  is  definitely  rarer 
than  the  1931-D.  As  a basis  for  this  statement,  we  have  on  file  a 
number  of  ‘want  lists’  for  scarce  and  rare  gold  coins.  As  of  this 
time,  we  have  eighteen  requests  for  the  1927-D  and  six  requests 
for  the  1931-D.  Be  that  as  it  may,  this  coin  is  very  rare  and  in  great 
demand ”

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Historic  and  Rare  1932  Double  Eagle 

Only  110  Officially  Released 


2790  1932  MS-64  (PCGS).  Fully  brilliant  and  exceptionally  lustrous. 
Sharply  struck  in  bright  yellow-orange  gold.  A true  delight  to 
behold  and  a fitting  end  to  the  Springdale  Collection,  the  property 
of  a collector  who  focused  on  nice  coins  not  only  when  common 
and  easy  to  find,  but  also  in  those  cases  where  any  example  might 
have  been  acceptable  to  another  collector  working  to  acquire  very 
rare  dates  an  endeavor  that  took  years  of  patience  to  complete. 
As  for  the  1932,  it  is  likely  that  no  double  eagles  of  this  date  were 
ever  released  either  into  circulation  or  for  export.  So  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  determine,  all  known  today  trace  their  pedigree  to 
examples  provided  to  collectors  for  face  value  in  1932,  a courtesy 
that  had  been  extended  for  several  years  and  which  also  included 
other  denominations,  or  pieces  that  Treasury  employees  saved  from 
the  unfortunate  melt  of  1937.  In  1941  these  were  plentiful  (relatively 
speaking)  in  the  marketplace,  with  perhaps  several  dozen  in  dealers’ 


stocks,  these  being  melting  pot  refugees.  We  estimate  that  60  to  80 
Mint  State  coins  are  known  today,  plus  one  or  two  with  friction. 
As  this  is  one  of  the  dates  that  Treasury  employees  rescued  and  sold 
to  Philadelphia  and  New  York  City  dealers,  perhaps  a small  cache 
exists  somewhere.  If  so,  and  if  it  is  found,  call  upon  us  to  market 
it!  Seriously,  however,  this  prospect  is  very  remote. 

Virtually  all  examples  are  in  Mint  State  and  also  usually  quite 
attractive.  As  so  few  are  known,  and  as  the  1932  is  the  latest  read- 
ily collectible  date  in  the  series  (but  we’ll  keep  an  eye  on  the  10 
double  eagles  of  1933  now  the  subject  of  discussion  as  to  legality), 
there  has  been  a great  premium  and  substantial  interest  placed 
upon  these  coins  ever  since  the  1940s.  The  piece  offered  here  is 
especially  choice.

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2791  MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief,  Flat  Rim.  MS-67  (PCGS).  A 

superb  specimen,  absolutely  marvelous,  among  the  finest  graded, 
and  with  an  incredible  pedigree. 

This  was  the  property  of  Helen  (Mrs.  F.C.C.)  Boyd,  descended 
from  the  famous  F.C.C.  Boyd,  and  crossed  the  auction  block  at 
Sotheby  Parke-Bernet,  Inc.,  on  October  1, 1980,  there  as  Lot  173, 
described  as  follows  by  cataloguer  David  Tripp  (excerpted): 

DOUBLE  EAGLE,  1907  Roman  numerals,  high  relief,  plain 
rim,  matte  finish.  Superb  mint  state  67.  Obv.  microscopic  marks 
at  right  of  head. 

The  double  eagle  of  1907  is  a landmark  in  United  States  coin- 
age. Both  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  the  sculptor  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens  were  enthusiastic  about  reviving  the  bold  design  and 
high  relief  which  had  made  Greek  coins  renowned  in  antiquity. 
As  Cornelius  Vermeule  of  the  Boston  Museum  has  remarked,  the 
obverse  figure  “emblematic  of  Liberty”  is  in  the  direct  tradition 
from  the  Victory  of  Samothrace.  It  is  related  as  well  to  the  sculptor’s 
heroic  figure  of  Victory  leading  General  Sherman,  located  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Central  Park. 

Charles  Barber,  responsible  for  implementing  Saint-Gaudens’ 
design,  reported  that  five  proofs  were  struck  in  high  relief,  but  as 
Walter  Breen  shows  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Co- 
lonial Proof  Coins  Barber’s  figures  are  disingenuously  low.  Breen 
records  a single  example  in  matte  finish  and  perhaps  twelve  others 
with  a satin  finish.  To  his  list  can  be  added  another  in  satin  finish 
sold  from  the  Garrett  Collection  earlier  this  year,  and  now  this 
specimen  in  the  much  rare  matte  finish.  Both  arc  apparently  from 
the  same  obverse  and  certainly  from  the  same  reverse  die.  Further 
information  on  this  issue  is  given  by  Breen,  Taxay,  Vermeule,  and 
in  an  excellent  but  less  known  work  by  I )ryfliout. 


In  addition  to  its  historical  interest,  artistic  merit,  extreme  rar- 
ity, and  phenomenal  state  of  preservation,  this  coin  has  a notable 
provenance  from  Mrs.  F.C.C.  Boyd  (whose  husband  was  well- 
known  as  a collector  in  the  first  half  of  the  century)  direct  to  the 
present  consignor. 

To  the  preceding,  at  the  risk  of  gilding  the  lily,  we  state  that  the 
piece  is  indeed  superb,  with  gorgeous  eye  appeal,  perhaps  finer  than 
any  we  recall  seeing.  As  those  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  view 
this  coin  alongside  other  examples  of  the  High  Relief  double  eagle 
will  see,  this  coin  is  in  fact  extraordinary  and  different.  Rather  than 
describing  this  piece  as  having  a matte  finish,  as  commonly  used  for 
gold  proofs  of  1911  through  1915,  we  prefer  to  describe  this  as  hav- 
ing a satiny  appearance  in  general.  But  the  richness,  uniformity,  and 
depth  of  this  satiny  finish  are  far  in  excess  of  that  seen  on  the  typical 
gem  specimen.  The  texture  under  high  magnification  is  extremely 
fine  granularity  on  both  sides,  evenly  distributed  across  the  fields, 
devices,  and  rims  without  interruption.  As  seen  on  other  pieces, 
several  swirling  die  polish  marks  and  other  such  finishing  lines  are 
seen  both  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  In  our  studied  opinion,  the 
difference  as  mentioned  above,  is  simply  due  to  the  use  of  a fresh, 
new  die  pair  to  strike  the  present  coin. 

For  a long  time  many  numismatists  have  considered  this  to  be  the 
single  most  beautiful  American  coin  made  for  general  circulation. 
From  the  mintage  of  slightly  over  12,000  examples,  probably  half 
survive  today,  making  them  available,  although  hardly  inexpensive. 
The  vast  majority  are  found  today  in  numerical  grades  well  below 
the  present  example,  with  the  general  range  from  AU-58  to  MS- 
62  being  about  typical.  In  the  marketplace  today  there  are  frequent 
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ortonngs  of  MS-63  spociincns,  fewer  at  the  64  level,  and  not  many 
at  65.  Above  that  the  field  beeomes  sparse.  A properly  graded  MS- 
66  would  be  a showpiece,  and  a 67,  as  here,  combined  with  the 
extraordinary  qiialitv'  ot  the  fresh  surtaces  and  a level  of  aesthetic 
appeal  that  may  only  be  challenged  by  fewer  than  one  in  a thousand 
examples,  is  a numismatic  event! 

This  Boyd  Collection  coin  combines  an  exceptionally  high 
certified  grade  with  excellent  strike  and  aesthetic  appeal— perhaps 
creating  the  very  definition  of  this,  America’s  favorite  rare  coin 
design.  It  certainly  must  have  been  a highlight  among  the  relatively 
modem  coins  of  Boyd’s  collection,  Boyd  having  died  just  51  years 
after  the  coin  was  struck. 

A biography  of  the  previous  owner,  F.C.C.  Boyd,  is  appended 
to  the  present  description.  Upon  Boyd’s  death  it  descended  to  his 
widow  Helen,  although,  as  related  in  the  Boyd  biography  below,  she 
had  her  own  interest  in  the  Samt-Gaudens  coinage.  First,  the  story  of 
the  cooperation  between  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens,  a very  popular  twice-told  tale  in  numismatics. 

Roosevelt  and  Saint-Gaudens 

The  story  of  the  MCM  VII  High  Rehef  $20  reflects  the  ultimate  in  coopera- 
tion between  a famous  artist  and  the  chief  executive  of  the  United  States.  Noth- 
ing hke  this  ever  happened  earlier,  and  there  has  been  no  equivalent  since. 

The  design  had  its  origin  when  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  viewed  some 
ancient  Greek  coins  on  display  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  located  on  the 
Mall,  a pleasant  walk  from  the  White  House.  He  was  fascinated  by  the  high  relief 
and  sculptured  quality  of  the  designs,  and  wondered  if  American  motifs,  which  he 
considered  to  be  quite  blase  in  comparison,  could  be  improved.  In  due  course  he 
contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  America’s  best  known  sculptor  at  the  time, 
in  residence  in  Cormsh,  New  Hampshire.  Located  in  roUing  verdant  hills  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state,  not  far  from  the  Connecticut  River  and  the  border  of 
Vermont,  Cornish  was  an  artists’  colony  and  retreat  for  the  wealthy.  Today  the 
Saint-Gaudens  home,  “Aspet,”  and  studio  are  a National  Historical  Site. 

Roosevelt  had  contact  with  the  artist  earlier,  most  importantly  in  the  design 
of  a private  inauguration  medal  Roosevelt  commissioned  Saint-Gaudens  to 
make  after  the  1904  election.  The  Mint  had  its  own  version,  created  by  Charles 
Barber,  but  the  president  wanted  something  special.  The  result  was  all  that  was 
hoped  for  (and  today  is  highly  desired  as  a numismatic  item). 

Saint-Gaudens  was  commissioned  to  redesign  the  entire  American  coinage 
from  the  cent  through  the  double  eagle,  a sweeping  change.  Sketches,  plasters, 
and  other  experiments  were  made  at  the  studio,  including  a lineup  of  a long 
row  of  eagle  models  to  test  the  reactions  of  those  who  looked  at  them— this 
particular  bird  being  similar  to  that  used  on  the  inauguration  medal  and,  later, 
on  the  reverse  of  the  1907  SIO. 

The  main  focus  ot  attention  was  the  double  eagle,  the  largest  circulating 
com  at  the  time.  Saint-Gaudens  proposed  high  rehef  on  both  sides  to  give  a 
sculptured  effect  reminiscent  of  classic  Greek  coins,  plus  the  artistic  touch 
of  placing  the  date  in  Roman  numerals.  Charles  E.  Barber,  chief  engraver  at 
the  Mint,  protested  that  this  artistic  design  would  not  work  at  all  in  terms  of 
practicahty  on  a high  speed  coining  press.  This  set  up  a confrontation  between 
President  Roosevelt  and  Barber,  the  details  of  which  have  been  given  in  many 
places,  including  Q.  David  Bowers’  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Double  Eagles 
(Whitman,  2004,  available  from  us  or  any  coin  shop). 

The  artist  was  in  failing  health,  had  cancer,  and  became  increasingly  weak. 

By  early  1907  models  and  test  strikings  had  been  accomplished  for  the  double 
eagle,  including  the  making  of  the  famous  Ultra  High  Rehef  patterns,  and  some 
work  had  been  done  on  the  eagle.  Beyond  that,  little  had  been  accomplished. 
Saint-Gaudens  died  on  August  6, 1907,  after  which  an  assistant,  Henry  Hering, 
and  the  artist’s  son.  Homer,  completed  the  work,  creating  the  models  for  what 
we  know  as  the  MCMVII  High  Relief  double  eagle  today. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  at  Roosevelt’s  request  struck  the  high-relief  coins 
for  circulation,  but  it  was  a difficult  process.  At  least  three  blows  of  the  coining 
press  were  necessary  in  order  to  bring  up  the  design.  This  was  fine  for  artistic 
purposes,  but  not  practical  in  terms  of  making  double  eagles  in  quantity,  this 
denomination  being  by  far  the  most  popular  in  the  coinage  system.  Accordingly, 
after  shghtly  more  than  12,000  pieces  were  minted  in  December  1907  and  early 
1908  (from  the  same  dies),  the  regular  or  “Arabic  Date”  1907-dated  double  eagle, 
in  shallow  relief,  took  its  place.  The  modified  version  was  struck  in  December 
1907,  at  the  same  time  the  High  Relief  coins  were  stiU  being  made.  Afterward, 
the  modified  design  endured  until  1933,  with  a change  in  1908  by  adding  the 
motto  IN  GOD  W^E  TRLJST  to  the  reverse. 

Today  the  Saint-Gaudens  National  Historic  Site  in  New  Hampshire  has

F.C.C.  Boyd 

Born  on  April  10,  1886,  Frederick  Cogswell  C.  Boyd  did  not  become 
pronunent  in  numismatics  until  he  was  weU  into  his  twenties.  In  the  mean- 
time, at  age  13  he  had  been  apprenticed  as  a printer,  and  in  1917  he  became 
a traveling  salesman.  On  the  side  he  bought,  sold,  and  coUected  coins,  taking 
special  interest  in  their  history. 

On  September  17,  1913,  he  held  a mail  auction  of  916  lots  in  New  York 
City,  and  on  January  17,  1914,  he  joined  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
and  immediately  lent  coins  for  the  special  exhibition  held  at  the  Society  build- 
ing that  year. 

On  August  31,  1922,  he  conducted  an  auction  in  conjunction  with  the 
ANA  Convention  held  at  the  Great  Northern  Hotel  in  New  York  City  In  the 
same  decade  he  had  a com  office  in  New  York  City  and  was  an  eager  buyer. 
Purchases  included  quantities  of  Proof  coins  from  David  U.  Proskey  and  later 
from  Proskey’s  estate.  Many  bank-wrapped  rolls  of  coins— especiaUy  small 
denormnations— were  acquired  at  the  same  time.  Boyd  was  a major  advertiser 
m The  Numismatist  during  this  era.  Meanwhile,  he  formed  several  coUections 
tor  his  own  enjoyment.  While  coins  formed  the  focus  of  much  ofhis  activity 
as  an  adult,  he  also  served  as  advertising  manager  for  the  American  Tobacco 
Company  and  pursued  other  business  interests. 

It  was  rumored  in  1926  that  he  had  disposed  ofhis  personal  holdings,  but 
Boyd  was  quick  to  point  out  that  although  he  had  disposed  ofhis  collection  of 
Fractional  Currency  and  part  ofhis  collection  of  broken  bank  bills,  he  was  an 
enthusiastic  collector  of  coins  of  the  world,  store  cards,  and  numismatic  books. 

In  August  1937  he  addressed  the  ANA  Convention,  noting  in  part:  “Down 
in  the  Mint  Collection  at  Washington  they  are  lacking  a 1933  $10  gold  piece. 
Some  time  ago  I purchased  two  of  them,  and  there  was  a string  to  one  of  them 
and  the  string  and  myself  got  together  and  we  have  decided  to  present  one  $ 10 
gold  piece  to  the  National  Collection  in  Washington  through  the  American 
Numismatic  Association.  Last  year  I bought  a set  of  the  1933  gold  pieces, 
the  last  gold  pieces  issued  by  the  United  States  mints.  At  the  time  there  was 
a duplicate  $10  gold  piece,  J.G.  Macallister  sold  me  three  pieces.  I told  Mr. 
Macalhster  if  I ever  disposed  of  the  gold  piece  I would  give  him  half  what  I paid 
for  It  through  him.  About  a month  ago  in  Philadelphia  I spoke  to  Macalhster 
and  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Umted  States  collection  was  lacking 
the  $10  gold  piece  of  1933.  Therefore,  in  celebration  of  the  50th  anniversary  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Association,  through  Mr.  MacaUister  and  myself, 

I am  presenting  this  $10  gold  piece  to  the  National  Museum,  Smithsonian 
Institution,  Washington.” 

In  1937  and  1938  Boyd  was  named  to  appraise  the  extensive  numismatic 
holdings  of  Col.  E.H.R.  Green,  who  had  died  in  1936,  and  he  found  the  coins 
to  be  worth  $1,240,299. 

In  October  1939  his  display  at  the  ANA  Convention,  held  that  year  in 
New  York  City,  was  described  as  foUows:  “Coins  of  North  Siam,  mostly  of 
irregular  shapes.  U.S.  half  cents  of  1796  and  the  great  rarities  in  this  series.  A 
full  set  of  the  Pedley-Ryan  and  Century  ot  Progress  pieces  and  15  Leshers. 
Great  rarities  in  U.S.  silver  coins,  including  disme  and  half  disme  of  1792,  dime 
of  1894-S  mint,  20  cents  of  1876-CC  mint,  and  silver  dollar  of  1870-S  inint. 
Also  a large  collection  of  U.S.  private  and  territorial  gold  coins.  A collection 
of  envelopes  for  holding  U.S.  postage  stamps  for  use  as  currency  before  the 
advent  of  encased  postage  stamps.  Specimens  of  rare  New  York  first  currency, 
1709,  Pacific  currency,  1851,  California  doubloon  ($16)  struck  in  brass.  John 
Parsons  & Co.  $5  in  gold,  $5  in  bronze,  $2'/2  in  gold,  $21/2  struck  over  U.S. 
dime,  $2'/2  struck  over  half  dime,  $21/2  in  brass.  All  the  great  rarities  in  U.S. 
silver  except  1804  dollar.” 

Helen  [Mrs.  F.C.C.]  Boyd  had  her  own  separate  exhibit  consisting  of  five 
varieties  of  1907  $20  pieces  and  one  ofjust  four  known  1933  double  eagles.  It 
just  could  be  that  the  coin  we  are  offering  for  sale  now  was  one  of  the  specimens 
displayed!  In  fact,  this  seems  highly  likely.  Helen  Boyd  shared  her  husband’s 
interest  in  numismatics  and  supported  his  extensive  activities  in  the  hobby. 

In  July  1940,  The  Numismatist  printed  F.C.C.  Boyd’s  article,  “Engravers 
of  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia,  which  began  with  a biographical  sketch  of 
Robert  Scot  and  continued  through  Charles  E.  Barber.  In  the  early  1940s, 
pattern  coins  became  a prime  interest,  and  he  acquired  many  if  not  most  such 
pieces  in  the  Col.  Green  estate,  augmented  by  a very  large  holding  from  the 
WiUiam  H.  Woodin  estate,  acquired  m 1942  through  James  Wade  (a  well- 
known  collector  ot  paper  money  whose  collection  was  later  sold  to  Aubrey 
and  Adeline  Bebee),  who  was  assistant  cashier  of  Chase  National  Bank  in  New 
York  City.  Late,  the  Bebees  donated  the  core  of  this  collection  to  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  where  it  can  be  studied  today  at  the  ANA  Museum 
in  Colorado  Springs. 
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III  the  same  decade  Boyd  was  vice  president  ot  the  Union  News  Company, 
which  specialized  in  news  stands,  cigar  shops,  bookstores,  drugstores,  restaurants, 
luncheonettes,  soda  fountains,  and  cafeterias.  In  ILockefeller  Center  in  New 
York,  Boyd  s company  had  30  eating  spots.  In  1944,  at  a lunch  at  the  Netherlands 
Club  (where  he  lunched  with  Abe  Kosoff  each  Tuesday)  Boyd  offered  KosofF 
his  collection  of  territorial  gold  coins  for  $50,000.  Kosoff  accepted. 

In  1945,  Boyd  sold  his  pattern  collection,  amounting  to  thousands  of  pieces 
(one  variety  was  represented  by  40  specimens,  although  conventional  wisdom 
had  it  that  just  24  had  been  minted),  to  Numismatic  Gallery  (Abe  Kosoff  and 
Abner  Kreisberg),  who  soon  placed  much  ofit  with  King  Farouk  ofEgypt,  selling 
other  coins  to  collectors,  investors,  and  dealers  including  Sol  Kaplan.  The  story 
of  the  Farouk  Collection,  sold  at  auction  in  1954  after  the  playboy  king  had  been 
deposed  by  a mihtary  junta,  is  well  known  (but  we  will  reiterate  it  in  a future 
catalogue  when  we  have  an  important  ex-Farouk  coin  to  offer). 

Boyd’s  regular  collection  of  silver  coins,  but  lacking  an  1804  dollar,  was  sold 
by  Numismatic  Gallery  in  a series  of  auctions  billed  as  “The  World’s  Greatest 


Collection,”  and  in  1946  Boyd’s  gold  was  similarly  auctioned. 

In  1 950,  Boyd  donated  his  extensive  collection  of  dies  and  counterfeits 
made  by  C.  Wyllys  Betts  to  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  Other  tokens 
and  medals  were  given  to  the  ANS  in  the  same  era.  In  the  later  years  of  his 
life  he  sold  many  of  his  non-federal  coins  such  as  tokens  and  medals  to  John 
J.  Ford,  Jr.,  of  whom  he  was  a close  friend.  In  1956  he  donated  a collection  of 
13,552  pieces  to  the  American  Numismatic  Society;  the  holding  was  rich  in 
U.S.,  Latin  American,  Indian,  and  Far  Eastern  specialties. 

Boyd  died  in  East  Orange,  New  Jersey,  on  September  7,  1958.  Much 
of  his  numismatic  estate,  rich  in  colonial  and  Continental  paper  money  and 
colonial  and  state  coins,  was  aetjuired  by  Ford,  by  private  arrangement  with 
widow  Flelen.  Items  that  Ford  did  not  desire  for  his  personal  collection  were 
handled  by  his  firm,  the  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.

The  “Wire”  and  Flat"  rim  varieties  of  the  issue  are  strictly  a matter  of 
chance.  The  wire  rim  details  are  actually  caused  by  “finnint^,”  as  it  is  known 
in  Mint  parlance;  when  the  dies  come  together  on  the  soft  gold  planchets,  the 
force  used  to  strike  the  High  Relief  issue  caused  excess  metal  to  flow  upward 
at  the  rims  to  varying  degrees  on  nearly  all  examples  of  the  date.  The  coins 
that  saw  an  excess  of  finning  have  become  known  as  “wire”  rim  coins  today, 
while  those  that  show  nearly  no  finning  are  today’s  “flat”  rim  coins

AU-58,  rim  clipped  long  ago,  possibly  at  the  Bechtler 
mint.  Rich  yellow  gold  surfaces  show  abundant  lustre  and  light 
reflectivity,  with  traces  of  coppery  toning  in  some  letters.  Very  nice 
surface  quality  and  eye  appeal,  no  dents  as  so  often  seen,  light  but 
inoffensive  hairlines.  A line  from  R of  DOLLAR  to  O of  ONE 
appears  to  be  a lint  mark,  and  a thin  scratch  is  noted  under  28. 

The  rim  is  very  lightly  clipped  above  LE  of  BECHTLER, 
carefully  and  not  in  a way  that  affects  any  design  element  but  the 
denticles.  We  considered  the  possibility  that  this  is  a mint  clip,  and 
thus  an  unusual  error  in  the  generally  well-made  Bechtler  series. 
The  weight  of  27.8  grains  initially  seemed  problematical  since 
the  coin  itself  proclaims  a weight  of  28  grains,  however,  Kagin’s 
observed  actual  weight  standard  of  27.6  in  his  1981  work  reopened 
that  option.  The  surfaces  are  not  indicative  ofjewelry  use  and  we 
see  no  traces  of  filing  or  solder,  so  mount  removal  did  not  seem  a 
good  explanation.  While  we  are  not  certain  if  this  is  a mint  clip, 
having  never  encountered  one  in  the  Bechtler  series,  the  only 
other  explanation  is  a clip  taken  during  the  circulating  life  of  the 
coin  either  by  an  assayer  or  a dishonest  profiteer.  The  weight  data 
speaks  for  itself,  and  we  think  this  com  will  fascinate  and  delight 
its  next  owner  too.

The  detail,  never  sharp 
on  this  type,  is  far  better  than  usual,  with  W.M.  & Co.  plain  on  the 
coronet,  some  feather  detail  on  the  eagle’s  wings,  and  the  original 
die  polish  lines  still  plain  in  the  900  THOUS.  ribbon.  The  usual 
array  ot  tiny  bagmarks  are  present,  with  two  diagonal  nicks  inside 
stars  2 and  3 noted  as  the  best  future  identifiers,  and  a dull  vertical 
scratch  above  the  head  pointed  out  for  accuracy.  The  rims  appear 
sound,  and  the  fields  show  no  signs  of  repair  or  other  attempts  at 
improvement.  In  terms  of  eye  appeal,  this  ranks  far  above  most  we 
have  encountered,  and  from  plate  comparison  we  suspect  this  is 
every  bit  as  nice  as  the  famed  Garrett  specimen  (which  also  served 
as  the  Breen  and  Kagin  plate  coins). 

Distinctive  among  the  various  private  $20  issues  of  California 
for  its  “Small  Head”  design  type,  Wass,  Molitor’s  coins  were  widely 
circulated  at  the  time  because  of  their  trustworthy  weight  and 
fineness.  As  such,  few  are  known  in  high  grade  and  we  have  never 
encountered  one  without  its  share  ol  marks.  This  issue  has  variously 
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been  called  Rarity-6  and  Rarity-5+  over  the  years,  or  somewhere 
over  or  under  a pivot  point  of  30  specimens  known,  though  most 
are  probably  VF  or  EF  in  quality.  This  piece,  with  its  lovely  visual 
appeal,  would  be  a worthy  prize  for  any  advanced  connoisseur  of 
the  numismatic  history  of  the  California  Gold  Rush.

The  present 
piece,  graded  AU-55,  has  some  marks  here  and  there,  one  near  the 
lip  and  the  other  on  the  reverse  in  the  upper  right  field,  no  doubt 
taken  into  consideration  by  NGC.  The  strike  is  light  at  the  centers, 
characteristic  of  the  issue.  While  the  SIO  coins  of  Clark,  Gruber 
and  Co.  are  well  known  and  the  S20  issues  are  as  well,  the  $5  and, 
in  particular,  the  $2.50  have  not  attracted  as  much  attention.  In  its 
day  the  quarter  eagle  issue  served  well  in  regional  commerce.  The 
dies  are  an  imitation  of  the  Federal  issue,  but  done  rather  crudely 
in  this  instance,  with  the  date  being  quite  irregular,  punched  into 
the  die  using  individual  digits.  Although  a prominent  sign  at  the  top 
of  Clark,  Gruber  and  Co.  notified  observers  that  it  was  a “MINT 
AND  BANK,”  the  absence  of  bank  in  the  title  has  removed  con- 
sideration of  its  history  from  a number  oflistings,  most  importantly 
James  A.  Haxby’s  study  on  obsolete  currency,  although  this  firm 
did  issue  at  least  a $5  note,  possibly  also  other  denominations. 

In  1862  the  facilities  of  Clark,  Gruber  and  Co.  were  sold  to  the  United 
States  Government.  Thereafter  operated  under  the  Treasury  Department,  in 
official  reports  the  activities  of  this  depot,  an  assay  office  and  depository,  were 
characterized  under  the  title  of  Denver  Mint,  although  under  Federal  auspices 
no  coins  were  ever  struck  here.  Years  later,  in  1906  when  the  Denver  Mint 
opened  it  was  in  another  facility  in  another  location.

fascinating  glimpse  of  what  life  was  like  in  the  California  of  1850, 
when  prospectors  were  descending  upon  California  from  around 
the  world  in  search  of  fortune.  The  letter,  written  December  12, 
1850,  from  Georgetown,  California,  situated  17  miles  north  of 
Placerville  and  approximately  60  miles  northeast  of  Sacramento, 
was  written  by  G.W.  Gale,  to  his  father  Ephraim  Gale  in  Guilford, 
Vermont.  The  letter  is  three  pages,  written  on  nice  quality  statio- 
nery with  an  embossed  seal  of  the  paper  manufacturer.  The  letter 
is  intact  and  nicely  preserved,  though  crisp  and  requiring  careful 
handling  when  unfolding  so  as  not  to  damage  the  folds.  The  paper 
shows  some  foxing  and  staining,  but  none  too  serious.  The  content 
of  the  letter  is  somewhat  chaUengmg  to  read  in  hill,  but  enough 
can  be  deciphered  to  gather  a good  understanding  of  the  writer’s 
first-hand  account  oflife  as  a “miner”  in  1850.  He  states  that  “there 
are  thousands  of  people  in  the  mines  and  the  amount  of  money  in 
circulation  is  enormous,”  but  he  also  discusses  the  typical  fortune 
of  a miner,  noting  that  “There  is  a plenty  of  gold  here  no  mistake 
but  few  get  a very  large  pile  in  one  season’s  operation.”  He  writes 
further  that  having  “cleared  $1,000  clean,”  he  has  been  successful, 
but  that  not  one  in  fifty  have  such  luck.  However,  he  adds  that 
one  in  100  makes  a pile  in  a short  time”  but  meanwhile  “thou- 
sands are  trying  to  get  enough  to  get  home  with.  You  can  hear  it 
observed  every  day  if  I had  money  enough  I would  take  the  next 
boat  for  the  isthmus  but  they  have  not  the  dough.” 

There  is,  of  course,  the  downside  brought  on  by  disease,  as 
illustrated  by  this  passage,  “There  is  now  some  20  or  30  cases  of 
cholera  in  Francisco-  Sacramento  is  healthy  at  this  time  but  was 
quite  sickly  in  the  latter  part  of  summer.” 

He  spends  some  time  discussing  the  search  for  gold,  which  puts 
you  there,  so  to  speak. 

The  mining  is  done  mostly  on  the  rivers  and  small  streams 
and  Kanyons  [ife]  or  ravines  which  put  into  the  streams,  many  of 
which  are  very  rich. 

The  gold  thus  far  has  mostly  been  got  by  digging  in  the  bed 
of  the  streams,  and  in  the  bank,  and  in  some  places,  veins  have 
been  followed  into  the  hillside  and  pay  well.  Vfliat  a miner  means 
by  paying  well  is  getting  an  ounce  or  more  a day.  Our  company 
averaged  4 to  7 ounces  per  week...” 

Additional  content  discusses  his  health,  and  other  aspects  of 
his  personal  experience  m California.  A nicely  preserved  and 
quite  fascinating  look  at  California  in  1850,  through  the  eyes  of 
a real  49er.
